THREE MEN SHOT 
ON NORTH SHORE 


Saloon of One of Chamales 
Brothers, Object of Wrath, 
Scene of Crime. 


MASSMEETING TO OBJECT. 


Added incentive to the protests of north 
shore residents against the rowdy saloon and 
bathing beach invaders of the Wilson avenue 
and Edgewater districts came iast night 
when two men were ghot in the saloon of 
George Chamales, Edgewater place and 
Clark street. 

Leonard and Allien Geer and William 
Wright, bricklayers, attacked and brutally 
beat Edward Dean and Thomas McMahon, 
plain clothes men from Summerdale police 
station, shortly before midnight. The police- 
men succeeded in shooting two of the men 
and fired several shots at the third, who es- 
caped, but is believed to have been wounded 
as he fled. 

The three men were fighting In the back 
room of the Chamales saloon when the po- 
licemen entered and ordered them to be 
quiet. The affair apparently was patched 
up and the policemen were lJeaving |the place 
without making any arrests when the three 
bricklayers attacked them from behind. 


Sleuths Draw Revolvers. 

Their assailants were ‘‘putting the boots” 
to them when Dean and McMahon drew 
their revolvers and opened fire. 

Leonard Geer was shot in the thigh and 
nose and Wright was wounded In the leg. 
Both fell to the pavement and Allen Geer 
took to hie heels. Dean and McMahon fired 
all the shots remaining in their revolvers at 
him, but were too weak to give chase. 

McMahon and the two wounded prisoners 
were taken to the Ravenswood hospital, 
while Dean recuperated from the beating he 
had received at the saloon, directing the 
search of his fellow policemen for the es- 
caped bricklayer. 

George Chamales, with his brother Tom, 
are owners of the notorious Wabash avenue 
Savoy café. Recently both acquired saloons 
in the north shore residence districts. Tom 
Chamales bought a saloon at Lawrence and 
Evanston avenues, not many blocks from 
that of his brother. 


Draw Trade from Downtown. 

The Chamales brothers proceeded to adver- 
tise the acquirement of these places in their 
downtown Savoy café with the result that a 
disreputable element has been attracted to 
which has been attributed much of the law- 
lessness against which residents of the Wil- 
son avenue and Edgewater districts are pro- 
testing. 

Among the remedies demanded are: 


A close surveillance of Wilson avenue 
bathing beaches at night or revocation of the 
beach licenses. 

The driving out of all questionable saloons 
and dance halls from the district. 

The vicious attack on Mrs. Charles F. Lob 
within ea stone’s throw of her resience, 434 
Leland avenue, on Wriday morning has 
spurred the citizens to action.

CHIEF WITNESSES FLEE 


lnvectigation Halted by Absence of 
uivekeepers; McWeeny 
Angry. 


MANY OFFICERS ARE SHIFTED 


With the discovery that the two chief wit- 
nesses against alleged grafting policemen 
had fled the city. came the news last night 
of another police shakeup. 

Eight NMeutenants, sixteen sergeants, and 
eighty-one patrolmen were transferred by 
Chief of Police McWeeny, and two lieuten- 
ants accused of “ shaking down'’ divekeep- 
ers were among those shifted to new fields | 
of activity. 

Lieut. John Bonfield of Harrison street, 
named by “Ike” Foster and John Haley, 
former downtown levee divekeepers, as hav- 
ing received nearly $1,000 as protection 
money, goes to the Stockyards station. It 
is strongly intimated that there will be no 
prosecution of Foster's and Haley's charges 
against Bonfield and Inspector John Wheeler, 
as the accusers are said to be too frightened 
to come forward and push their complaints. 


Attorney Professes Ignorance. 

Whether they were paid to flee, or feared 
to stay and brave the wrath of the police, or 
whether their stories were trumped up for 
revenge against the men they accused, can- 
not’ be determined. Their attorney, Clarence 
W. Shaeffer, says he does not know where 
they are, and rumors that they may have 
been paid to “fade away" and let their 
charges die for wanteof evidence haye 
aroused the ire of Chief McWeeny. 

The chief admitted last night, however, 
that the charges againat Lieut. Bonfield had 
a great deal to do with histransfer. At first 
the chief declared that these charges had 
not influenced him inthe slightest. A chance 
remark he dropped led to the final admission. 

“These charges drew my attention to 
Lieut. Bonfield.” Chief McWeeny said. 
“They brought it to my mind that I had 
long iritended to transfer him.” 

‘*Do you mean to say that Lieut. Bonfleld 
would have been transferred even if it hadn't 
been for the charges?” the chief was asked. 

“Yes, that’s it. But the charges kind of 
brought it to my attention.” 


Finally Tells the Reason. 

“ But if the charges hadn't been preferred 
Bonfield wouldn't have been brought to your 
attention, would he?’ 

“Well, I guess that’s right.” 

‘“‘Aand if he hadn't been brought to your 
attention he wouldn't have been transferred, 
and so the charges really had a great deal 
to do with the transfer?’

The other accused lieutenant to be trans- 
ferred is Thomas H. Costello, brought in to 
Harrison street from the Hinman street 
station. Max Simalovic, keeper of a saloon 
and alleged gambling dive at 1828 West 
Twenty-second street, alleges that Licut. 
CosteNo demanded $170 protection money 
from him. 


Chief Makes Threats. 

“I'm getting tired waiting for Attorney 
Shaeffer to bring these men in,” the chief 
asserted last night. “If he doesn’t keep his 
promise in a short time I will send out and 
get the men. This thing is going to be inves- 
tigated if it takes the entire police depart- 
ment to hunt up these men and we have to 
callin a few other officials to agsist us. 

“If they bave anything that remotely re- 
sembles evidence of graft I want to know 
what it is. I have offered them all the pro- 
tection they want or need. They can havea 
detail of patrolmen, a mounted squad, or 
anything else that sults their fancy. AllIl am 
interested in is hearing their story, and Iam 
going to hear that. 

Attorney Shaeffer admitted that he does 
not know where his clients are. 


Downtown Squad Affected. 

Aside from the bearing of the graft charges 
on the transfer of the two lieutenants the 
most striking thing about Chief McWeeny's 
order was that it tock nineteen men out of 
the Central detail. It was not possibie to 
aecertain last night just what effect this de- 
pletion of the ranks of the veterans from 
whom Inspector Lavin drew “the finest 
traffic squad in the world ”’ could have, but 
the chief apparentiy believed the nineteen 
men could be spared without impairing the 
efficiency of that squad. 

Another feature of the order was the shift- 
ing of the headquarters of two police dis- 
tricts. Headquarters for the Fifth district, 
commanded by Capt. John Alcock. is n.oved 
from Grand Crossing to Woodlawn, while 
the Ninth district, commanded by Capt John 
J. Mahoney, who hae had his hea ‘quarters 
at Hinman street, will be managed hereafter 
from the Maxwell street station. 

A big surprise is contained in the order 
shifting Sergeant Charlies E. O'Donnell, who 
has been in charge of the police purity and 
moving picture squad. He is sent to the West 
Lake street station and detailed to patrol 
duty.

Negotiations Pending by 
Which It Will Take Over 
Hibernian; Eighth Mer- 
ger in Its History.

DEPOSIPS OF $223,360,199. 


No Price Fixed, but Controlling 
Interest Favors Deal, Which 
May Be Consimmated 
This Week. 


| HOW A BANE GROWS. |

which is about to take over the Hibernian, 
absorbed the following financial institutions:

It was learned yesterday that a controlling 
interest In the stock of the Hibernian Bank- 
ing association is in favor of a merger of that 
institution with the Continental and Com- 
mercial National bank. 

Inasmuch as this interest is sufficiently 
large to liquidate the Hibernian, it is thought 
the deal will carry. It is expected that nego- 
tiations looking toward terms upon which 


be opened early this week. While no price 
has been fixed, the Hibernian people probably 
will favor an even exchange of the stock of 
their bank for stock in the Continental. 
The Hibernian’s capital is $1,500,000, so that 
an additional issue of $1,500,000 new stogk by 
the Continental will be necessary. The pres- 
ent capital stock of the Continental and Com- 
mercial is $20,000,000. 

It so happens that the book value of the 
stock of each bank is $160 a share. The 
Hibernian stockholders would profit, there- 
fore, by the difference between what hes 
been the market value of the Hibernian and 
the market value of the Continental. 

I% doubtless was intended to keep the mat- 
ter ender cover a few days longer, but the 
buying of stock on the part of Hibernian in- 
siders became so open and persistent that « 
number of disinterested persons came into 
possesion of the facts. 


Condition of the Stocks. 

One week ago Hibernian stock was quoted 
at 230 bid. Continental was quoted at 280. 
Im the last week, following the develupment 
of the probability of a merger of the two 
banks, Hibernian stock has jumped from 
$230 to 268 at the close of the market 5 ester- 
day. 

This is an increase of 88 points and repre- 
sents a gain in the market value of $33 per 
share, or a total of $575,000 in the value of 
the bank's capitalization. Meanwnile Con- 
tinental.and Commercial stock moved up 
from around 280 to a close yesterday at 
289 bid. 

The acquisition of the Hibernian by the 
Continental and Commercial would give the 
latter combined deposits, including the Con- 
tinental and Commercal Trust and Savings 
bank, of $228,360,199, in accordance with the 
figures shown by official reports published 
yésterday. 

Should the deal go through it is expected 

that, pending the building of the Continental 
and Commercial’s new structure in La Salle 
street, the Hibernian may be opern'e«d séep- 
arately, although George M. Reyno'ds, pres- 
ident of the Continental and Con:mercia], 
will be expected to become president of the 
Hibernian and thus unify the management.

The second bank in size in the west is the 
First National, with $116,047,742 in deposits, 
which, with its affiliated institution, the First 
Trust and Savings, with $55,911,570 deposits, 
gives a total of $172,850,312 deposits, againat 
present total deposits of the Continental! and 
ts affiliated institution, of $196,960,682. 

The Hibernian Banking association was 
organized on Oct. 2, 1867. It is next to the 
oldest bank In Chicago, being outranked by 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, 
which was organized Feb. 18, 1857. For a 
number of years the Hibernian has been 
controlled by the Clarke family. 

Upon the death of John V. Clarke recently 
the family interests in the institution it ap- 
pears took up the question of affiliating ir 
with the Continental and Commercial, since 
heavy stockholders in the Hibernian also are 
among the largest holders in the Continenta] 
and Commercial The Hibernian has been 
sought by three other banks. 


SCIENTISTS FIND HOUSE FLY 
SPREADS DEADLY DISEASE. 


Dr. Simon Flexner of Rockefeller Insti- 
tute and Aid Discover Disseminator 
of Infantile Paralysis. 


New York, June 10.—[Special.]—Expert- 
ments carried on in the laboratories of the 
Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research 
have demonstrated beyond reasonable doubt 
that the virus of Infantile paralysis is car- 
ried from the sick to the well by the commen 
house fly. 

It had been readily understood the poison- 
ous element of the diseaege is transferred from 
those suffering from it to persons brought ip 
' contact with the patients; also that healthy 
| pereons carry the virus from the sick to the 
| well. But in thinly settled sections of the 
country the disease has spread in a manner 
thet could not be accounted for by any of 
the foregoing means of transmission. 

This led to the suspicion that the common 
fly was the carrier, and resulted in experi- 
ments which have been and are still being 
earried on by Dr. Simon Fiexner, director of

HOWLS FOR ‘MORE’ 


Marcel Basle Fatally Injured; 
: Jagersburger Flung from Ma- 
chine at ‘Death Curve.” 


RACES CALLED OFF FOR BAY 


5,000 Witness Accidents; Pilots 
Protest Against Further Speed- 
trials Until Course Is Repaired. 


WORK AT NIGHT ON THE BAD TURN 


Five thousand persons, including meay 
women, went out to the automobiie races at 
Hawthorne rece track yesterday afiernoop 
full of the hope that they wosld be given @ 
thrill. They got it. Within half an hour 
after the races had been stdrted they saw 
one driver almost torn to pieces and another 
escape death by a miracle after he had been 
catapulted out of his car and flung with stun- 
ning force upon the greensward ovtside the 
course, 

That was enough “sport” for one after- 
noon for the promoters of the race meet. It 
was plenty, too, for the drivers who make 
a business of ris their lives for the 
amusement of the pe. ss But it waen’t 
enough for the crowd. While an ambulance 
was rating to St. Anthony De Padua hospital 
with the frst victim and doctors were trying 
to bring the second to his senses the mob 
got up in the stands and shrieked vocifer- 
Ously for “ More,” “ More.” 


Drivers Refuse to Go On. 

The promoters refused to give it to them. 
The drivers got together and voted unani- 
mously not to go on the track again until o 
section of it known as “ death curve” had 
been repaired. To fill out the program « 
number of exhibition events were put on by 
the meet management, but the spectators 
seemed to find this aggravatingly tame, for 
hundreds got up from their seats and filed 
out of the stand, declaring loudly that they 
had been “cheated” out of their entrance 
money. ' 

Whether or not the meet wil! be allowed te 
continue * this adhered depends upon the 
condition of the track. The promoters have 
undertaken to fix the bad turn which caused 
the accidents in which Basle and Jagers- 
burger figured. If they can satisfy the rep- 
resentatives of the American Automobile as- 
sociation that the track is safe, then the rac- 
ing will continue, but in an abbreviated 
form. 

First of all there will be exhibitions by 
Ralph De Palma, Bob Burman, and Ray 
Harroun in heavy cars, and then a match 
race between Burman and De Palma. If the 
track stands such rough treatment other 
contests will be permitted, but none of them 
over ten miles in length. 

All last night the workmen were busy 
rolling, scraping, and sprinkling “ death 
curve,” where Basle was killed. and a six ton 
roller was used continuously to eliminate the 
ruts. This morning an examination of the 
results will be made. 


Stands Gay with Women’s Gowns.

It was @ typical care-free, pleas- 
ure seeking Saturday afternoon audience. 
made gay by the bright colored Greases and 
hats of women. 

The race itself had been won and the crowds 
were cheering Frank Kulick, the winner, 
when a cry of horror went up from some of 
the spectators who were watching the strug- 
gies of those in the second division to get “ iz 
the money.” 

A cloud of dust arose from the turn leaving 
the homestretch; there came a crash of splin- 
tering wood, the waiting ambulance in the 
peddock clanged its way to the curve and 
the spectators waited to learn something of 
the disaster.

The police- 
men succeeded in shooting two of the men 
and fired several shots at the third, who es- 
caped, but is believed to have been wounded 
as he fled. 

The three men were fighting in the back 
room of the Chamales saloon when the po- 
licemen entered and ordered them to be 
quiet. The affair apparently was patched 
up and the policemen were leaving/the place 
without making any arrests when the three’ 
bricklayers attacked them from behind. 


Sleuths Draw Revolvers. 

Their assailants were ‘‘putting the boots” 
to them when Dean and McMahon drew 
their revolvers and opened fire. 

Leonard Geer was shot in the thigh and 
nose and Wright was wounded in the leg. 
Both fell to the pavement and Allen Geer 
took to hie heels. Dean and McMahon fired 
all the shots remaining in their revolvers at 
him, but were too weak to give chase. 

MoMahon and the two wounded prisoners 
were taken to the Ravenswood hospital, 
while Dean recuperated from the beating he 
had received at the saloon, directing the 
search of his fellow policemen for the es- 
caped bricklayer. 

George Chamales, with his brother Tom, 
are owners of the notorious Wabash avenue 
Savoy café. Recently both acquired saloons 
in the north shore residence districts.

CHIEF WITNESSES FLEE 


levectigation Halted by Absence of

MANY OFFICERS ARE SHIFTED 


With the discovery that the two chief wit- 
nesses against alleged grafting policemen 
had fled the city. came the news last night 
of another police shakeup. 

Eight HMeutenants, sixteen sergeants, and 
eighty-one patrolmen were transferred by 
Chief of Police McWeeny, and two lieuten- 
ants accused of “‘ shaking down '’ divekeep- 
ers were among those shifted to new fields , 
of activity. 

Lieut. John Bonfield of Harrison street, 
named by “Ike” Foster and John Haley, 
former downtown levee divekeepers, as hav- 
ing received nearly $1,000 as protection 
money, goes to the Stockyards station. It 
is strongly intimated that there will be no 
prosecution of Foster's and Haley's charges 
against Bonfield and Inspector John Wheeler, 
as the accusers are said to be too frightened 
to come forward and push their complaints. 


Attorney Professes Ignorance. 

Whether they were paid to flee, or feared 
to stay and brave the wrath of the police, or 
whether their stories were trumped up for 
revenge against the men they accused, can- 
not’ be determined. Their attorney, Clarence 
W. Shaeffer, says he does not know where 
they are, and rumors that they may have 
been paid to “fade away” and let their 
charges die for wanteof evidence haye 
aroused the ire of Chief McWeeny. 

The chief admitted last night, however, 
that the charges againat Lieut. Bonfield had 
a great deal to do with hie transfer. At first 
the chief declared that these charges had 
not influenced him inthe slightest. A chance 
remark he dropped led to the final admission. 

“These charges drew my attention to 
Lieut. Bonfield,” Chief McWeeny said. 
“They brought it to my mind that I had 
long intended to transfer him.” 

‘*‘Do you mean to say that Lieut. Bonfield 
would have been transferred even if it hadn't 
been for the charges?” the chief was asked. 

* Yes, that’s it. But the charges kind of 
brought it to my attention.’’ 


Finally Tells the Reason. 

* But if the charges hadn't been preferred 
Bonfield wouldn't have been brought to your 
attention. would he?’ 

“Well, I guess that’s right.” 

‘And if he hadn't been brought to your 
attention he wouldn't have been transferred, 
and so the charges really had a great deal 
to do with the transfer?” 

‘Yes, I suppose that’s about the size of 
= 

The other accused lieutenant to be trans- 
ferred is Thomas H. Costello, brought in to 
Harrison street from the Hinman street 
station. Max Simalovic, keeper of a saloon 
and alleged gambling dive at 1828 West 
Twenty-second street, alleges that Licut. 
Costelo demanded $170 protection money 
from him. 


Chief Makes Threats. 


“I'm getting tired waiting for Attorney 
Shaeffer to bring these men in,” the chief 
asserted last night. ‘If he doesn’t keep his 
promise in a short time I will send out and 
get the men. This thing is going to be inves- 
tigated if it takes the entire police depart- 
ment to hunt up these men and we have to 
callin a few other officials to assist us. 

“If they bave anything that remotely re- 
sembles evidence of graft I want to know 
what it is. I have offered them all the pro- 
tection they want or need. They can havea 
detail of patrolmen, a mounted squad, or 
anything else that sults their fancy. Alll am 
interested in is hearing their story, and Iam 
going to hear that. 

Attorney Shaeffer admitted that he does 
not know where his clients are. 


Downtown Squad Affected. 
Aside from the bearing of the graft charges 
on the transfer of the two lieutenants the 
most etriking thing about Chief McWeeny's 
order was that it took nineteen men out of 
the Central detail, It was not possibie to 
aecertain last night just what effect this de- 
pletion of the ranks of the veterans from 
whom Inspector Lavin drew “the finest 
traffic squad in the world” could have, but 
the chief apparentiy believed the nineteen 
men could be spared without impairing tne 
efficiency of that squad. 

Another feature of the order was the shift- 
ing of the headquarters of two police dis- 
tricts. Headquarters for the Fifth district, 
commanded by Capt. John Alcock, is r.oved 
from Grand Crossing to Woodlawn, while 
the Ninth district, commanded by Capt John 
J. Mahoney, who hae had his hea ‘quarters 
at Hinman street, will be managed hereafter 
from the Maxwell street station. 

A big surprise is contained in the order 
shifting Sergeant Charies BE. O'Donnell, who 
has been in charge of the police purity and 
moving picture squad. He is sent to the West 
Lake street station and detailed to patrol 
duty. The chief also carried out his ex- 
pressed intention of landing his brother, Pat- 
rick D. MceWeeny, in a berth nearer home. 
Sergeant McWeeny is given O’Donnell’s job 
at the head of the purity squad.

FOR CONTINENTAL 


Which It Will Take Over 
Hibernian; Eighth Mer- 
ger in Its History. 


DEPOSIPS OF $223,360,199. 


No Price Fixed, but Controlling 
Interest Favors Deal, Which 
May Be Constimmated 
This Week.

. Since 1697 the Contineptal, National, now 
the Continental and Commercial National, 
which is about to take over the Hibernian, 
absorbed the following financial institutions:

It was learned yesterday that a controlling 
interest In the stock of the Hibernian Bank- 
ing association is in favor of a merger of that 
institution with the Continental and Com- 
mercial National bank. 

Inasmuch as this interest is sufficiently 
large to liquidate the Hibernian, it is thought 
the deal will carry. It is expected that nego- 
tiations looking toward terms upon which 


be opened early this week. While no price 
has been fixed, the Hibernian people probably 
will favor an even exchange of the stock of 
their bank for stock in the Continental. 
The Hibernian’s capital is $1,600.000, so that 
an additional issue of $1,500,000 new stagk by 
the Continental will be necessary. The pres- 
ent capital stock of the Continental and Com- 
mercial is $20,000,000, 

It so happens that the book value of the 
stock of each bank is $160 a share. The 
Hibernizn stockholders woyld profit, there- 
fore, by the difterence Setween what has 
been the market value of the Hibernian and 
the market value of the Continental. 

I% doubtless was intended to keep the mat- 
ter ender cover a few days longer, but the 
buying of stock on the part of Hibernian in- 
siders became so open and persistent that-a 
number of disinterested persons came into 
possesion of the facts. 


Condition of the Stocks. 

One week ago Hibernian stock was quoted 
at 230 bid. Continental was quoted at 280. 
Im the last week, following the develupment 
of the probability of a merger of the two 
banks, Hibernian stock has jumped from 
$230 to 268 at the close of the market } ester- 
day. 

This is an increase of 88 points and repre- 
sents a gain in the market value of $53 per 
share, or a total of $575,000 in the value of 
the bank's capitalization. Meanwnile Con- 
tinental and Commercial stock moved up 
from around 280 to a close yesterday at 
289 bid. 

The acquisition of the Hibernian by the 
Continental and Commercial would give the 
latter combined deposits, including the Con- 
tinental and Commercal Trust and Saviogs 
bank, of $228,360,199, in accordance with the 
figures shown by official reports published 
yesterday. 

Should the deal go through it is expected 
that, pending the bullding of the Continental 
and Commercial’s new structure in La Salle 
street, the Hibernian may be opern'ed sep- 
arately, although George M. Reyno'ds, pres- 
ident of the Continental and Con:mercial, 
will be expected to become president of the 
Hibernian and thus unify the management.

The second bank in size in the west is the 
First National, with $116,947,742 in deposits, 
which, with its aMiliated institution, the First 
Trust and Savings, with $55,911,570 deposits, 
gives a total of $172,80,312 deposits, against 
present total deposits of the Continental and 
its affiliated institution, of $196,960,682.

SCIENTISTS FIND HOUSE FLY 
SPREADS DEADLY DISEASE. 


Dr. Simon Flexner of Rockefeller Insti- 
tute and Aid Discover Disseminator 
of Infantile Paralysis. 


New York, June 10.—[Special.}—Expert- 
ments carried on in the laboratories of the 
Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research 
have demonstrated beyond reasonable doubt 
that the virus of infantile paralysis is car- 
ried from the sick to the well by the common 
house fly. 

It had been readily understood the poison- 
ous element of the diseaee is transferred from 
those suffering from it to persons brought ip 
contact with the patients; also that healthy 
pereons carry the virus from the sick to the 
well. But in thinly settled sections of the 
country the disease has spread in a manner 
thet could not be accounted for by any of 
the foregoing means of transmission. 

This led to the suspicion that the common 
fly was the carrier, and resulted in experi- 
ments which have been and are still being 
carried on by Dr. Simon Fiexner, director of 


the institute, assisted by Paul F. Clark, Ph. D

MOB AT AUTO MEET 
SEES DRIVER DIE; 
HOWLS FOR ‘MORE’ 


Marcel Basle Fatally Injured; 
- Jagersburger Flung from Ma- 
chine at ‘Death Curve.” 


RACES CALLED OFF FOR DAY 


5,000 Witness Accidents; Pilots 
Protest Against Further Speed- 
trials Until Course Is Repaired. 


WORK AT NIGHT ON THE BAD TURK 


Five thousand persons, including meny 
women, went out to the automobiie races at 
Hawthorne rece track yesterday afiernoon 
full of the hope that they wosld be givens 
thrill. They got it. Within half an hour 
after the races had been stdrted they saw 
one driver almost torn to pieces and another 
escape death by a miracle after he had been 
catapulted out of his car and flung with stun- 
ning force upon the greensward ovtside the 
course, 

That was enough “sport” for one after- 
noon for the promoters of the race meet. It 
was plenty, too, for the drivers who make 
a business of riski their lives for the 
amusement of the por&ilace. But it wasn’t 
enough for the crowd. While an ambulance 
was raving to St. Anthony De Padua hospital 
with the first victim and doctors were trying 
to bring the second to his senses the mob 
got up in the stands and shrieked vocifer- 
Ousiy for “ More,” “ More.” 


Drivers Refuse to Go On. 

The promoters refused to give it to them. 
The drivers got together and voted unani- 
mously not to go on the track again until « 
section of it known as “death curve” had 
been repaired. To fill out the program « 
number of exhibition events were put on by 
the meet management, but the spectators 
seemed to find this aggravatingly tame, for 
hundreds got up from their seats and filed 
out of the stand, declaring loudly that they 
had been “cheated” out of their entrance 
money. 

Whether or not the meet will be allowed te 
continue*thig afternoon depends upon the 
condition, of the track. The promoters have 
undertaken to fix the bad turn which caused 
the accidents in which Basle and Jagers- 
burger figured. If they can satisfy the rep- 
resentatives of the American Automobile as- 
sociation that the track is safe, then the rac- 
ing will continue, but in an abbreviated 
form. 

First of all there will be exhibitions by 
Ralph De Palma, Bob Burman, and Ray 
Harroun in heavy cars, and then a match 
race between Burman and De Palma. If the 
track stands such rough treatment other 
contests will be permitted, but none of them 
over ten miles in length. 

All last night the workmen were busy 
rolling, scraping, and sprinkling “ death 
curve,” where Basle was killed. and a six ton 
roller was used continuously to eliminate the 
ruts. This morning an examination of the 
results will be made. 


Stands Gay with Women’s Gowns. 
The stands were packed when the fatality 
occurred. It was @ typical care-free, pleas- 
ure seeking Saturday afternoon audience. 
made gay by the bright colored dresses and 
hats of women. 

The race itself had been won andthe crowds 
were cheering Frank Kulick, the winner, 
when a cry of horror went up from some of 
the spectators who were watching the strug- 
gies of those in the second division to get “ in 
the money.” 

A cloud of dust arose from the turn leaving 
the homestretch; there came a crash of splin- 
tering wood, the waiting ambulance in the 
paddock clanged its way to the curve and 
the spectators waited to learn something of 
the disaster. 


Look for Missing Pilct. 

There was a quick scanning of the cars 
that had finished. All were there but the 
little red Abbott-Detroit, No. 20, which had 
“ Peulette "' painted on the hood, doubtiess 
in honor of the wife in far off France. Then 
the officials knew it was the French lad 
who had gone down in the cloud of dust. 

Reports from the accident place the blame 

on tires and the condition of the track. That 
far turn was in wretched shape in compari- 
son with the rest of the course. Huge chunks 
of that gumbo of which Ed Corrigan used to 
be so proud had been torn up by the speeding 
cars in practice and the turn wae like @ 
corduroy road. 
Basie, traveling at top speed and with @ 
possible second place in view, had gone 
into the turn with a wide open throttle. He 
hit one of the holes, a tire burst, and the 
little red car caromed across the track, hit 
the fence, turned over three times, and pinned 
the driver underneath. 


Driver Dies Without Speaking. 
Scores of spectators rushed to the rescue 
The capsized car was pulled off ite pilot. The 
man's skull was crushed at it? base, one of 
his legs had been nearly torn from his body, 
and half of his ribs were broken. While the 
crowd watched the body was pleced in an 
auto and the machine raced to the hospital. 
Poor Basle was still unconscious and died 
while the surgeons were making their ex- 
amination. 

After that fatal first race the sport was 
continued, although most of the drivers were 
complaining bitterly at the condition of 
what they had sow learned to call * death 
curve.” 
Thomas J. Hay. representing the Ford Mo- 
tor company, asked that the officials excuse 
Frank Kulick from further participation in 
the meet on that account. 
The officials became cautious, and when 
a big fleld came to the tape for the second 
event they split ft Into two heats. The first 
of these was run off without accident, and so 
was the second one. ;

| son in the Marmon pulled away rapidly from 
Jagereburger in the Case and Rainey ia the 
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Cino. It looked as if this race could be fin- 
ished without accident, because the field was 


_ strung out. 
Again there came the ominous cloud of 


- dust at “death's curve,” again the noise 


of splintering wood, and again the count to 
see who was missing. The ambulance rushed 
to the turn and the morbid ones hurried to 
see sore of the gory details. But there was 


be ‘no need for the ambulance, for the missing 


man, Joe Jagersburger of the Case team, 
though stunned, had been revived and was 
brought around to the stand in a friend’s 
car. 

It almost was a repetition of the Basle 
accident. The Case had struck one of those 
big holes, the rim had been wrenched from 


* one of the wheels and car and driver spun 


around three times like a top, then the car 
crashed into a post on the outside of the 
track, trembled there a second, and then 


+ ‘pighted itself. The German was flung from 


his seat and hurled to the grass with violence 
enough to make him lose consciousness. 
Then the other drivers began to protest. 
They found fault with the condition of the 
track. Joe Dawson, winner of the Cobe cup,

Crowd Is Not Satisfied. 

Announcer Wadsworth told the crowd of 
this.

AGED MAN HITS WOMAN NURSE 


Boasts to Police That He Attacked 
Her, but Is Released. 


QUARREL OVER PROPERTY. 


Victim of Attack Once Sentenced for 
Conspiracy to Kill.

Nurse Once Sentenced. 

Attorney Brown was fined $1,000 and Miss 
Barnés was given a term in the penitentiary. 
Later, however, the case was appealed, and 
last January the Appellate court reversed 
the decision of the lower court, setting aside 
the verdict. 

A few days ago Miss Barnes went before 
Judge Cutting in the Probate court and ob- 
tained an order allowing a doctor to exam- 
ine Mise Nolan, claiming that Thomas Nolan 
had been treating his aged cousin cruelly. 
Nolan refused to permit the doctor to come 
into the house. 

Miss Barnes went to the county building 
yesterday for the,purpose of having Nolan 
cited for contempt of court. Nolan had gone 
to the building with Miss Nolan to protest 
against the order which gave the doctor 
permission to examine his cousin. They met

Republican Chief Giveg Diplomas: Dem- 
ocratic Teacher Withheid 


Anecdotes and reminiscences of early 
schooldays in Chicago formed the most in- 
teresting part of the twenty-sixth annual 
reunion of the West Division High schoo! 
graduating class of 1885 yesterday afternoon 
and evening at the residence of Mr. and Mrs.

One anecdote involv- 
ing the late George Howland, superintendent 
of schools, was told by the toastmaster him- 
self. 

“At the time of the Republican pationa!

of the experience to be gained as pages at the 
convention, applied to our principal, George

The French, Irish, Lithuanians, Germans, 
and Greeks are working with the association 
to save as many French, Irish, Lithuanian, 
German, and Greek ears, eyes, and the like 
for future use as possible. 

Plan Many Pageants. 

All have planned and some are bufiding 
floats to take part in the celebrations on the 
Fourth. Park entertainments are being 80 
arranged that they can be witnessed without 
the expenditure of carfare or undue time. 
Every district is to have tts own entertain- 
ment; no disrict to have a better entertain- 
ment than any other. This, the officers of

Fireworks displays which amuse without 
maiming also are to be a big featture in the 
park programs. The plans are not yét com-

Contracts were let yesterday for five of the 
floats which are to take part in the morning 
historical parade. They will be the first 
consignment. In addition the rent of an old 
ear barn at Thirty-ninth street and Wabash 
avenue was secured. It will be occupied to- 
rmnorow by a staff of carpentersand designers 
who will set to work at once on the first 
floats. All the organizations who are plan- 
ning to have floats in the parade are invited 
by the association to use it as their building 
headquarters. 

That there will be many of these organiza- 
tions is indicated by the present outlay. The 
Blue and Gray legion expects to repeat its 
exhibit of last year’s parade, with a massing 
of forty colors on one float. 

Barbecue Feature Planned. 

It also contemplates two other floats, ‘“ The 
Birth of Old Glory” and “ The Spirit of °76.” 
On the latter there is to be a reproduction 
of the famous painting of that name. Just to 
prove that their patriotism does not run elto- 
gether to floats the legion hes asked per- 
miesion to hold an old fashioned barbecue on 
the morning of the Fourth rant park. 

Gov. Deneen and Mayor Harrison are to be 
fm the front of the reviewing stand at the 
parade. The governor is said to be greatly 
interested in Chicago’s manner of working 
out the sane Fourth idea. The material de- 
crease in the death rate which followed its 
launching, he said in one speech, convinced 
him that patriotism could be no less firm and 
just as interesting when dangerous explo- 
sives were eliminated.

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U.S, POWERLESS ON FIREARMS. 


Congress Leaders Say States Must 
Regulate Sales. 


TO PROTECT THE MINORS. 


Figure on Best Methods of Keeping 
Ristols from Boys. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., June 10.—[Special.]— 
It is up to the individual states to keep re- 
vyolvers and other dangerous arms out of the 
hands of boys, according to Republican and 
Democratic bleaders in congress. 

In their opinions the federal government 

might restrict the shipping of firearms in in- 
terstate commerce to some extent, but not 
enough to make it any less easy for minors 
to obtain the weapons. 
If the boy thug is to be suppressed by de- 
priving minors of the opportunity of obtain- 
ing arms, say these statesmen, the only cer- 
tain way to effect that resudt is for the states 
to enforce rigid prohibition of sales to chil- 
dren. Over traffic in weapons within state 
borders the federal government has no juris- 
diction. 


(Only One Way Government Can Act. 

The only way in which the national gov- 
ermment can strike at the evil at all is under 
the constitutional power to regulate com- 
merce between the states. Under this au- 
thority it has suppressed lotteries and is 
now attempting to suppress the trade in 
“white slaves.” In like manner the central 
authority is driving from the market fraudu- 
lent fodds and drugs. 

When it comes to regulating the use of fire- 
arms, however, unusual difficulties arise. [Ip 
the other cases cited the transportation of 
the article under the ban has been abso- 
lutely prohibited. In the case of firearms, 
however, it is proposed that the weapons may 
be shipped between states, but only for 
militia or police purposes, or only for sale to 
adults. This discrimination, it is contended. 
woulda defeat the operation of the law. 

It is admitted, however, it would be feasible 
to enact a law providing for a rigid inspec- 
tion and registration of all firearms enter. 
ing into interstate commerce. Some law- 
makers believe this requirement would tend 
to lessen the production of revolvers and to 
that extent would make it more difficult fo. 
minors to obtain such arms. 


Much Opposition Assured. 

hile this is as far as congress probabty 
woald go in attempting to regulate commerce 
in weapons, there is no gainsaying there 
would be tremendous opposition even te 
such a provision at this time. 

So far as old members of the house and 
senate remember, no bfll of thie nature ever 
was introduced. There are large sections 
of the country in which it is believed the 
right to carry revolvers must be abridged 
and this sentiment is reflected in congress. 

Congressmen from these sections hold that 
while the evil of boy thugs is deplorable 
any federal restrictions on commerce in fire- 
arms would result in limiting the ease with 
which adults procure weapons. 

They therefore contend the discrimination 
between adults and minors and between 
adults who may be intrusted with concealed 
weapons and those who are not worthy of 
such trust should be enforced by the states. 

It is pointed out that Chicago furnishes 
an example of the necessity of permitting 
reliable and respectable citizens to carry con- 
cealed weapons for self-defense. 


Chicago Situation Cited. 

A tew years ago the Chicago city council 
passed an ordinance providing that citizens 
might take out permits to purchase and 
possess revolvers. The police investigated 
each application and reported whether the 
applicant was entitled to enjoy the privi- 
lege. 

The idea was that sober, respectable citi- 
zens could get permits but the criminal and 
rowdy element could not. Then, whenever 
a criminal was caught im possession of a 
revolver he could be prosecuted for not hav- 
ing a permit. “Whether this ordinance wag 
enforced and proved a success ig not clear. 

Leaders in congress argue that the regpec- 
table citizene who obtained these permits 
would oppose federa) restrictions on com- 
merce in firearms. They say the discrimina- 
tion proposed by the Chicago ordinance is the 
only feasible method of sup ing boy 
thugs or thugs of eny kind, but that such 
legislation is within the authority of the 
state and not of the nationa! government. 


Affection Was Alienated by Busi- 
ness Man and Demands $35,000. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 10.—[Special.}—. 
State Representative Charles F. Maas has 
brought suit for $35,000 damages against 
Nelson King, a prominent business man of 
North Vernon, whom he accuses of alienat- 
ing the affections of Mrs. Maas. 

King was introduced to Mrs. Maas at one 
of several receptions which Representative 
Mass and his wife held here during the last 
session of the general assembly in honor of 
members of the legislature.

WILL CELEBRATE FLAG DAY 
BY EXERCISES IN FOUR PARKS. 


Programs for Outdoor Observation on 
Wednesday Prepared—Societies and 
Clubs to Act. 


Another “swat the fly” poster was issued 
by the health department yesterday in behalf 
of the babies. It is to serve as the last bugle 
blast prior to tomorrow's opening of the 
annual campaign to save the babies during 
the summer months, which begin this year 
three weeks earlier than usual. 

Those in charge of the baby crusade are 
rejoicing that funds and forces are sufficient 
to make the early fight at this time. when 
the thermometer is hovering anound 100, and 
infant mortality is great in the city’s con- 
gested districts. It is asserted that the or- 
ganization, and equipment, and enthusiarm 
is greater this year than ever before, due in 
great part to the Child Welfare exhibit. 

This year’s trained field forces will con- 
sist of 150 nurses and fifty physicians, sup- 
plemented by @ large number of volunteer 
workers. whose duties will consist largely of 
distributing literature and verbally instruct- 
ing mothers in the care of their children. 


Twelve Tents for Babies. 

A feature of the relief service this year will 
be twelve baby tents—ten of which are to be 
| financed by Mrs. Harold F. McCormick—to 
be established in the congested population 
centers, where the baby death rate is high. 
Mothers may bring their children to the 
tents for free consultation and treatment, 
there being a nurse and physician at each 
station. The names and addresses of sick 
bables reported at each tent will be given 
“ follow up "’ care by staff nurses. 

Milk is to be supplied free when necessary 
by the county and the United Charities and 
at cost by the Infant Welfare society. Ice 
and ice boxes will be furnished free to the 
worthy poor by the county and the charities, 
and, in addition, the nurses will carry THE 
TRI ¢ YE ice coupons which will enable moth- 
ere J ybtain free ice from any of the Knick- 
erbocker Ice company's wagons.

“In hot weather babies require less food, 
as a rule one-half the usual amount is 
enougi Don’t conclude the baby is hungry 
because it frets; more often it is thirsty. 

And 
don’t forget the daily bath. 


Death Rate About the Same. 

* At the close of the first five months the 
death record of Chicago for the current year 
stood at 14,976, or 281 more than for the 
corresponding period of last year. The 
death rate, however, for the current year, 
allowing for increase of population, is sub- 
stantially the same as last year.

Between U. S. and Nicara- 
gua and Honduras. 


MEAN END TO UPRISINGS. 


‘America’s Charity Which Will 
Have Return in Substan- 
tial Rewards. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., June 10.—[{Special.}— 
Two treaties are pending in the senate which 
make for domestic and world peace more 
than all the general arbitration compacts 
which Secretary of State Knox is negotiat- 
ing. They contemplate the establishment 
of what will be to all intents and purposes 
financial protectorates over the republics of 
Honduras and Nicaragua. 

If these treaties are ratified it will mean 
that for the first time in their existence the 
two republics will enjoy tranquillity. In an 
area as large as Illinois and Indiana com- 
bined, inhabited by about 1,000,000 persons, 
chronic revolution and all the evils attendant 
thereon will cease. The people will be re- 
lieved of enforced military service, of grind- 
ing ernmental exac end of famine. 
They will be able to est the crops they 
sow, develop the resources of their countries, 
end enjoy the benefits which constant peace 
assures. 


Charitable Move by WU. 8. 

Through the treaties which Mr. Knowhas 
signed, the American people, provided the 
Senate ratifies the instruments, will perform 
an act of charity for the benefit of 1,000,000 
éowntrodden human beings. 

It will be a charity whitch will havea return 
im the shape of substantial rewards. Peace 
in Nicaragua and Honduras will mean peace 
throughout Central America and consequent 
freedom for this country from embarrassing 
international questions arising from possibie 
infringement of the Monroe doctrine. 

Taking as a guide the resulta which have 
flowed from the operation of the financial 
protectorate over Santo Domingo, the exten- 
sion of the policy to the Central American

nations will mean a tremendous growth in 


American commerce with those nations. 


Bankrupt and Discouraged. 

Honduras and Nicaragua are bankrupt, 
famished, and discouraged. Fredick Palm- 
er, who went to Central America several 
years ago for THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE, com- 
piled his reports in a book entitled “ Central 
America and Its Problems.”” In his chapter 
em Honduras he quotes an old Honduran 
as follows: 

“ Sefior, why ld our people accumulate 
more than one shirt apiece When a revolution 
may come — at any hour and rob them of 


everything?’ 


Honduras has been the scene of seven fierce 
revolutions within the lest fifteen years. Nic- 
aragua has been ground down uncer the iron 
hee) of a dictator and only recently has 
passed through a revolution. : 

The debt of Honduras, with the interest, 
Which has not been paid for over forty years, 
a@mounts.now to about $125,000,000. Her rev- 
enue, according to last available data, is a 
little more than $1,654,000 a year, of which 
$766,495 is customs receipts and $887,873 
comes from liquor and other monopolies. 
Thirty-nine per cent of her reyenue is ab- 
gorbed by her military establishment 


Nicaragua’s Debt Burden. 
Nicaragua's debt amounts to between 
$10,000,000 and $15,000,000. She is in the grip 
of burdensome monopolies which were grant- 
ed by Zelaya. 


It is imperative if their people are to pro- , 


gress that these two countries should be re- 
Heved from the crushing weight of the obil- 
gations upon them.

latien of master and servant existed in the 
purely manual occupations and when the 
servant wrought with hand tools. 

“Tf, for example, the servant was & farm 
hand, there was every reason for saying that 
he should be held to assume the risks aris- 
ing from the use of the ordinary farm im- 
plements with which he performed his work. 
Where he worked side by side with another 
farm hand, whose habits and characteristics 
be had daily Opportunity for studying and 
understanding. thére was good reason for 
holding that he, and not the master, should 
bear the burden of the negligencé of the fel- 
low servant. 

“But in thie day the relation of master 
and servant is no longer of this simple char- 
acter. Thousands of employés are gathered 
in great factories, stee] rolling milis, and 
other estabishments and work upon the ral- 
roads of the country. They are called upon 
to perform their duties in the midst of dis- 
turbing and distracting factors of a great 
variety. They must work with complicated 
and dangerous machines. They deal with tre- 
mendous forces, steam and electricity. 

“Under such conditions the injustice of 
holding to old rules of the common lay 
would seem to be manifest. It is idle to talk 
about the workmen employed in one of the 
great mills of the country being able to com- 
prehend the innumerable risks arising from 
,complex and dangerous machines and forces 
that are all about them. 


Old System Outgrown. 

“The time has come, in my judgments to 
Geclare that we have outgrown the entire 
system of common lew liability, to cut up at 
the root the doctrines of negligence, con- 


tributory 
the fellow servant rule, and to put in their 
piace some rational compensation lew, a law 
which will recogninse that an injury to a 
workman ie a charge upon the industry, the 
same as an injury to mechanical! appliances. 
“The engineer in his cab is simply the 
human element in a great machine. and if he 
is injured, some way should be devised by 
which automatically he will be made good. 
just as the breaking of a driving rod of the 
engine is made good at the expense of the 
master. 


“It is thoroughly equitable that when one 
of the innocent persons suffers injury the 
one who employs the recognized dangerous 
agency for his profit and benefit should be 
the one to bear the cost."’ 

_“™ But, senator,” Mr. Sutherland was asked, 
“isn’t there a law of averages with respec 
to accidents?” . 

As to Law of Averages. : 

“A single happening may be properly de- 
nominated an accident," he replied. “ It is the 
result of chance. But @ series of happenings 
extending over a lng period of time and of 
the same general character cannot be spoken 
of as the result of chance. In that case the 
sitmation is not governed by chance, but the 
law of everages. . 

“Take, for example, the Pennsylvania 
railroad syatem, where thousands of opera- 
tives are employed. It could be predicted 
With almost mathematical accuracy just how 
many personal injuries will occur upon that 
system in the course of a year. And if they 
are to be paid for according to definite rules, 
the railroad company could determine in a/- 
vanee almost exactly what the cost of. it 
would be. 

“ The law should be framed so as to be fair 
to both empleyer and employé. The em- 
ployer. should be compelled to pay accord- 
ing te a definite ‘scale and the employé 
obliged to accept compensation for his in- 
jury according to the extent of such injury. 


Great Waste in Litigation. 
"Under the common law system by which 


negligence, assumption of risk, and . 


the railroad company or the employé, he 
must show that the employer was guilty of 
negligence. There is a great waste of money 
in such litigation. 

“In the first place, the workman mekes an 
arrangement with a lawyer Dy which he pays 
him say, 50 per cent of the emount received, 
and at the end of the litigation he may re- 
cover from the railroad a substantial judg- 
ment. the greater proportien of which has 
been paid away, end he does not get the ben- 


| efit of it. 


“Out of a judgment, say, of $5,000, which 
hag cost the railroad $8,000 or $9.00, the in- 
jured railroad employé gets about §2,000. 

“A lawyer will come and insist: ‘You 
have a good case against the raliroad com- 


pany. The compensation act allows you,’ we | 


will say, ‘the equivalent of $2,000 for your 
injury; you have been seriously injured, and 
we can recover $10.000 for you if you put the 
case in our hands.' The workman thus is 
prevailed upon to have the sult brought, and 
ig so then he is in precisely the same situa- 
tion as he le under the present system." 

* How far can the federal government le- 
gally go, senator, in determining the ques- 
tions involved in this problem?” 


How Far U, 8. May Go. 

“ What the commission is principally anx- 
lous about just now,’ he answered, “ig to 
acertain how far, as a matter of law, it can 
go in treating with this question, As a ten- 
tative proposition it occure to me thet we 
have only the power to deal with the ques- 
tion in perhaps three phases: . 

“ First, we have ublimited power undoubt- 
ediy to deal with employés of the federal 
government to meke almost any law we 
please with reference to their compensation. 

* Becond, we probably have as much power 
—perhaps more power—to deal with the ques- 
tion as it affects the territories of the United 
States and the District of Columbia than 
the states would have within their confines. 
At any rate, we could pass any law regulat- 
ing this matter in the territories ang the 
District of Columbia that a state could pass, 

“Thi 4 it seems to be most important 
—the a on is how far we can deal with the 
employés of the interstate carriers, I am 
unable myself to see just now how we can 
deal with any other industry, or any other 
employer of labor in a state except the state 
carriers, and it Occurs to me that we would 
only have the power to deal with the inter- 
state carriers under the commerce clause of 
the conetitution. 

“So that really the prime object of this 
investigation just now is to ascertain how far 
we can go in dealing with the interstate rail- 
roads of the country under the commerce 
power of the constitution,”

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MEXICO LEADERS 


Former Boer Warns of Condi- 
tion of Anarchy in Lower 
California. 


URGES TROOPS BE SENT. 


Fears United States May With- 
draw Permit for Soldiers 
to Travel. 


Juarez, Mex., June 10.—That the United 
States ts becoming tired of the shooting and 
other acts of enarchists on the California- 
Mexican border and steps must be taken at 
once to stop it ig the burden of 
sent to the Mexican war department today 
by Gen. Benjamin Viljoen, military adviser 
to Frameisco lL Madero. 

Gen. Viljeon expressed the fear the Wash- 
ington government may withdraw its offer 
to allow Mexican troops to travel through 
the United States to Lower California unless 
the privilege is promptly taken advantage of. 

The former Boer general bases his advice 
to Mexico City on many complaints of resi- 
dents of Galifornia, who threaten to take 
measures of their own. 


' Protest Cited as Typical. 

One protest received from Los Angeles, 
which typifies many 6tkers, follows: 

“Since June 1 no authentic information 
bas come to us as to whether or not you in- 
tend to restore order in Lower California. 
The situation there is growing worse, and our 
people are contemplating the gathering of 
sufficient force to run the anarchists out of 
the country... The need is so great and the 
ruin that might follow the dynamiting of the 
main (Imperial Valley) canal is so far reach- 
ing and appalling that we feel like doing 
everything possible to restore a 
.* More than a Week ago,” said Gen. Vil- 
joen. ‘‘I was to have taken 600 insurrectos 
and Gen, Escudero was to have taken 1,000 
federals from Chihuahua, We were to have 
gone to Calexio, Cal., unarmed, and after 
detraining there were to arm and march 
across the border into Mexicola, lower Call- 
fornia. The insurrectos have shown no dis- 
position to move and the federal troops are 
still kept at Chihuahua. In answer to the 
complaints from California 1 can only say 
that it is up.to Madero,” 


Conditions Alarming in Chihuahua. 
Passengers arriving from Chihuahua to- 


night say the condition in that city is be-. 


coming unbearable. Five thousand federal 
troops with thirteen generals, including Vil- 
lar, Lioz, Rabago, and Luque, ere patroling 
the city night and day and heve notified 
the insurrectos that the peace agreement did 
not provide for the surrender of the city. 

Gen. Villar, commander of the gone, says 
under no circumstances will he allow the 
insurrectos to enter under arms.

Outside the city Gen. Orogeo, with the 
forces of the insurrectos, says he is ceter- 
mined not to lay down arms, and he will 
soon enter the city by force, If necessary.

Yields Fun and Funds. 


RUN GANTLET OF GIRLS. 


Crowds Shell Out Money for Programs 
and Pennants at Gate. 


Pretty girls peddled pennants and pro- 
grams and men struggled in twenty different 
forms of exertion under the hot sun of yes- 
terday afternoon for the orphans of St. Vin- 
cent’'s asylum. When the day was ended the 
receipts from pennants, programs, tickets, 
and concessions were estimated by D. F.

5. B. 192 [Denvir]—Creates a pension 
fund for employés of houses of correction 
in cities over 100,000 population.

Other Bills Signed Yesterday.

Starved Rock, on the Illinois river, as a state park, 
and also the appointment by the governor of an 
Illinois park commission of three members.

H. B. 658 [Dudgeon ]—Creates office of super- 
vising engineer for the general assembly and the 
board of administration and fixes annual com- 
pensation at $4,000. 


Time Limit Expires Tonight. 

Gov. Deneen, by an opinion given to him 
this morning by Attorney General Stead, will 
have until Sunday midnight to file his de- 
cisions on bills passed by the last legislature. 

Twenty-five bills of major importance were 
on his desk today awaiting final disposition. 
The views of the governor concerning these 
measures will not be known until some time 
tomorrow, when he submits them to the cus- 
tody of Secretary of State Rose. 

The main propositions still confronting Gov. 
Deneen are these: 

Employers’ liability: workingmen's 
compensation, and the women’s ten hour 
bills. 

The O'Connor outer harbor and the 
Kleeman Calumet harbor bills. 

The Tice automobile bill. 

The church anti-crime publication bill. 

The omnibus appropriations bills for 
the expenses of the state government.

The adult probation bil.

POLICE PLEASED WITH NEWS. 

Among the bills approved by Gov. Deneen 
yesterday was one that brought pleasure to 
all the members of the police department. 
This was senate bill 244, which will increase 
the receipts of the police pension fund and 
save it from the extinction which threat- 
ened it. 

" The success of the bill means a great deal 
to the policemen,’’ said Howard W. Hayes. 


all the city’s bills at Springfield. °* An in- 
crease in the receipts of this fund was nec- 
essary, as the future promises a heavier 
drain upon it and there was not enough rev- 
enue in sight to take care of the men as fast 
as they applied for pensions. 

’ The bill gives to the fund 4 per cent of 
the revenue from saloon licenses instead of 
only 3 per cent, as originally provided. and as 
their share the prospective beneficiaries will 
contribute 1% per cént of their salaries in- 
stead of the 1 per cent formerly required 
from them. These two changes will bring 
in gains of $75,000 and $25,000 annually, ora 
total of $100,000, which probably will be suf- 
ficient for some time.” 

The bill also provided that the interest ac- 
cumulating on the fund must be kept as a 
part of it, a provision aimed to prevent any 
recurrence of the scandal brought out by the 
Merriam commission when it discovered that 
Thomas Boyle, then treasurer of the fund, 
had given no accounting for the interest on 
it for several years.

BODY FOUND IN THE RUINS. 


Physician Chases Outlaws in Auto 
After Being Wounded. 


Monmouth, Il, June 10.—[Specta!.)—An at- 
tempt to blow and rob the safe of the bank 
of Seaton, Ill., ten miles west of here, early 
today resulted in a fire which destroyed a 
whole block of buildings in the business part 
of town and caused one death. 

The body of the man killed was found in 
the ruins. It was impossible to identify it 
and the victim is supposed to have been 
cne of the gang of robbers, of whom there 
were five. . 

Doctor Opens Fire; Wounded. 

The explosion was heard by Dr. Evans 
of Seaton, who was returning home from a 
late call on a patient. He opened fire on 
the gang with a revolver, but was himself 
wounded slightly when he was struck by 
seventy“two bird shot which were fired 
from a shotgun. 

The robbers started away im an auto- 
mobile and were pursued by the physician in 
his own machine. After a long chase, 
the men escaped, and all trace of them has 
been lost despite’the fact that there are 
many posses searching for them. 

May Have Missed Money. 

The safe of the bank is buried in the wreck- 
age of the building and it has been impos- 
sible for the officers of the bank to tell 
whether or not the effort of the bandits to 
get the cash was a success. 

Besides the bank huilding, a drug store, 
meat shop, two blacksmith shops, and a 
number of other places of business were 
burned. 


DENEEN SIGNS U. OF I. BILLS. 


| Carry Appropriations Which Aggregate 
$3,500,000—Also Approves

Springfield, Ill., June 10.—{Special.}]—The 
University of Illinois bills, carrying appro- 
Priatgons for two years totaling $3,500,000, 
were signed today by Gov. Deneen. 

The governor also approved the Hamilton 
“one mill’’ bill, which is to add an annual 
revenue of approximately $2,000,000 to the 
funds of the university.

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SPAIN’S ACTS AROUSE FRENCH 


Military Activity in Morocco 
May Break Agreement. 


PLEA TO OTHER POWERS. 


TT 


Cabinet in Paris Holds Long Session 
to Discuss Plans. 


PARIS, June 10.—Should Spain pursue its 
Projected military action in Morocco there 
is @ possibility that France will protest to 
the signatories of the Algeciras act, the in- 
ternational agreement concerning Morocco. 
Such a step would be taken by France only 
as a last resort after other methods for re- 
straining Spain had been exhausted. 

The situation was examined at length at 
today’s session of the cabinet, at which, it 
ig understood, Jean Cruppi, the minister of 
foreign affairs, was authorized to continue 
friendly protests to Madrid, but these faill- 
ing, France might break off the existing ne- 
gotiatione concerning and amending certain 
Spanish treaty rights in Morocco, or even 
appeal to the powers. 


Denounce Spanish Advance. 

The attitude of France, which seems to be 
to avoid any semblance of the danger of 
the dismemberment of Morocco, is reflected 
in the press which insists that Spain's en- 
trance of El-Araish is not justified by the 
facts and is a flagrant violation of all treaty 
rights. 

The Temps today says that if the sultan 
protests against Spanish aggression the sig- 
natories to the Algeciras act ma‘ be obliged 
to make representations at Madrid 


Missionary Held a Captive. 

LONDON, June 10.—A dispatch from Fez. 
Morocco, under date of June 6, states that, 
according to reports from Sefroo, the Ameri- 
can missionary, Mr. Swanson, is safe, though 
a prisoner in his own home. He is well pro- 
tected by the Sefroo authorities. George 
Reed, another American missionary, has 
not been heard from since a month ago, 
when he sought refuge from the rebellious 
tribesmen in the mountains some distance 
from Sefroo. 


SKATING RINK FOR BLIND. 


Sight Not Needed for Those Who En- 
joy Sport in New Affair 
in Berlin. 


RERLIN, June 10.—A skating rink for the 
blind has recently been opened in tits city. 
The wonderful acuteness of th- sense of 
feeling in those who are blind makes it vos- 
sible for them to know when they approach 
objects, although they Conotsee them. They 
avoid each other with ease, whether skating 
singly or in peirs; they waltz around the 
hall and the spectator watching them would 
never suppose they were sightless, for their 
movements are as swift and sure as those of 
people blessed with normal sight. 


GALLIC AMITY FOR AMERICA. 


Creation of French Institute in the 
United States Projected by Prom- 
inent Men in Sister Republic. 


PARIS. June 10.—Prominent Frenchmen, 
headed by L. Liard, vice rector of the Uni- 
versity of Paris; Leon Bourgeols, former pre- 
mier; Gabriel) Hanotaux, presicent of the 
Franco-American committee; Pau!

Concession Granted to Hugh Reilly to 
Construct and Operate Road About 
Three Hundred Miles Long.

Russian Minister of Marine Makes

CRONSTADT, Russia, June 10.—The Amer- 
ican battleships, which are making a visit- 
ing cruise, are due here at 4 o'clock tomor- 


row afternoon. They will anchor in the 


outer roadsitead. 

Admiral Badger will make and receive the 
customary calls of courtesy and in the even- 
ing with his captains will be the dinner 
guest of Rear Admiral Grigorovitch, min- 
ister of marine. A banquet will be hel fn 
the Cronstadt casino Monday evening in 
honor of the American officers, followed by 
a reception at the town hall. 

The Novoe Vremya, in an editoria) leader 
today, dwells upon the attractiveness of 
service in the American navy wherea sys 
tematic education is afforded by acquaint- 
ing the crews with the manner of life in for- 
eign lands at freouent intervals. It speaks 
of the approaching visit in Russian waters 
as one of courtesy ard not political in char- 
acter, and says Russians heartily welcomes 
the American sailors. 

“Russia cannot forget the part taken by 
certain American citizens in the last mili- 
tary disaster,” the paper adds, “ and knows 
that the policy of the American state depart- 
ment in the far east is far from coinciding 
with Russian interests, It knows, however, 
that politicians in power do not always ex- 
press the people's real frame of mind.”’ 


KILLINGS CAUSE CAFE PANIC. 


Unidentified Man in Berlin Slays Po- 
liceman, Wounds Waiter, and 
Ends Own Life. 


BERLIN, June 10.—There was a wild scene 
in a crowded café during the lunch hour to- 
day when a policeman attempted to arrest an 
unidentified man, The latter shot and killed 
the policeman, fatally wounded a waiter, and 
drove all the diners tocover. When he found 
escape impossible the murderer killed him- 


self. 


SUBWAY FOR GERMAN CAPITAL. 


Berlin Magistrates Will Float a Loan 
of $80,750,000 for Improvement 
of City’s Public Utilities, 


BERLIN, June 10.—The Berlin magistrates 
today decided to float a loan of $40,750,000, the 
proceeds of which will be used for the con- 
struction of subweys, gas and water systems, 
and other utilities.

TWO CAMORRIST WITNESSES 
HELD ON PERJURY CHARGE. 


Demonstration by Prisoners Following 
the Arrests Compels Sudden Suspen- 
sion of the Trial Proceedings. 


VI'TERBO, Italy, June 10.—This morning 
was occupied by the Court of the Assizes 
with an attempt of the prosecution to es- 
tablish that the ring found in the possession 
of the Camorrists was once worn by Gennaro 
Cuoccolo, 

The barber Cuoci of Naples, who has sworn 
at times that he did and at other times that 
he did not recognize the ring as one which 
he had seen on the hand of Cuoccolo, wag 
recalled. He asserted that he had seen the 
ring in the possession of the murdered man, 
despite the fact that his own servant a mo- 
ment before had testified that his master had 
never seen the ring until it was produced in 
court. Cuoci persisted in his affirmations, 
with the result that he was arrested on a 
charge of perjury. 

Cipoletta, another. barber, said Judge 
Romano, who conducted the original inves- 
tigation into the murders of Cuoocolo and his 
wife, showed him the ring before the tria! 
began. The witne®s wes confronted by 
Romano, who said his story was untrue; but 
Cipoletta refused to qualify his testimony, 
whereupon President Bianchi ordered bis 
arrest for false swearing.

Zoological Garden Restaurant in Berlin 
Can Accommodate 10,000 More 
on Terraces. 


BERLIN, June 10.--The greatest eating 
house in the world has been opened in Berlin 
It ls the new Zoblogical Garden restaurant.

time beneath the roof, while the open air 
terraces for use in summer can accommoda‘s 
another 10,000 diners. There are 1,000 waiters 
and a Kitchen staff of 500 persons.

Elaborate Ceremony, Dating Back 560 
Years, Performed in Throne Room 
at Windsor Castle, 


LONDON, June 10:—The Prince of Wales 
today was invested with the insignia of the 
Order of the Garter. The elaborate cere- 
monial, dating from the Institution of the 
order 560 years ago, was conducted in the 
throne room at Windsor castle. 

King George and Queen Mary, with the 
knights of the order, attended in gorgeous 
robes and full insignia of the order. The 
king buckled the blue velvet garter upon the 
left leg of the youthful knight, 

Following the investiture a brief religious 
service was held at St. George's chapel, and 
the king and queen and knights then feturned 
in procession to the castle. - The \ceremony 
was private, but the boys from Bton, the 
civic authorities of Windsor, and a few privi- 
leged ones were permitted to view the proces- 


gion. 


DOCTOR SAYS SLEEP 24 HOURS. 


If You Want Complete Rest and Re- 
cuperation Just Forget About 
Getting Up. 


LONDON, June 10.—If you want to obtain 
complete rest and recuperation equal to a 
week's vacation, in minimum time, sleep 
the clock around twice, is the advice of a 
physician who holds a high place in medical 
circles in England. 

“To spend twenty-four hours in bed,” he 
said to a friend, “ instead of rushing away 
for a few hours’ change of scene, when you 
are run down physically and mentaily, is 
worth a week's holiday. The night before 
having gone to a theater to take the mind 
off worries, and having supped wisely and 
well, instructions should be given that the 
morning calls shall be omitted 

“Then sleep. On waking, turn over and 
sleep again. On waking again. ring for some 
hot milk. Drink it, and sleep again, and 
keep on sleeping. Have nothing in the in- 
tervals more substantial than soup. Do not 
read. Keep the eyes closed constantly. 
Have @ warm bath in the evening, and sleep 
again. 

“When you are tired of sleeping—sleep 
again for the night. Nothing calms the 
nerves more than resting the eyes.”

Sma]l Halt for Coronation. 

The coronation festivities will not makea 
long pause in parliamentary business.

for this government of terrific energy every 
day proposes some new measure to remove 
some social wrong, and now the end of Au- 
gust is mentioned as the probable time to 
close the session. 

In the mids@of all the holiday frivolities in 
England serious war clouds rise in eastern 
Europe. The rebellion of the Albanians and 
the drastic severities of the Turks are ex- 
citing the sympathy of Austria and the Rus- 
gian Christians and estranging from the new 
Turkish régime the friendship of all Europe, 
with perhaps the doubtful exception of the 
official classes in Germany, whoa desire to 
keep up the tradition of overwhelming Ger- 
man influence in the court of the sultan. 


Party Greeted in Ireland. 

I visited Ireland last week and wa? 
astounded at the universality of the enthusi- 
asm of the reception of the Irishmen wno 
came with me from Great Britain by Cork 
City and the surrounding country. Though 
O'Brien held a rival convention there was 
not one unpleasant incident. 

Nearly 10,000 people met us at the train 
and conducted us to a hote!l amid scenes of 
indescribable enthusiasm. The speecheer 
were made from the same window of the 
game room from which Parnell often spoke 
in the old days. A trip along the river Lee 
on Sundty brought out the people on every 
inch of the banks for miles. All were cheer- 
ing, and even the people in the small boats 
stopped to cordially greet the representa- 
tives of the united party. 

O’ Brienism atill persists in certain sections 
of County Cork, but it is dying out rapid'y. 
All rumors as to dissensions between the 
Liberal ministers and the Irish leaders are 
absurd.

Present Ministry Energetic. 

This ministry when it goes out of office 
will be known as the most energetic that ever 
existed in English history. It looks as if the 
Liberal party. after nearly twenty years of 
exclusion from office, were determined to 
erush into a few years the work of half « 
century. Never, too, in the history of Eng- 
land have revolutionary changes which a 
few years ago would have been ceemed im- 
possible marched to the lawbeook with such 
breakneck rapidity. 

We have the house of lords, for instance, 
not merely robbed of its old omnipotence 
by the veto bill of the Liberals, but commit- 
ting suicide at the bidding of its own leaders.

pockets alike of the wage earner and the 
employer, and which asks that this compu!- 
sory thrift shall be carried out by stamps 
and books that are kept weekly and regu- 
larly and uncer the superintendence of the 
government. 

Such a bill is easily carried out among the 
people like the Germans, who are accus~ 
tomed to be drilled, instructed, governed in 
the smallest cetails of their lives by their 
government from their birth to their grave. 

In parliament there is a profession of unan- 
imous enthusiasm for the measure. The 
Tories found themselves in a tight place be-

Copyright Bill Important.

The other bill which {fs demanding the 
energy of the ministry, and also of members, 
is the copyright bill. This also is for the 
moment before a grand committee. The 
grand committee is the house of commons 
in miniature. It consists of some eighty 


ties in the house. It sits usually from 11:30 
fin the morning till close to 2:45, at which 
hour the house opens its sittings, though its 
sitting may, with the permission of the house, 
be prolonged. The grand committee sys- 
tem, which was not inaugurated till a few 
years ago, is one of the first rational steps 
taken by the imperial parliament toward the 
epedition of business and the relief of conges- 


The system has worked admirably. Part- 
ly, of courte, because the bill sent to the 
grand committees are usually of a character 
that do not raise ordinary party issues, the 
party spirit is usually alksent from its 
speeches and debates. The system has done 
well on the whole. 

It was to such a committee that the fate 
of the copyright bill was intrusted. 

The bill of the government is a bold one. 
It extends copyright in literary and musical 
work to fifty years after dcath. It also gives 
copyright in many cases where copyright 
does not exist before. A novelist, for in- 
stance, cannot have his novel dramatized 
without his assent and without payment. 


“East Lynne” Pillaged. 

There is one remarkable case of how the 
absence of this law has worked gigantic 
injustice in the past. Mrs. Henry Wood, 
a well known and prolific novelist of the Vic- 
torian era, wrote a novel known as “ East 
Lynne.” The novel was dramatized and 
the drama was so successful that for years 
it could always be put on when everything 
else had failed, and from first to last it is 
probable that it brought to the adopters 
anc to the theatrical managers at least $500,- 
000. Mrs. Henry Wood never got a penny 
and died comparatively poor. Such an injus- 
tice will no longer be possibfe if this bill be- 
comes law. 

The case of the musical composer is almost 
as bad. The gramophone and other talking 
machines have become a mighty industry 
here as in America. In three recent years 
one of these concerns made as much as 
$1,000,000. In the last ten years it has paid 
away $2,500,000 to Caruso, Tetrazzini, Melba, 
and other great artists. But in the mean-« 
time it has not paid one single farthing to 
the music publisher or the music composer. 
The law courts were appealed to by the mu- 
sical profession; but they decided that, asthe 
time when the chief machine copyright act 
was passed—namely, the year 1842—no such 
thing as the talking or the perforated roll 
existed; copyright could not be applied to 
them. 


Committee Makes Division. 

The machine makers placed no difficulty in 
the way of giving the composer the copy- 
right they claimed; always provided, of 
course, that the talking machines also got 
their copyright in their record. 

This the present copyright bill proposed to 
Go. I need not go into further details of the 
copyright bill; these are its main features. 
When the bill was brought before the grand 
committee an unexpected development took 
place. The committee at once divided itself 
into two sections, and before long these two 
sections developed all the unreasonable and 
all the bad temper of the ordinary party 
fight. 

But. of course, the grouping did not follow 
political party lines. The copyright party 
consists first of the members of the gov- 
ernment who were responsible for the bill.

were also, without exception, copyright men. 

So also were all the moderate Liberals.

cheap books would no longer be placed at 
the disposal of the small purse of the work- 
ingman. It is an entirely unfounded fear, 
for literature, like newspapers, has been 
democratic in England since education acts 
made education universal.

Believes Bill Will Pass. 

This seemed hopeless, for in a crowded 
session like this a bill strenuously opposed 
by even a small minority has little chance of 
being passed into law.

Slowly but Surely Taking to 
Manufacturing by West- 
ern Methods. 


LABOR HELD IN DISDAIN. 


Attitude of All but Lowest 
Castes Makes Industrial- 
. ism Difficult. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D. 
CALCUTTA, Bengal, India, April 9.—A 
hundred years ago India was economically 
independent. She supplied her own wants 
Her farmers and her artisans supported the 
pation. Even then she was an exporting 
country, and her capacity to absorb silver 
was phenomenal. it is popuiariy supposed 
that India today is merely a rural cuun- 
try, ite vast population subsisting mainly 
6n agriculture, its laboring class engag?? in 
the production of raw materials. Neverthe 
less India is slowly but surely taking to man- 
ufactures on modern lines. 

The rise «t Japan from a backward coun- 
try like ineta to a position of eminence in 
commrce and industry was not the 'east 
factor in waking India to a realization of her 
concition. The more she studied her slt!'a- 
tion, the roore ch- became convinced of and 
consejuentiy aggemeved over tne compara: 
tive helplessness and poverty to which her 
people seemed to be reduced. The condition 
of Indian laborere has been a fertile source 
of eloquence on the part of Indian patriots. 


Little Aid by Government. 
Governmem has done little for the people. 
England, with her free trade policy, with the 
old idea about plamtations and dependen- 
cles, still looks upon India asa rich field for 
the exploitation of European capitalists and 
manufacturers. Indians are roused to a 
sense of the grave economic situation of 
thelr country and they strain every flabby 
nerve to flog the dead and dying industries 
into life, although the majority are not un- 
aware of the stupendous task before them. 
“If only India could face the world, armed 
with the most modern and scientific processes 
of manufacture, with enormous quantities 
of capital to finance industries, and ever 
ready and able to take the least advantage 
that may offer. This world is a giant com- 
petition, against which India is a pigmy peo- 
ple with little capital, no scientific and tech- 
nical knowledge. 


To the credit of Indians be it said that 
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On every hand it looks like ruin and chaca 


In a Transition Period. 

The old domestic industries have crumbied 
te dust or afe falling to pieces. The hand- 
loom weaving industry is almost gone past 
recall, The same dismal fate has overtaken 
other industries, at one time so flourishing. 
The old industries connected with sugar, 
paper, glass, iron, and silk have been killed 
or are in process of being killed by foreign 
oom tion, based on modern appliances and 
up to date methods. Paper mills on modern 
lines were started. For afew years they were 
successful. India imported less and less 
paper and pasteboard. Then wood pulp began 
to be used in the west, and the indigenous 
paper mills, clinging to rags and stiaw and 
the old formulae, declined; with that imports 
of foreign paper began to increase. 

The decay of old industries threw thou- 
sands of artisans and craftsmen out of work. 
New industries have not provided work for 
the unemployed. India is in an industrial 
transition period of distress. She has been 
swept off her old moorings and drifts aim- 
lessly along with the hard times. 

Still, prices have risen, and with them 
wages. A remarkable feature of the present 
economic situation is that manual labor 
fetches comparatively higher wages; the cool- 
ile-or cook is better paid than a clerk. The 
centers of industry have shifted. But man, 
of all baggages, is hardest to move, and 
Indians find it as difficult ot reconcile them- 
selves to the change of environment as of 
employment. 


Producer of Raw Materials. 

Because three-fourths of its people live by 
agriculture alone eveiyone proclaims that 
India is an agricultural country. But the 
agencies are few and utterly insufficient, even 
to point the way to modern scientific farming. 
Perhaps India’s fate, after all, is to be @ 
producer of raw material for Europe. The 
heart of England flutters with anxiety and 
suspense every time Mr. Patten turns over 
a new leaf. A mere rumor of a cotton corner 
is enough to send a shiver to the marrow of 
the manufacturing centers of England and 
to short work the wheels of the cotton mills. 

If * Back to the Vedas” is a good cry, 
“Back to the land” is perhaps equally 
desirable from an economic point of view. 
There are more than 50,000,000 acres of land 
in India not under cultivation. The Ganges 
valley is unparalleled in fertility; its ca- 
pacity to yield a succession 6f crops in a 
single year is phenomenel. India should 
think seriously before she plunges headiong 
into competition with manufacturing nationg. 
From time immemorial she has been a happy 
land of village communities and republics, 
her people leading a life of Arcadian sim- 
plicity. To adopt western methods Is to in- 
troduce all the evils of industrialism.

King George is the only living ruler who 
can boast of having actually seen the spec- 
tral ship known as “The Flying Dutchman.” 
Indeed, there is no record of any anointed of 
the Lord having ever seen it in the past, al- 
though some of them were, like him, sailors 
by profession. 

George, it may be recalled, as a midship- 
man made a tour of the world on board the 
warship Bacchante with hialelder brother, 
the late Duke of Clarence, and the story of 
the voyege, as recorded in the diaries of the 
young princes, was published some time aft- 
erwards in a book entitled “ The Cruise of 
the Bacchante.” In it is to be found the fol- 
lowing paragraph taken from George’s diary: 

“At 4 a. m. the Flying Dutchman crossed 
our bows. A strange red light, as of a 
phantom ship, all aglow, in the midst of 
which light the masts, spars, and sails ofa 
brig 200 yards distant stood out in strong re- 
lief as it came up on the port bow.”

I suppose every one knows pretty well the 
story, which has furnished inspiration to 
poets, playwrights, novelists, and composers, 
chief among them of course being Richard 
Wagner. There are variations of the legend, 
but the sum total of them is the same, and in 
this connection it is well to bear In mind that 
the Flying Dutchman is the name of the ship 
and not of its captain. 

It seems that the vessel, commanded by 
either Van der Decken or by Falkenberg, Of, 
according to stili others, by the Dutch naval 
hero, Bernd Focke, started to round the Cape 
of Good Hope in the midst of one of those 
terrible storms which rage in that part of the 
world. His officers and men entreated him 
to wait for the tempest to abate. The cap- 
tain, however, half crazed with drink, turned 
a deaf ear to them, and when they there- 
upon mutinied he caused the leaders of the

On another occasion Prince Charles (now 
King Haakon) was writing letters in a salon 
illuminated by lamps and a number of wax 
candles, when, suddenly raising his eyes from 
the paper, he caught sight of a man arrayed 
in eighteenth century costume, standing at 
the other eide of the table and gazing fixedly 
at him. Prince Charles jumped up from his 
seat, with the intention of starting round the 
table and throwing himself upon the intruder, 
who, retreating to the wall, vanished from 
sight. 

Nor was this all. On the last night of the 
stay of the Danish visitors the then crown 
prince and crown princess of Denmark were 
seated at a table with King Oscar and his 
eldest son (now King Gustav) playing whist.

haunted, that it has been twice entirely 
razed to the foundations and reconstructed, 
with the object of dislodging the supposed

HOPEFUL OUTLOOK FOR STEEL 


Decrease in Unfilled Orders 
Smaller than Expected. 


SURPLUS RESERVE GOES UP. 


Cash Gain Exceeds Expectations and 
Counterbalances Requirements. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

New York, June 10,—[(Special)—During 
May the unfilled orders of the United States 
Steel corporation decreased by 105,517 tons. 
This was e@ smaller decrease than many im 
the financial district nad been looking for 
inasmuch as the falling off of new business 
during the last week of the month, follw- 
ing the cut in bar prices mede on May %4 


| led many to expect a heavy reduction of un- 


filled orders. 

One explanation of what under the circum- 
stances may be regarded a moderate decrease 
probably liew in the fact that, compared 
with the previous month, the May output of 
the corporation included an increased per- 
centage of finished products. 

The effect of this was to reduce deliveries 
in May compared with April, while orders 
in May, despite conditions prevailing at its 
close, ered the record of April. 


Helpful Factor on Earnings. 

The larger proportion of finished products 
produced in April, carrying naturally a larger 
profit than was made on the cruder products, 
must have been a helpful factor on the cor- 
poration’s earnings last month, the effect 
of which should appear in the next quarterly 
statement. It must be recognized that the 
present price situation affected the May 
showing only during the last week of the 
month, and it will not be until the publicat’.n 
of unfilled orders at the close of the pre:cri 
month that the full effect of the cut in 
prices can be seen on the corporation's un- 
filled tonnage. The effect will be favorable 
or otherwise, according as prices now pre- 
vailing call out a large amount of new busi- 
ness during June or continue to exert a 
restrictive influence upon orders, as the case 
was during the first week after the cuts, and 
to a lesser extent within the last ten days. 


Surplus Reserve Over $40,000,000. 

An increase of over $3,000,000 brought the 
surplus reserve of the clearing house banks 
tocay up above §40,000,000, this result being 
brought about by a gain in cash which ex- 
ceeded expectations and which much more 
than counterbalances the increased reserve 
requirements arising from $20,000,000 expan- 
sion in deposits. 

Institutions outside the clearing house 
showed relatively unimportant changes in 
their average figures, deposits only, which 
decreased by over $5,000,000, reflecting a 
change of as much as $1,000,000. 

Decreased activity on the stock exchange 
and increased surplus reserves are both fac- 
tors which may be expected to accentuate the

A Frenchman who used to live in Texas bas just scored a 
hit at the Odéon theater in Paris with his play, ‘‘ Maud,” 
based on the western life he observed. The Paris Journal 
outlines the story of the play: 

“The play expounds the awakening of maternal instinct in 
Maud, &@ woman of the camp, when one of the men brings 
home a child he has found on the prairies. All her sordidness, 
her cogrseness, disappear, and she is only a woman, a motner, 
as tender as a ‘civilized’ one. And the men Who jeered at 
her, who despised her, suddeniy feel awed at the greatness 
that is in her. 

“Although of the very best French family and destined to 
the bar, P. Lecomte du Nouy,” continues the Journal in its 
account of the author, “after passing his legal examinations 
with brilliancy and practicing successfully for some time, de- 
cided to leave civilization behind and started to get as far 
from Paris as he could, He did it by working on a ranch in 
Texas for a long time, living the regular cowboy life. 

“ After he returned to Paris, P. Lecomte dy Nouy attracted 
attention by ‘The Drama of Three Corners Bar,’ a play in 
two acts, and by a volume of short stories, ‘Around the Camp 
Fire; Tales from the West.’

Charlies Frohman writes from London that he does not ree 
call when that city has had so many dramatic, as distinct 
from musical comedy, successes. For the first timé in years 
the legitimate drama is numerically stronger than the lighter 
entertainments. 

“I believe that the succéss of these plays is due to their 
human appeal.” he says. “In ‘The Butterfly on the Wheei,’ a 
young wife facing alone 100 men, cries owt for justice, and 
the audience cry out with her. That is why the libraries are 
renewing their ‘deals’ for this play for many months, In 
*Passers-By,’ the simplicity of @ man made again a child 
brings together a man and a woman who should be brought 
together. In ‘The Witness for the Defense,” a woman cries 
out for justice from the brutality of a man, and the audience 
cry out with her. 

“In “The Popinjay,’ a suffering wife bears her suffering 
through her pride and proves herself a queen, and the audi- 


ence delight in her sincerity, suffering, ana predomination. 
‘Kismet,’ in spite of all its wonderfui pictorial effect, has one 
thing that, in my mind, is bigger than the production, and 
that is the performance of Oscar Asche, That play, like the 
others, is written by the audience; in this case because his 
predomination is so great that the audience write the play 
with him by enjoying the result of nis revenge. So that every 
death that he accomplishes is a ‘Charley’s Aunt’ laugh to 
them, In ‘Lady Patricia’ we see and enjoy the side of life 
that is ludicrous. So many enjoy seeing their neighbors sat- 
irized, while all the time it is themselves being satirized, only 
they do not know it. 

“These plays follow my new rule, which I did not intend to 
give away, and that is that the successful piay today is the 
play that is written by the audience, and I am certain that if 
the author does not permit the audience toa write the play 
their way, the play will not have a long life. Every one of 
these pieces is written by the audiences, and then they take 
others to see the way they write plays, and then the others 
feel they have written it, and so they all go on making audi- 
ences. 

The audiences in London and New York nave really gone 
a bit crazy. They absolutely make authors feel that they do 
not know what they want. And I think this is the solution: 
Plays that seem somewhat crude to experts, thrive in spite 
of all this for the reason I have given you. 

‘*Personaily, I think that the musical comedies have taken 
a new twist. At any rate, I think they have in the larger 
cities. The class of musical pleces which for past years has 
been so successful—that class in which formerly the man- 
ager could take out his watch and say, ‘It is now a quarter 
past ten, let us drop the plot,’ has passed by. Musical plays 
today must hold their plots until the final curtain falls—most 
of the lyrics must be part of the story. The other ciass of 
musical play that succeeds today, chiefly in France and 
America, and is coming here later, is the review. Not a part 
review of one hour, but the entire entertainment given over 
in that class of work. 

“TI think that the very serious play—I mean tragic or vio- 
lent play—is going to have as hard a time as the costume 
play. I believe that kind of play wili have a hard time un- 
less it is set in modern costume of some fanciful country.”

Buds from Summer Gardens 


Now Blooming in New York. 


By Franklin Fyles. 

New York.—[Special Correspondence.}—The dramatic summer gardens are in 
sudden bloom. Some of the new growths are fragrant and some are. rank outshoots 
from rotten old roots. Down Coney Island way the Temple of Art is a moving picture 
show, but the pictures are not photographic ‘nor the movements antomatic. -The figures 
are women shown as in the familiar living statuary, but active vivacioudly knd auda* 
ciously. The banners on the outer walls.say the women have been chosen in a ratio 
of one in a hundred thousand. "The pastor of a church across the way declares it de 
plorable that one woman in a hundred thousand is, willing to serye the purpose. and he 
doesn’t mean to let her if she wishes to. 

The Museum of Comparative Anatomy is another exhibition that the law has laid 
its hands on. Half of it is a sideshow of human freaks in the Barnum manner, but @ 
new half is immorally less horrible to look at. Each abnormal creature is accompanied 
by a perfect creature to show the extent of the variant. A fat woman shares a plat- 
form with a woman whose 140 pounde are molded symmetrically. A living skeleton is 
posed alongside a 100 pound girl of faultiess mold. A tattooed man has for contrast a 
young woman whose limbs show not so much as the blemish of a wart or a mole. 
Twins coupled by a ligkture have for platform companions twins bonded only by 
remarkably similar beauty. All the exhibits of normal! sightliness are of the modest 
sex, yet the police rate the show as unlawful and will close it if they can. 

More of the theatrical summer gardening, though, is more peculiar than pernt- 
cious, and some of it is beautiful. Lillian Russell is the frontage of a summer garden 
show. This is her first time in vaudeville since her debut at 17 with Tony Pastor 
more than a quarter of a century ago in an abbreviation of “ Patience.” She is singing 
with a voice refreshed by a‘tour of voca! rest in comedy two new ballads, then “ The 
Evening Star,” that was her specialty when she and De Wolf Hopper were coupled at 
the Weber-Fields music hall at a thousand a week apiece. That’s so. I chance to 
know. The show there was satisfactory to the managers ff it paid its way to April, 
leaving the rest of spring and all of summer for a tour of the country. Lillian and 
De Wolf were happy with the town end of their employment. She because she likes 
the whirl of Gotham and he because it enabled him to be a year’s resident president of 
the Lambs’ club. Maybe she gets fifteen hundred for this week’s easy work.

At her first public bow Helen Leonard, daughter of Cynthia Leonard, a women's 
rights agitator, taking Russell for a stage name, was so clear a blonde that I doubt if 
she touched her face with powder or rouge, and her light brown hair was a natural 
hue. She had a young girl’s voice, and as a beauty superlative she at once took @ 
supremacy never yet contested on the stage. 

As Lillian came down to the footlights in this swmmer’s show she was still, I 
think, our handsomest actress. Her face has kept its shaping of ideal beauty intact. 
She had lessened her adipose tissue by diet, exercise; or both. She has never made any 
secret of her wedlocks. She married John Braham when under 20, Edward Solomon 
when about 30, both orchestra] wielders of batons for ber, and John Chatterton some 
years later. 

“Fair Day at Pocotallo” is daintily ornate with costumes, but no fabric is wasted. 
The forty girls in one baliet wear low, sleeveless waists made of half yards of silk and 
skirts of tulle not more than twenty inches long. And the producer compels them to 
be economical, too, in things which, like tights, they have to provide for themselves, 
In this dance they wear slippers and short socks. The tights? There are none. From 
the tops of the socks to the edges of the trunks there is nothing but cuticle. Bdward 
Lee Wrothe wrote “ Fair Day at Pocotallo” and does more of the acting than any 
other five. Yet on the first night he found time to stand on a showgirl’s train, so that 
when she dashed into a dance he pulled the gown loose at the waist, broke the narrow 
straps over the shoulders, and sent her lunging and bumping headiong. It was a phe- 
nomena in politeness. Not a ripple of laughter was heard. However, we didn’t hear 
the girl’s remarks! 

A Broadway garden has spread itself, as usual, with an auditorium on top of one 
theater and a saunterage on a higher adjoining roof. Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont, for 
merly a young Vanderbilt matron, is a leader of suffragets. One of her fads is a farm 
on her Long island estate worked entirely by women who want to rote. Well, the 
loungerie of this roof garden has been turned into a travesty of Mrs. Belmout’s suffra- 
get farm. The farmers purport to be from Mrs. Belmont’s forees. Really most of 
them belong to Broadway meadows fair and pastures green. The lady doesn’t seem to 
think it worth while to object to the fakery. And anyway there are two dairymaids 
genuine enough to milk actual cows, and punches made from the lacteal finid on the 
spot sell at real prices. Women wear trousers at work in the cowyard, the blacksmith 
shop and working an old oaken bucket at a well.

Poking Fun at the Male Suffraget. 


In a reformed household a lone man doesn’t wear petticoats, but an apron fronts 
his pantaloons while he coddles a live baby, feeds it from a nursing bottle, and displays 
other abjectly house broken tameness. A buxom policeman carries around weight 
that’s not where it would do much good in bouts with disorder. A fisherwoman catches 
in a pool a trout that’s tired out and sore mouthed from repeated captures. Several 
showgirls are transplanting lettuce to gardgn beds instead of their own tummies along 
with lobsters. A sassy Bo-Peep is working an electric shearer on the fleece of a sheep 
in what’s called a baa-baa shop. Summer nousense? Yep. 

You don’t have to cross the Atlantic to see the night naugltiness of Paris. You 
may sight it here in stage mimicry more amusing than the realities. Also safer and 
cheaper. If I had notched a cane for the plays in which I saw Parisian misbehavior 
since I began to go to theaters it would by now look more like a saw’s edge than a 
walking stick. They started with the farces of marital infidelity that Dion Boucicault, 
Augustin Daly, and others temperized to American taste; they passed on to plainer 
copies of the originals; and now no one need travel to the French city of cut-up to see 
ite diversions. — 

“La Belle Paree,” Broadway's summer show, leaves out all glimpse and echo of 
Paris decorum, if there are any, and mimics things that are like those of our Tender- 
loin—with variants. We have no code duello. Over there men puncture one anothers 
skin with hatpin sorts of rapiers, with absurd formalities, in cases where Americans 
would fight it out with fists, or may be pistols, on the spot. A thrilling incident in this 
play is a duel by young women who have quarreled over a man in a café. If you are 
old enough you may recall how old time actors just under the grade of Booth—such ag 
Eddy, Davenport, and Mayo—used to enact the moonlit forest duel in “ The Consigan

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Rise and Fall of 
Acrobatic Bandmaster. 


About ten years ago he arrived, the Acro- 
batic Bandmaster. The first one was Sor- 
rentino of the Banda Rosa. The American 
people never had seen anything like it and 
they were greatly interested. Sorrentino, in 
fact, became so much a success that one of 
his musicians, Creatore, seceded and started 
& band of higown. Creatore, with his Royal 
Italian band, seeing that the acrobatics had 
& certain appeal, proceeded to outjump Sor- 
rentino. He swept acroSs the country like a 
forest fire, making tremendous successes 
hearly everywhere. 

Creatore was clever enough to see that the 
students of music were not attracted to his 
Symnastics except as a matter of curiosity. 
So he played where the real music lovers 
were not supposed te congregate. His first 
season, his first two or three seasons, were 
a series of continuous acrobatic feats. The 
man worked hard. There was no doubt of 
that. When he had to be helped off the plat- 
form after a particularly strenuous piece it 
wasn't for effect; it was because he really 
needed the help.

Creatore was perhaps the most acrobatic 
of all the many who followed him, reaping 
some of the harvest he had helped to make 
ready for plucking. The rapidity. with which 
he made his men take some of the heavy 
operatic compositions made the heads of 


‘musicians swim. There was one good thing 


about this. While the rapid tempo and the 
loudness were rather exciting, they hid the 
inaccuracies of the musicians. 

Today there are few bandmasters in this 
country who may be called acrobatic—none 
who.compares with the strenuous Creatore 
in his first few seasons. But the number of 
the other sort is far greater than it was ten 
years ago, their auciences are larger, more 
appreciative, and more critical.

“ Anything doesn’t go with the audience 
now,’ said Martin Ballmann, who opens 
the summer season of the Bismarck Garden 
Saturday night. ‘‘ More people know what 
good.music is, and want it.

About ten years ago he arrived, the Acro- 
batic Bandmaster. The first one was Sor- 
rentino of the Banda Rosa. The American 
people never had seen anything like it and 
they were greatly interested. Sorrentino, in 
fact, became so much a succeas that one of 
his musicians, Creatore, seceded and started 
a band of hisown. Creatore, with his Royal 
Italian band, seeing that the acrobatics had 
a certain appeal, proceeded to outjump Sor- 
rentino. He swept across the country like a 
forest fire, making tremendous successes 
nearly everywhere. ‘ 

Creatore was clever enough to see that the 
students of music were not attracted to his 
symnastics except as a matter of curiosity. 
So he played where the real music lovers 
were not supposed te congregate. His firat 
season, his first two or three seasons, were 
a series of continuous acrobatic feats. The 
man worked hard. There was no doubt of 
that. When he had to be helped off the plat- 
form after a particularly strenuous piece it 
wasn’t for effect; it was because he really 
needed the help.

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| THE OLDEST UNIVERSITY. 

The oldest university in an American do 
main celebrated the three hundredth an- 
niversary of its establishment recently. In 
April, 1611, the doors of the University of 
Santo Tomas de Aquinas were opened ta 
the young nen of the Philippines. Bishop 
Benavides left a fund for its establishment 
and twenty-six years a the first build- 
ing was erected at Harvard Santo Tomas 
endeavored to supply the needs of education 
in Manila.

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MAKING PROGRESS. ~ 

More than five years ago Tux Tripunp 
dnaugurated what has become a nation wide 
eTusade against the destruction of life and 
limb by explosives used in the celebration 
of the Fourth of July. 

THE TRIBUNE began this crusade py 
making a record of such casualties for the 
Whole country, and by publishing the re- 
sults. The facts thus collected spoke louder 
than words. They challenged the atten- 
tion of the press and public, and for the 
first time public opinion began to crystal- 
lize agains this evil. Each year Tue T'Rrtn- 
UNE’s ‘has been looked for and used 
as a text press and pulpit in all parts 
of the United States, and each year the 
movement, which later came to be known 
as the Sane Fourth movement, spread and 
grew in force. 

_ Yet last year, as Tus Tripune reported, 
131 lives were lost and 2,923 persons were 
‘wounded, The fire loss to property was very 
large. The Sane Fourth is coming, but it is 
not yet here. The press, which has done 
such good work in the past in educating 
the public to a realization of the gravity 
of the evil, should redouble its effort.. Tus 
TRIBUNE would like to see e strong edi- 
torial campaign begun in every American 
Bewspaper. It would save many lives and 
much property next Fourth. 

The Sané Fourth movement now has de- 
veloped two principal phases, one is the di- 
rect attack upon the use of explosives, the 
other is the substitution of other and saner 
means of celebrating the national holiday. 

The militant phase has two branches, leg- 
islation and enforcement. In Chicago the 
city authorities are explicitly empowered by 
the cities and villages act to “ regulate and 
restrain and prohibit the use of fireworks, 
firecrackers, torpedoes, Roman canGles, sky- 

rockets, and other pyrotechnic displays,” 
This, of course, applies to all cities and 
Villages in Illinois, They haye like- 


firearms,‘ and it is to be hoped that 
city councils and village boards will 
act at once to take advantage of their pow- 
ers.

Meanwhile the efforts to devise effective 
and entertaining ways of celebrating Inde- 
pendence day are multiplying, and are cer- 
tain to evolve plans which will make the 
Fourth of July an appropriate, interesting, 
and beautiful festival, instead of a public 
nuisance and peril. The local program will 
be discussed as it develops. Chicago should 
take the lead ih this movement. 


CHICAGO AND THE NEW SOUTH. 

It is time for Chicago to intruduce herself 
to the new south. 

It is time for the bankers and business 
men of this city and this region to realize 
that in the vast domain lying southward 
along the shores of the Mississippi, the great 
gulf, and the Atlantic an economic awaken- 
ing has been taking place which is adding to 
the wonderful narrative of American ma- 
terial progress a chapter as wonderful as 
any contained in its inspiring pages. 

New York and the east are in advance of 
us in the discovery of the new south and 
are leaving nothing undone to establish and 
multiply those mutually profitable relations 
of G@mance and commerce which ought to 
bind the interests of great business districts 
closely together. . 

Chicago lags in the rear, although 
Chicago is néarergeay, to Atlanta than New 
York, and-although she and the region of 
which she is the metropolis and commercial! 
capital are at an advantage in many im- 
portant respects over her eastern rivals. 

Of late a few attempts have been made 
toward developing our relations with the 
south, but a strong, persistent policy is as 
yet lacking. It will not come until our finan- 
cial and business community realizes the 
astonishing progress which has taken place 
in the south in the last quarter century and 
the enormous potentialities still remaining. 
We have been so busy with the west that we 
have neglected the south, though the south 
has been making economic history for three 


| decades, 


The business and banking community 
would do well to consider some of the facts 
which so eloquently attest the might of the 
new south. Take, for example, the follow- 
ing comment to be found in the United 
States government bulletin 107 on cotton 
production for 1909-1910: 

Especially favorable conditions have existed dur- 
ing the last three years in Georgia and the two 
Carolinas. The combined production of these three 
states in 1900 is only 68 per cent less than that 
of 1908, whereas the crop of the entire country 
is 24.1 per cent less, Among the reasons assigned 
by the agents for comparatively good crops, es- 
pecially tn the Carolinas and Georgia, the follow- 
ing are characteristic and ‘suggestive: Deep dnd 
thorough preparation of the soil, careful seed se- 
lection, more and better fertilization, superior 
cultural méthode, favorable weather. conditions, 
and ample labor for cultivating and harvesting. 

The total value of the agricultural prod 
ucts of these three states for the year 1909 


is as follows:

The aggregate value of the agricultufa! 
products of all the southern states, includ- 
ing West Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri,and 
Oklahoma, is for the same year $1,510,984, 
967, of which amount the state of Texas 
furnishes $329,947,300. The. yegr 1910 
from the most reliable estimates did pot fall 
short of these figures, and there isa good 
prospect at present that the year 1911 wil! 
witness a considerable increase. 

The south is also showing a rapid growth 
in manufactures, Tennessee and Alabama 


leading in the coal and iron industries, and. 


Georgia and the Carolinas in the manufac- 
ture of textile fabrics. 

Space is not available for the presenta- 
tion of full statistics of the manufactures 
of the sOuth, but we will give Georgia as an 
example of what is being done in this great 
section. In 1900 the aggregate value of 
Georgia's manufactures was $89,789,656. 
turning out products valued at $106,654,527, 
which by 1905 had increased to a capital 
of $135,211,551, with products valued at 
$150,040,455, or 70.5 per cent increase ip 
capital and 59.8 per cent increase in the 
value of products. : 

The cotton mills of Georgia, acconling to 
the census*f 1900, numbereu 68, with 817,- 
345 spindies and 19,398 looms. On Sept. 
1, 1910, Georgia had 160 cotton mills with 
2,080,942 spindles and 41.089 looms. If all 
its manufacturing enterprises show like in- 
crease, the value of Georgia’s manufactures 
wil] be more than $170,000,000 in the census 
of 1910. . 

In 1908 the commerce at southern ports, 
including Baltimore, was Valued at $648,- 
008,715, of which amount Georgia furnished 
$74,098,168; Maryland, $89,988,505; Texas, 
$194,184,9004; and Louisiana, $159,455,778. 

The value of Georgia's cotton crop alone 
for the last three yéars has averaged $15wv,- 
000,000 per year, and her corn for the same 
time about $53,000,000, making over $200, . 
000,000 for these two products alone. 

The south is @ rich field for the legitimate 
financier, the intelligent inyestor, for the 
merchant, and for the manufacturer. The 
south is safely across the threshold of a 
great epoch of material development. Her 
older forest districts are being developed 
into agricultural lands as the timber is 
taken, and a vast population with complex 
needs, and likewise the means to satisfy 
them, is certain. The mineral and power 
resources, now only broached, await further 
development, and the field for capita) and 
labor is not excelled on the continent. “With 
this territory Chicago must cultivate the 
closest relations if Chicago itself is not to 
fall far below her legitimate possibilities, 
And the time to cultivate these relations is 
not after New York and other cities have 
intrenched themselyes, but now, without 
delay. 

The south and the west have aly:.is s been 
sympathetic and friendly.’ Llinois is half 
southern, and even in the tragic days of the 
civil war the men of the embattled south 
felt less of rancor towards the west than 
towards those of the east, as the men of the 


west, including the greatest of all, the south- 


ern-northerner Lincoln, had a different feel- 
ing toward those who fought in-the gray 
than prevailed in the east. This natura! 
understanding assists mutual relations. che 
two regions are, in fact, bound by many ties,

and their conttiion interests should be made 
to grow along all mutual lines of profit, 
economic and social. 
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WIN PARCELS POST THIS SESSION 

On Wednesday of this week there will be. 
a hearing before the house of representa- 
tives committee on postoffices and postroads 
which would focus the attention of the 
country—if the public were aware of its 
importance. 

This hearing will be devoted to the sub- 
ject of parcels posts, and is the first discus- 
sion of that reform at the present session uf 
congress. There are half a dozen bills on 
this subject before this committee, the most 
impoftant being that of Representative 
Sulzer of New Y6rk, the chief champion of 
parcels post in the house. This measure is 
supported by the Postal Progress league 
and will be described later. What is im- 
portant now is to urge the sending of the 
strongest possible delegation from Illinois 
to urge upon the committee the passage of 
adequate parcels post-legislation at this ses- 
sion. Tue Trievna, before the session be- 
gan, appealed to friends of this reform, and 
especially to farmers’ organizations and as- 
sociations of general business men, to organ- 
ize and concentrate their influence so as tu 
get results at Washington. The treatment 
given parcels post in the last session was 
outrageous. The most moderate and tenta- 
tive plan was as ruthlessly killed as if it 
were a sweeping and radical measure for 
a nation-wide parcels post. This plan 
was merely for an experiment on two rural 
delivery routes. But the enemies of the 
parcels post were afraid—and with good 
cause—of what these experiments would 
show. As parcels post sentiment was not 
sufficiently developed its enemies were 
able to defeat this reasonable attempt to 
show the‘truth. 

No stich fiasco should be permitted at the 
present session. | The people have bebn 
learning more of the exorbitant profits of 
express companies and they are thinking. 
The parcels post is as certain to come as was 
2 cent postage. The people will not con- 
tinue to accept the present 100 per cent 
discrimination in favor of the foreigner over 
the citizen. The situatiqn is preposterous 
in which our own people are charged 16c a 
pound with a four pound limitation, while 
parcels up-to eleven pounds can be sent 
thousands of miles over land and sea from 
Europe for half that rate per pound. |

There is one blow which no‘Kurkish gov- 
ernment could survive, It-would be the loss 
of Mecca and Medina, the holy cities‘sLheir 
possession gives predominance in the Isfam- 
ite world to the ruler of Turkey. Without 
them he would no-longer be looked up to as 
the commander of the faithful. That is a 
suffidient explanation: of the costly cam- 
paigns carried on oft © Abdul Hamid 
against rebellious Arabiay tribesmen and 
of the present massing of ‘troops against 
them by the Young Turks. Tie latter know 
that the loss of the two cities would be the 
end of their rule. | 

That is why a defeat the Turkish forces 
have recently sustained-in Arabia ie so 
serious @ matter. A new mahdi has come 
upon the scene. He believes that he has been 
divinely commissioned to’ regenerate the 
world and he bas found many followers, 
The other day he captured tlie Capital of the 
vilayet or province of Assyr, which lies 
south of the city of Mecca. Three thousand 
Turkish troops were made prisoners and a 
force sent to the relief of the garrison 
was routed, Hitherto most of the fighting 
has been in Yemen, which is south of Assyr, 
and the revolt in that province has been 
suppressed for the moment only to break 
out in another and a more dangerous quar 
ter. 

If the Arabs, who hate the Turks, should 
all lend fanatical aid to Said Idris, the new 
mahdi, the Turkish government would have 
to strain every nerve to retain possession 
of Mecca and Medina. The tribesmen are 
well supplied with arms aud ammunition 
and with a little religious zeal added would 
be formidable, indeed. With rebellion in 
Albania at one extremity of the empire and 
in Arabia on the other, the Young Turks 
have their hands full. 


INSURANCE AND WORKEMEN’S 
DWELLINGS. : 

The investment of the funds of insuranze 
companies, the security of which was under 
some doubt a few years ago, has reached a 
new and interesting phase in the authoriza- 
tion by the directors of the Metropolitan 
Life of a mortgage loan of about $650,000 
for the erection of small dwellings in Brook: 
lyn. While insurance money in Buropegias 
long and successfully been employed in such 
manner, this is, we believe, the first time 
an Americah company has made an ‘n- 
vestment of the kind. 

It is proposed that a building corporation 
erect two story brick dwellings, each with 
seven rooms and a bath, to cost $5,500, 
‘The dwellings are to be semi-detached ani 
the lots are 24 by 100 feet. The company 
will place on the house a first mortgage 
of $83,250 at 6 per cent, runn}ie twenty 
years, and payable in semi-annual install- 
ments. At the end of that time - property 
will be free and unmortgaged. 

If the purchaser wishes; he may have a 
life insurance policy of the single premium 
term type with diminishing amounts of in- 
surance. The single premium is paid in ad> 
vance and should the holder die within twen- 
ty years his mortgage is released. When 
the mortgage is paid up his policy expires. 

Vast sums of money in Germany and Bel- 
gium are invested by insurance companies in 
similar ventures. Their charters permit it

Lady Raglan, who rejoices in the Christian 
name of Jemima, is a Ponsonby, a daughter 
of the seventh earl of Bessborough and a 
woman of much strength of character. She 
allowed herself to be pyblicty sued some time 
ago for the nonpayment of an exaggerated 
bill for a set of ill fitting false teeth, rather 
than to submit to the dentist's extortion. 

The dentist did his best to get even with 
ber in court, and gave all sorts of technical 
information with“regard to the condition of 
Lady Raglan’s mouth, and concluded by

L am not tetiorant of the mistakes of this 
organization, even of its crimes. I ktiow 
that religious institutions have perseduted, 
been cruel and narrow, and have often ops 
posed science and’ politidal progress: WNei- 
ther have I any exonse or apology for thes 
things: they were and are wrong and wick- 
ed. But it is not exeuse nor apology to ob: 


stance these evils arose plainly from the 
human weakness, ignorarice, and perversity 
of the men, and never can bé traced to thé 
influence of the religious feeling itself: 

The gold of divine love is necessarily al- 
loyed with human triperfection; -and the 
things complained of came every time from 
the alloy and not from the gold. 

laying aside its fralities, therefore, with 
the use of a little common sense and sym- 
pathy, we note first of all that the church 
is the oldest organization on earth. It ante- 
dates masonry; no family tree has roots so 
deep; no existing dynasty is so venerable 
It is a comfort to get hold of something that 
has stood through the centuries. .In my jit- 
tle meeting house I claim membership anc 
unity with that church whose altar fires 
Moses bulilt in the wilderness, whose services 
were held In the catacombs of Rome In the 
reign of Nero, whose lofty cathedrals gra-*e 
Milan and Cologne, and whose weekly gath- 
erings still take place in every city and ham- 
let of the world, whether in Jewish syna- 
gogue, Catholic church, or Protestant sieuel 

It all means’God, one way or another; it 
always has meant God. Iam ¢rawn to this 
antiquity, this persistencé, this triumph over 
time. There’s\a deep thrill in the heart of 
mean in response to Bishop Cex’s hymn: 

O where are gs and empires now 
Of old that went and came? 

But, Lord, thy church {s praying fet, 
A thousand years the-same. 

Speaking gf the sins of the church, too, it 
might not/be out of place to remark that 
it has alWays been the religious feeling itself 
that has pointed out these sins and de- 
mamied and secured reform. The church 
carries in herself her own cure. 

Another, and most human reason, for 
churchgoing, is that churchgoers as @ ru'e 
are the best kind of people. I speak of aver- 
ages. ' : 

Of course there are bad people in and go00d 
people Gut. But I épeak of averages when 
I @dy that the clean minded, honest; straight 
kindly, generous, and loyal folk gravitate 
churchward. The mass, at least, of the un- 
olean; wicked, criminal, false, treacherous, 
and cruel folk drift from the church away. 

On the whole, therefore, I go te church 
beause there I find “my kind of folks”’; 
the kind I want to know, to have for my 
friends and to be companions and furnish at- 
mosphere for my children. This is not a low 
motive nor sordid, but high. 

Of creed I say nothing, because this writ- 
ing ig not about joining the church, but 
about going to church. To go, and thére to 
worship, does not necetsarily imply that 
one intellectually assents to the theory of 
the universe set forth by the preacher. I 
go to church to develop my religious feel- 
ing,.not to acquire facts. 

Most important of al) reasons for church- 
going, however, is that it is the most prac- 
tical way of keeping alive and efficient ono's 
idea and feeling of God. 

I do not like to have any dark corners 
walled off in my soul where I am afraid to 
look. I refuse to allow any dogmatist or 
organization to make me afraid of God. 1 
want to be familiar with the thougfit of 
Deity and -not ever to turn from ft with a 
shudder or a shrug, as men tum from a 
fear or from a hopeless puzzle. Now, we 
may talk as we please about finding God in 
trees and brooks, in poetry and in our medi- 
tations, but human nature ts human na. | 
ture, and unless we give regular expretsion 
to an emotion or conviction it will die of 
inanition. -

worship alone keep alive the disposition to .

UNDREDS of people are brought toa 

halt in the neighborhood of .South 

Dearborn and Twenty-second streets 

each evening by what seems. to be, 
according to the language of, the 
street, a “fanatical gathering of religion- 
iste,” gather there to proclaim a message 
which often is listened to by an indifferent 
cosmopolitan crowd. 

But this is a regular organized church for 
mission work of the most scientific character 
to be found in any of the congested centers of 
the largest cities.

as the Ever-Present Camera Hindered Pen and Ink Artists’ Development?| [IT 
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Fifteen Hundred Suffragists Meet in 
Stockholm, with American Presiding. 


By Belle Squire. 

Woman suffragists from all over the civ- 
ilized world, accredited delegates and vis'- 
tors from some twenty-two civilized coun- 
tries, are holding this week, from June 10 
to June 16, the sixth annua) conference of 
the International Woman Suffrage alliance, 
at Stockholm, Sweden. Jt is estimated that 
at least 1,500 women are availing themselvos 
of the opportunity to hear at first hand how 
the movement for true equality is progressing 
all over the world, for delegates have been 
sent from Australia, Austria, Belgium, Bo- 
hemia, Bulgaria, Canada, Denmark, Finland, 
France, Germany. Great Britain, Hungary, 
Iceland, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Russia, 
Servia, South Africa, Switzerland, and the 
United States. 

The International Woman Suffrage alli- 
ance, like the suffrage movement, is of Amer- 
ican birth. Mé@reover, an, American woman. 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, is president. The 
suffrage alliance grew aut of the Interna- 
tional Council of Woren, an organization 
representing millions of women of all na- 
tionalities. This council! was also of Ame-- 
ican origin, and was organized by an Amer- 
ican,’ Mrs. May Wright Sewall. It grew 
out of the American stffrage movement 
which had its origin in America. But though 
American women have led the world of wom- 
en in thought and brought about great re- 
forms, owing to the prejudice of American 
men, their backwardness and conservatism, 
it is more than likely that American women 
will be among the last to feap the benefits of 
their great crusace, the greatest movement 
for Hberty that the world has ever seen. 


> 
As for the president, Mrs. Catt, she is one 
of the leaders of the American movement, 
having succeeded Susan B. Anthony as .pres- 
ident of the National can Women Suf- 
frage association. Previous to that she was 
organizer and lectufer for the association. 
Last year she organized the woman suffrage 
party of New York, a new movement that 
seems destined to solve some of our knottiest 
political problems, as well-tis to solve the 
problem of getting equal: justice. As presi- 
dent of the International Alfieance Mre, Catt 
has been highly honored during her present 
visit abroad, and been the reci ent of many 
courtesies, official, royal, and 
‘Ae for the conference, in the words of 
the president, “'The migsion of our alliance 
is to demonstrate that. the cause which we 
represent belongs to no country and no na- 
tion or race, but is the common demand of 
our united womanhood.” Therefore, there 
will be much to discuss, and, although ‘it is 
only the sixth month of the year, perhape no 
year, has seen greater strides toward the ulti- 
mate goal than this half year has witnessed. 
Success seems to be in the air, for women

from Portugal, Iceland, Denmark, Switzer- 
land, Great Britain, Germany, Austria, and 
even America will heave stories to teil, each 
peculiar to the particular stage of develop~ 
ment of the various lands of nativity. For 
instance, German women may tell how the 
Socialists organised great masemectings in 
every large city in the fatherland on a cer- 
tain Sunday in March for the purpose of agi- 
tating for woman suffrage. Iceland women 
mey tell how their parliament this year vol- 
uptarily granted the right of suffrage to all 
Persone over 25 years of age.

In Portugal the victory was quietly won in 
@. court of law, and as the country is now a 
republic and seems to be.in the hande of pro- 
gressive idealists, there will undoubtedly be 
no appeal taken, and Portuguese women will, 
no doubt, quietly assume citizenship duties 
when they are ready for them. 

The triumph in the canton of Zurich, Switz- 
erland, was won by a referendum vote by a 
splendid majority. Switzerland, the land of 
the initiative and referendum, is getting 
nearer to democracy year by year, and is, 
perhapa, flearer the ultimate goal than any 
nation on earth. It wil} be a real “ land of 
the free” long before‘our fair land arrives 
at that distinction.

They could 
also tell that mémbers of parliament, states- 
men, bishops, clergymen, mayors, and other 
notable people aré not ashamed to be seen in 
their ranks, and that victory seems to perch 
over every stupid defeat, brought about by 
the machinations of blind, and unprogressive 
politicians. 

When it toe our. own story—weill, of 
course, we mu more or lese of a joke to 
those who are capable of putting two and two 
together. True, we have made big gains, for 
the legislatures of five states have agreed 
to allow. the voters to decide whether or not 
women are to have equal rights with them, 
and five state campaigns for one year means 
a wonderful advance, 

“> 

But here is the situation. For more than 
one hundred years America has boasted be- 
fore all the world concerning the absolute 
equality of all its citizens, has called itself 
the land of freedom, of chivalry, it has grand- 
ly Offered ftself as an asylum to the op- 
pressed of all lands, and yet our delegates 
will have to confess that in only five states 
is the assertion really true, that after years 
of endeavor, of beseeching, after spending 
eager of dollars in propaganda, that only 

sel ss ato are sufficiently progressive, 
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fair-minded and chivalrous enough to allow 
the voters to decide the momentous question 
in a fair fight. 

It is really a pity that so many American 
politicians and so many American men are 
80 devoid of a sense of humor, else they would 
see the utter absurdity of the position their 
government is in, and hasten to relieve the 
situation. It is ridiculous but true that 
America for a century or more has been 
loudly preaching certain high-sounding prin- 
ciples which other countries, less noisy, are 
beginning quietly to practice. To hear our 
spellbinders and to read our documents one 
might be persuaded, were not the facts 
known, that ours was really the most virtu- 
ous nation the world has ever known. Tobe 
lacking in the sense of humor is a most de- 
Plorable calamity, and perhaps Uncle Sam 
will never acquire the sense until he gets in 
the habit occasionally of consulting Aunt 
Hannah. It was well said, a long time ago, 
that “It is not good for man to ee: 
and the saying still holds good. 


~> 

There is one fact that this conference 
should accentuate, and that is, that the 
women of every English speaking city out- 
side the United States have been given at 
least the municipal franchise. America is 
the only English speaking country that does 
not recognize that taxation without repre- 
sentation is still tyranny. To the everlasting 
disgrace of the national government, in no 
English speaking country, except the land 
over which the Stars and Stripes so proudly 
float, are people entirely discriminated 
against because of sex, because of a condition 
that can never be remedied. For were it 
possible for women to change the facts of 
life, the chances are that the nation would 
search in vain to find mothers enough to 
keep the race alive. 

These are a few of the facts that the confer- 
ence will undoubtedly bring out. Disfran- 
chised women will learn what women with 
political power have been able to accomplish 
and what they hope todo. They may hear of 
the widowed mothers’ pension scheme and 
many other practical and utopian plans. 
Such conferences as these are of untolé 
benefit to all alike, as an interchange of ideas 
uevally ie. They will help women of ali 
shades and grades of political status lke 
those of Australia and Norway down to those 
who have practically none lke those of our 
own beloved iand. 

The humiliating truth must be faced that 
the women of our great nation are about in 
the same position politically to the women of 
other nations of the world that we are alpha- 
betically, that is, at the end of the line. Amer- 
ican women have led the world of women in 
thought, only to awake to the bitter fact that 
the world of women is outstripping them in 
reaching the goal. Where lies the fault?

Wheaton. The house itself. a perfect example 
of Georgian architecture, the creatida of 
Jervis Hunt, was built in 1905. It stood ona 
natural terrace with a background of a lovely 
grove of trees and a foreground of sloping 
green fields, where flocks of sheep piacidly 
browsed.

Herrell Is Pounded Hard.

Behind the deal is the certainty that Man- 
ager Chance will be out of the game for a con- 
siderable period, if not for the rest of the 
season. That was the information handed the 
Cub leader yesterday by Dr. T. A. Davis, and 
it was the compelling issue in the transfer 
of talent. 

It was necessary to obtain an experienced 
first baseman or centerfielder, as Artie Hof- 
mran could not play both. The first baseman 
could not be had at any price, consequently 
it was decided to play Hofman on first per- 
manently, unlers the manager recovers suf 
ficiently to return to the game. Then the 
club went after an outflelder, and Good 
seemed the best available man. He was the 
chief object of the trade from the Chicago 
standpoint, 

Good, Player, Comes High. 

The Boston club wanted a lot for Good, 
and the deal hung fire until the exchange of a 
quartet of piayers from both teams wag 
agreed upon. This happened at an extended 
conference in the Chicago club's offices yes- 
terday, at which there were present President 
Murphy and Maneger Chance of the Cubs 
and President Russell and Manager Tenney 
of the Hoseton team. , 

Boston would trade Good for Kling. but 
that would leave the Cubs with only two 
catchers, and one of those partially disabled. 
Consequently Graham wae put in the deal to 
take the place of Kling, and Kaiser was 
tossed in by the Cubs to fil] the vacancy left 
by Good. Before a balance could be struck 
which satisfied both teams they had ex- 
changed Weaver and Curtis. Then Griffin 
and Collins were thrown in for even measure 
on both sides. 

Once the deal was completed notice was 
wired to President Lynch of the Nationa! 
league and the formalities of release were 
gone through in time to permit all the players 
involved to change uniforms and take new 
oaths of allegiance before the afternoon 
game. Four of the players involved took 
part in the combat 


Kling a Cub Since 1900. 

The Cubs part with one of their veterans 
and a four time champion in John Kling, who 
hes been with the team since 1900 and was 
the team's mainstay behind the bat through 
all of their successful campaigns up to the 
year 1900, when he had a falling out with 
President Murphy and remained out of the 
game for anentire season. His absence com- 
pelied the team to develop a new man and 
Jimmy Archer proved the man of the hour.

Favorite Comes from Behind, 
Beating Star Charter. 


SETS NEW TRACK RECORD. 


Comes Within Three-Twentieths of @ 
Second of American Mark. 


Cincinnatl, O., June 10.—Cheered by 15,000 
persons, the largest crowd that ever packed 
the stands and lawns of the Latonia race- 
course, Gov. Gray, the favorite, today won 
the twenty-ninth running of the historic 
Latonia Derby and in so doing not only 
clipped two full seconds from the track reo- 
ord for one mile and a half but came within 
three-twentieths of a second of equaling the 
American record. The time was 2:80 2-5. 

Star Charter was second, four lengthe be- 
hind, while Messenger Boy, “the dark borse,”’ 
rewarded his backers by securing thiré 
money, two lengths behind Star Charter. 

Getting off in fifth position, Gov. Gray 
trailed ‘his field, allowing the much touted 
Colston to run out in front with Mudsill and 
White Wool in close attendance Star Char. 
ter was in fourth position, and Messenger 
Boy in front of Gov. Gray, whlle Any Port 
and Uncie Ben were decisively beaten before 
& quarter of a mile had been traversed 

At the mile Rice made his move on Gov. 
Gray and the gelding responding gamely, 
shot to the front in the next eighth of a mile, 
and was leading into the stretch. Here Wil- 
s0n on Star Charter began his ride, but it was 
of no avail. Gov. Gray won practically eased 
up by, four lengths, almost duplicating the 
feat of Goodrich at Washington Park, Chi- 
cago, in 1898, when the latter negotiated the 
distance in 2:30%.

Kinney pacer is in his opinion the making 
of a first water racehorse. He is a stoutly 
made fellow, his blood lines would be hard 
to better, and McMahon says his manners 
are the best.

New York, June 10.—[Special. ]—Car] Mor- 
ris and Jim Flynn, Tulsa, Okla., July4. Jack 
Johnson vs. Bombardier Wells, London, 
England, some time during the summer. 
Affairs are boking up in heavyweight so- 
ciety. While the Johnson-Weils maich does 
not ‘promise much the other quarrel may be 
worth while. And anyway we should be 
thankful for smal) favore. Professional 
pugilism needs badly the stimudus that only 
contests between big men impert to the 
game. 

Johnson already has.set sall for the old 
country, first to exhibit himself at so much 
per at various music halle in London and the 
provinces. Then to have a little talk with 
Hugh McIntosh about that offer to box 
Wells. The champion wants a guarantee of 
$30,000, win, lose, or draw, and agrees to 
meet anybody McIntosh selects if that 
amount is forthcoming. And no doubt the 
negro will use bis powers of persuasion upon 
the promoter with the idea that Wells will 
be chosen. Jack would like to have the op- 
portunity to box the English champion upon 
the occasion of his ‘‘coming back’"’ to the 
prize ring. He hates to see such a golden 
chance for easy money get awey from him, 
and you can hardly blame him, 


Time for Something to Happen. 

It is almost a year since the late unpleas- 
antness in Reno and high time something was 
doing in heavyweight pugdom. Following 
that celebrated encounter it appeared ae if 
the negro champion would not lack for chal- 
lengers. Fledgling “ hopes™ were thicker 
than skeeters in Jersey. But nothing devel- 
oped except a great deal of talk and today 
the title holder seems to stick out in the 
éope~he appeals to be all alone in his class. 
Al Kaufmann’s showing with Jim Flynn 
compels us to pass up the California boy for 
the present, and his conqueror cannot be 
given serious thought as a possible aspirant 
for the honors. 

Carl Morris may develop and eventually 
expand into the real hope of lovers of pu- 
gilism, but he is an uncertain quality, if not 
quantity, up to date. The coming contest 
with Flynn will be the most severe test of 
his short career. A victory for the young 
man will cause folks to sit up and take notice 
where now they are inclined to take his 
chances lightly. Kaufmann was thought to 
be the lone white heavy with a chance at 
all of beating Johnson and Flynn trimmed 
Al to the satisfaction of the most critical 
and fastidious fan. A quick and convincing 
defeat of. the Pueblo fireman will therefore 
mean a large feather in the cap of the Ok- 
lahoma “ marvel.” 


Match Is an Uneven One, 

A Johnson-Wells match may sound nice 
and its international flavor may attract 
plenty of shekels into the box office in dear 
old London, but on this side of the broad 
Atlantic the bout would not draw a corporal’s 
guard. If ever two'men were more unevenly 
matched it is beyond my ken and, boys, I 
can go back a few years at that. If Wells 
were to hook up with our own Car! Morris, 
for instance, there would be some sense to 
the thing. And how those red-hot sports 
from Tulsa and Sapulpa, Okla., United States 
of America, would turn out to see Carl box 
the Britisher. No need to draw on other 
localities. Morris carries his own audience, 
which is some advantage even in the prize- 
fighting business. Oklahoma fight boomers 
should lose no time trying to land this card. 
They already have one of the boys signed 
and sealed to box exclusively in his native 
state and Wells’ managers might ‘be per- 
suaded to realize the advantage of this match 
as compared with a bout with such a tough 
citizen as J. Arthur Johnson, heavyweight 
champion of the world. 

The bout could be. billed as a * contest for 
the world’s championship of the white 
hopes.” That's a new title and a belt could 
be presented to the winner. If we can't dig 
up a white man classy enough and game 
enough to win back the pugilistic champion- 
ship from the smoke, let us arrange a little 
championship series for the lily-white boxers 
—make it an exclusive affair. 


Blacks Should Fight It Out. 

And while about it some effort should be 
niade to get the big colored boxers to fighs 
out the question of individual supremacy, as 
ore Jack O’Brien so aptly expressed it. It 
dces not seem possible to bring the big negroes 
together. Sam Langford was matched to box 
Joe Jeannette to a finish before a Paris club, 
and now they say he has “run out " of the 
engagement, the excuse being “ not enough 
ecin.”” Maybe it was Jeannette who balked 
at the terms, I am not positive. Langford, 
though, has never manifested any great de- 
gire or inclination to go a distance with his 
brother mitt artists, while Joe has always 
sort of hankered after a bout over the cup 
course and has even boasted what he will do 
to Samuel if lucky enough to get the match. 

Langford and his manager must entertain 
a wholesome respect for Jeannette or else 
figure on luring the champion to terms and 
figure it a better business proposition to take 
on a contract where they have everything to 
win and nothing to lose than one where 
money and reputation are put at stake. 

In an interview the other day Johnson said 
he would fight Sam or any one else provided 
the right amount of money was offered, bus 
that he did not look with favor on a go with 
Langford, as the latter is not, in his opinion, 
heavy enough to give him a battle worth 
while. Of course, Jack is trying to “ kid” 
somebody and probably fears Langford more 
than any other man in the game, if he enter- 
tains thet amount of forced respect for any- 
body. Jack professes to regard Jeannette as 
a far more dangerous man. He has fough; 
both and claims he ought to know. 

Up to Sam to Meet Jeannette. 

If Langford is sincere in his oft expressed 
opinion that he can defeat Johnson, the 
simplest way to force the champion to ac- 
knowledge hie right to fight for the title 
would be to go after Jeannette first and 
demonstrate his euperiority in that direction 
if he can do so. Then popular opinion would 
compel Johngon to come to business. But 
Sam prefers to pass up the Jeannette propo- 
sition and camps on the trail of the champion 
instead. And there does not appear to be the 
slightest possibility of landing that particuler 
party while he can get offers to meet easier 
marks, such as WellS for instance. 

Johnaon vs. Langford would be a popular 
mateh, and even in this country would draw 
well. in England or Australia there would 
be big money init. Thirty thoueand dollars Is 
a big po. of money and few promoters would 
care to take the risk of making such an‘ offer 
to ome of the principals. The other man 
also must be paid, and McIntosh, who ig 
the only man trying to land Johnson is not 
in business for his health. Johnson wants 
hie no matter what the other fellow gets, 
That enormous Reno purse and the sideshow 
money makers spoiled the negro in this re- 
spect. But he ought to be able by this time 
to get it through his top piece that the Jeffries 
fight was one grand special occasion made 
possible only through force of circumstances 
and conditions that do not exist at this par- 
ticular period.

It is more precious than the three golden 
apples which grew in the garden of Hes- 
perides and for which Hercules upheld the 
globe on his shoulders when he sent old Atlas 
wm get them. 

That was the-second time that the apple 
upset the world. A third was when Juno, 
Venus, and Minerva contended as to their 
beauty for the golden apple offered by Paris, 
the grafter, who, being uribed by Venus with 
Helen of Troy, thus brought about the long 
ten year war which laid that city in ashes. 

Even the Bible speaks of apples of gold in 
pictures of silver. Well, that is whet we are 
having in some parts of our country. The 
apple crop is revolutionizing whole districts. 
It has lifted the prices of lands to the clouds 
and has made it possible for the clodhopper 
to walk upon velvet. 

* 
Farmers Own Autos. 

What would you think of a country where 
nearly every farmer owns his automobile, 
where his house is lighted by electricity, and 
he has water on tap, where scores of families 
go every year to southern California to get 
away from the cold, and where you cannot 
throw a stone without striking a man who 
has money in the bank? That, I am told at 
the department of agriculture, is the condi- 
tion of a half dozen different districts in the 
Pacific northwest. 

Take the Hood River valley, in Oregon, 

where the apples and pumpkins are of about 
the same size! Orchard land there is worth 
from $500 to $1,000 an acre, and orchards a)- 
ready set out will bring $3,000 and upward 
per acre. Said one of the department officials 
to me: 
» “I was recently talking with an orchardist 
who had ten acres of bearing trees in one of 
the best districts of Washington. I asked 
him ‘what his land wags worth. He replied: 

“* It ought to bring me in at least $10,000.’ 

“* Well, said I, after thinking a moment. 
*I don't know that that is too much. You 
have ten acres, and that. would be just $1,000 
per acre.” 

“* But I mean $10,000 per acre,” said the 
man. ‘It, will bring a good income on that 
and leave a fair sinking fund.’ And there- 
upon he took out his pencil and showed me 
that he was making a big percentage on his 
ewn valuation. 

“The Pacific northwest is the Utopia of 
the farmer,” said another of the agricultural 
explorers. “The apple growers are mostly 
educated men and the social conditions are 


“In Hood River, which ts a town of 5,000, 
there is a University club to which belong 150 
college graduates. North Yakima looks for 
all the world like a New Engiand city, and its 
houses are more grtistio than those of the 
east. 

“The Wenatchee valley te a great farm 
town covering thousands of acres, divided 
up into patches of five and ten acres of or- 
ehards. Each patch has ites house, which ts 
equipped with electricity and lighted by a 
common plant. Every home has running 
water and a telephone, end soores of the 
farmers own their own motor cars. 

“ The bare land in the Wenatchee valicy ts 
worth $500 and ujfward an acre, and the or- 
ehards in bearing yield $600 or more to the 
acre a year. 


* 
Land at $500 per Acre.- 

“Near southern Washington a crop of 
eight acres was sold on the trees for $15,000 
and the purchaser did the picking and mar- 
keting. They had an apple show at Spokane 
last fall where they gave away prizes which 
aggregated $20,000, the first prize being a 
sweepstake of $1,000. At that there 
were displays from thirty-six diff. t dis- 
tricts. in Washington, Oregon, California, 
Tdaho, and Montana, and the apples were 
shown fn all sorts of packages, from the car- 
Wad to the box. They sent one train load of 
the exhibits from there to Chicago. Tt went 
by express and ft carried just 1,000,000 apples, 

Where are our best apple lands? 

I have asked this question of several] of the 
leading pomologists of the agricultural .de- 
partment, and we have gone over the country 
with a map laid before us. Take first the 
Pacific northwest. The most famous regions 

are’ pockets such ag the’ Wenatchee valley 
and Hood River country. 

It surprised me to learn that one of the most 
profitable apple regions is in Colorado. It les 
in the western part of the state, on the other 
side of the Rockies, and quite a distance from 
Denver. The climate there is such that it has 
had crops when those of the northwest have 
failed. 

Coming farther east, there {s a big apple 
region in Missouri, Oklahoma, and Texas. 
The Ozark mountain country in many years 
has led the United States the production of 
the big red apple. and there.are large or- 
chards in Kansas and Nebraska and also in 
the states on the other side of the Mississipp! 
river. 

Just now some of the most successful or- 
chards of the country are in western Michi- 
gan. The run up along the coast of the lake 
and extend some distance baek into the in- 
terior. I knéw of one agricultural scientist 
who has an orchard of 2® trees there. It 
was planted by his father some thirty-odé@ 
years ago. Phat orchard brought in $3,600 
this year, making a net profit of about $600 
per acre. 

The old reliable apple country of the United 
States is northern New York. “It has been 
producing large crops of fine fruit ¥or years, 
and with modern spraying and. improved 
cultivation it is now yielding more than ever. 

Repretentative apple buyers of the coun- 
try have annual meetings at Niagara Falls. 
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where they arrange the management of this 
crop, and whether it is big or little largely 
affects the market prices all over the coun- 
try. 

New England is raising a great deal of 
apples. This is especially so of southeast- 
ern Matne .and some parts of Massachusetts, 
Vermont, and New Hampshire. The most of 
the apples from that region are Baldwins. 
Asmong the new movements there is the ren- 
ovation of the old. orchards after methods 
laid down by the department of agriculture. 
A large number of abandonéd farms have 
been made profitable by the rejuvenation of 
the olé apple orchards through trimming and 
eultivation. 

There is a district in Virginia known as 
Apple Pie ridge. It is in the Appalachian 
mountains; and I shall dignify the whole of 
thet system by that name. Apples can be 
raised in selected spots through that whole 
range, running from New England as far 
south as Georgia. There are fine apple lands 
in the Alleghenies, and thousands of acres 
of trees are now being set out im different 
parts of the Blue Ridge. 

In Albemarle county, about Charlottesville, 
where Thomas Jefferson lived, they raise 
the famous Albemarle pippins, which bring 
from ,.$5 to $10 a barre), the greater part of 
them being shipped to England. That was 
the favorite apple of Queen Victoria. King 
Edward ate it before going to bed and King 
George has been brought up upon it. They 
are now using Albemarle pippins in Windsor 
palace, and I have bought them in Covent 
Garden market at something like a shilling 
a pound. This apple is fastidious as to soil 
and climate. It gtows best in the coves of 
the mountains, and of late it has been thriv- 
ing in the Shenandoah valley. 

I know of men there who are netting from 
$10,000 to $20,000 a year from their pippin 
trees, and there are numerous farmers who 
make more out oftheir orchards than from 
wheat, corn, or live stock. 

‘$s 8 
Apple Industry Young. 

Another favorite apple is the York imperial, 
and others are the Grimes goiden winesaps 
and mammoth black twigs. Take Frederick 
county, Va., of which Winchester is the cap- 
ital. 

The apple industry, there is in its begin- 
ning, but they are setting out trees by the 
hundreds of thousands’and lands are jump- 
ing in value. The country is only about six 
years old as a marketing region. It was in 
1905 or 1006 thet the commercial] orchards 
began to bear. 

Since then the bank deposits have trebled 
and thist 7 year that county alone shipped 
about a million bushels of apples. The apple 
lands are far cheaper than those of the west, 
selling for from $76 to $200 per acre, the latter 
price being usually for land on which trees 
have been planted. , 

The profits of the southern orchards so far 
are nothing like those of the far west, but 
the scientific fruit men tell me that the lands 
in many of the eastern sections are just as 
suited to apples and that proper cultivation, 
spraying, packing, and marketing should 
make them pay quite as well. 

Many of the western fruit growers realize 
this, and I know personally a number of 
orchardists who have sold out their lands in

One Girl's Accomplishment. 

There is an Albemarle pippin orchard on 
the Fairfax estate, formerly owned by Presi- 
dent Monroe, that is paying exceedingly well, 
and near there is a little orcharad of less than 
600 trees which has-been so well managed by 
a young lady farmer that it is an object lesson 
for miles around. 

In the latter case the trees were set out 
in 1890, twenty-one years ago, and it was 
sixteen years after that before they began to 
give crops commercially profitable. One can 
plant 600 trees on twelve acres of ground and 
have room to spare. This ts what that girl 
did with her trees. In 1906 her net profits 
were $1,612; In 1907, $8€2; in 1908, $1,227; in 
1909, $3,248, and in 1910 she had gross receipts 
of over $5,000, ylelding her @ net profit of 
$3. 862. 

Stories similar to these are known to all 
who have any’acquaintance with the apple 
regions of the United States. They are 
founded on present conditions and are the 
cause of the enormous extent to which new 
‘orchards are being planted all over the 
country. 

Many of the government clerks at Wash- 
ington are investing in orchard schemes. 
Some of the fruit experts of the agricultural 
department have their independent orchards, 
and not a few of Uncle Sam's employés have 
gone into business and are making good. 

At the same time apple lands are being 
exploited as crange lands Were some )ecars 
ago, and syndratece are formed to manage 
orchards at a fixed rrice per acre or tree, 
The planting is exvensive, and this is espe- 
Cially so in the Pacific northwest and in Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, and Maryland. 

It is also true of the other apple regions, 
although toa minor quent. 

Last year, lam told,the shipments of apples 
from the Washington, Oregon, and Idaho re- 
gions amounted to 10,000 carloads, and more- 
over, when the trees that are now being 
planted come into bearing, say ten years 
from now, there will be from that region 
more than 100,000 carloads. The most of 
these shipments go in boxes, but I venture 
a carload of barrels weuld contain about the 
same number of apples. At 200 barrels to 
the car, which is an avePage shipment in the 
east—I have myself shipped 300 barrels in 
one car—this 100,000 carloads would equai 
20,000,000 barries of apples. 

This is the potential product ten years 
from now of the Pacific northwest, ard that 
part of the country produces a comparatively 
smal] portion of our total crop.

000 barrels. The big yields, were all during 


the earlier part of the decennial. period, the 
statistics of. which the department of agri- 
culture considers unreliable.’ 

At the estimate I have given for the Pacific 
northwest the ’crép of that region in’ 1021 
would be almost equal to the total crop of 
the United States for 1909, and if a propor- 


tionate increase goes on in the other known 


apple regions there may be an enormous ghut 
in the market. : 

‘This is a possible situation whith the pres- 
ent investor in apple lands should consider. 
Even if the 60,000,000 barrels were correct, 
the product ten years from now, supposing 
the orchards just planted to come into bear- 
ing, will probably be far in, excess of that 
figure. 

On the other hand, by codperation and ad- 
vertising and the proper handling of the crop 
there is no doubt that the United States will 
consume or export all the apples that are 
now being planted. This is one of the big 
works which Uncle Sam Is doing. 

One Branch of the bureau of pomology fs 
devoted to it. It has its agents at home and 
abroad, and its inspectors are instructing the 
people. Our export of apples has already 
reached 1,000,000 barrels, and at reduced 
prices and with more care in packing it can 
be greatly increased. What we need isthe 
same kind of work that has been done by 
southern California as to its orange crop. 

The organizations there have so systema- 
tized the shipping and marketing that 
oranges are chea than apples in most 
parts of the United States. I dropped into the 
center market here in Washington yesterday 
and asked the price of some No. 1 Wenatchee 
apples. I was told that they were 75 cents 
a dozen, or more than 6 cents apiece. I 
then picked up a navel orange which was 
larger than any of the apples and was told 


that it was selling for 35 cents a dozen, or 
‘less than 8 cents apiece. 


One can buy. oranges and bananas in any 
town and in almost every grocery store inthe 
country, and there are many regions where 
oranges are sold and apples are not. This ts 
merely a matter of prices, handling, and 
marketing. The apple will keep longer than 
the orange, the latter being a perishable 
fruit. Nevertheless, the apple is the dearer 
and the harder to get. 

Said one of Uncle Sam’s fruit experts: 

“When every family in the United States 
classes the baked apple as one of its break- 
fast dishes and leta it crowd out some of the 
cereals there will be no trouble about the 
consumotion of the apple crop.

The idea, however, is 
sa: not that chimneys shall dissi- 
pate in smoking, but that the smoke natural- 
ly arising shall be dissipated with the least 
degree of harm on the one sides anc of ex- 
pense on the other. 

Tall chimneys on old plans have failed of 
this purpose. Saxony has experimented in 
height until a chimney near Freiberg is 459 
feet high, but ineffective. In the United 
States the Copper Mining company of Mas- 
eachusetts has built an even taller and larger 
stack of the old pattern, and it does not 
meet expectations. In brief. the plan of the 
new chimney for dissipating smoke is to 
cover the top of the main stack, if desired. 
Then to Make orifices in tiers around the top, 
perhaps one-half to two-thirds downward, 
each orifice at right angles to the chimney 
center, with the opening enlarging toward 
the chimney surface. The effect is to en- 
courage eddying winds both inside and out- 
side the chimney, thoroughly mixing air with 
the hot gases and smoke that start upward 
from the furnaces below. 

Under test of two stacks of the two trres, 
using the same fuel, it was shown that from 
the lower tier only of the perforated stack 
@ blue smoke drove with the wind not to 
exceed sixty feet. while from the other chim- 
mney a@ trail of black smoke drifted more than 
@ mile to the leeward.

AKING up as a fubject thig sketch of 
Charies Proteus Steinmetz, one of the 


greatest electrical engineering geniuses 


of the world, it is without the slightest 
intention of showing any one a plot or 


plan or formula for becoming another such 
genius We realize that there are millions of 


young men of the present day who—primping 
at a mirror and adjusting collar, tie, pin, and 
buttonhole flower to match—would insist 
upon remaining $15 a week clerks all their 


lives rather than become a Steinmetz as we 


picture him here in his ill fitting “ store” 
clothes. 

We have been surfeited for years with the 
philosophy that 


~—go to the 
and successful business man. 

But we're speaking of geniuses here. and in 
our experience with men of the class we have 
been forced to acknowledge :hat aitwo weeks 
shirt. capped with a five day collar and 


*“ store’ clothes having stovepipe Joints at 
the trouser knees, are rules that have the 


fewest possible exceptions. 

There are distinct sociological reasons for 
the general truth of the statement. A genius 
IS a genius for the reason that he is so differ- 
ent from the great mass of the people. Men- 


tal differences are the beginning of the gen- 
lus’ oddities. He discovers first thing that 


he hasn't many people to talk with. They 
don't understand him. “ He's so odd, don't 
you know?” Unable—and, finally, quite un- 
willing—to establish himself socially, the 
genius dives into his specialty and delves in 
silence within himself.

He \akea.to tobacco for companionship and 
solace on ordinary occasions.

“let down” which follows the disagreeable

But we must resume. We were writing of 
Dr. Charles Proteus Steinmetz, greatest of 
the electrical engineers, mathematician, and 
yedagogue; consultant in some of the great- 
est engineering accomplishments of the age; 
producer of more than a hundred patents 
bearing upon his specialty; enthusiast; ap- 
proachable—and yet a master mind in the 
garb of utmost simplicity and democracy. 

That the reader may not take this sketch 
as a “ Success "’ prescription guaranteed un- 
der the pure food and drugs act, we'll take 
up the conditions of Steinmetz’s birth. His 
father was a minor officia! in a German rall- 
way organization when the boy was born at 
Breslau in 1865. His people were Polish, and 
his mother died of cholera before he was old 
enough to have remembrance of her. For 
twelve years the boy studied in the gymna- 


sium of Breslau, his father supporting him 


while he lived with an aunt. Chemistry, as- 
tronomy, mathematics—those entangling, but 
always to be untangled, things in the mate- 
rial world—made appeal to the boy. 

He was 19 years old when he entered the 
university at Breslau and electricity wags 


Motor Car Now 


By JONAS 


HROUGH the motor car modern cut- 
lawry has found a new field. 

The flectness of the automobile is 
luring the bandit into new flelés of 
spoliation. It enables him to make 
lucrative raids-into distant country places 
with reasonable safety from molestation by 
the police authorities. 

Bands of burglars in automobiles have heen 
preying recently upon the rich suburbs of 
New York City, stealing thousands of dollars’ 
worth of valuables, and the police seem help- 
less to stop the depredations. 

Pirate care are being used in the Chicago 
labor war. Gun men in machines have com- 
mitted murder, exploded bombs, and intimi- 
dated, threatened, and terrorized industrial 
Chicago, and the police have not been able 
to capture any of the Apaches. 

Several south side society women came to 
grief a few months ago after they had made 
a number of euccessful sallies into Indiana, 
upon which occasion they robbed poultry 
yards, stole butter, eggs, canned fruits, and 
vegetables. 

Yeggmen in motor cars have looted one 
hundred country banks in Kansas, Okla- 
homa, and Nebrasira since last October, and 
in no instance has there been a capture of 
the robbers. 

Booty amounting to a quarter mililon dol- 
lars has been the reward of the brigands, 
while execration by both bankers and offi- 
cers has been the fate of the automobile. 


Blame Placed on Auto. 

Among the rural financiers in these states 
the .automobile hag come into such oppro- 
brium that but few of them will now lend 
money to individuals for the purchase of 
machines. 

This attitude appears to be a sequel of the 
wholesale robbery, as the automobile is 
blamed for much of the crime. Before the 
coming of the motor car criminals of this 
class could be commonly overtaken. They 
went omhoreeback, and there was little diffi- 
culty in heading them off by telephone. 

But mow it is practically impossible for 
pursuers to follow pirate cars, because the 
route taken is unknown, and the rapid prog- 
ress of the bandits soon puig miles between 
them and the scene of robbery. With a high 
powered machine it is easy to travel 100 miles 
in three hours on prairie roads. Then a 
change of outer clothing gives the robbers 
the appearamce of tourists, enabling them to 
motor leisurely through the most populous 
cities without arousing suspicion. Besides, 
the country is alive with parties making cross 
state runs, and no more attention is paid toa 
strange car than to a freight train. 

Then the unprotected nature of the coun- 
try bank is a temptation to the yeggmen of 
the prairies. Generally it is located in a 
frame building on a dark street, and, conse- 
quently is easy of access and entrance. Most 
of the safes are smal! and are left unwatched 
through the night. The town constable may 
be abroad, but he Is too wise to brave a well 
armed band of desperadoes. The chances 
are the constabulary is at the railway sta- 
tion swapping yarns with the night operator 
and not worrying about anything more seri- 
ous than a hobo stealing a ride on the blind 
baggage. So the answer is that umt!l too 
late he knows nothing more of the doings at 
the bank than th® cashier who is sleeping 
soundly half a mile away. 


How Modern Bandit Works. 

Thus the 2,000 banks in the little towne and 
villages of the state named are virtually 
without police protection. Practically the 
same method has been followed in every 
depredation, this being the usua! history: 

Along about midnight the residents are 
awakened by one or two explosions. Those 
daring enough to investigate see an automo. 
bile standing in fromt of the bank and two 
men with guns threatening to shoot the first 
person attempting to interfere. Inside the 
bank are their companions filling sacks with 
money from the safe. After all the cash pos- 
sible has beem taken the marauders enter the 
car, fire a few) promiscuous shots to in‘imi- 
date the natives, and race madly out of town. 

Then comes the gathering of a porze, the 
cranking wp of machines, and a Ceepe rate, 
unsucceseful atttempt to follow and capture 
the raiders.

Prison Authorities Not Seientists. 


“The prison authorities allowed use to send 
my friend some permanganate of potash for 
cleaning his teeth. Along with this I sent 
oim some sheets of blotting paper which I 
had dipped in hypo-sulphite of soda. Writ- 
ing to him on this paper and useing hypo, 
he would dip the paper in the permanganate 
of potash and develop the lettering. Wot 
only could we on the outside keep in per- 
fect touch with the prisoners but we schooled 
his flancée in the method and they passed 
love letters to and fro, the authorities fall- 
ing ever to detect it.”’ 

These successes had made Steinmetz and 
his friends on the outside bolder and they 
sent a representative to a secialistic con- 
gress in Switzerland. Authorities at Bres- 
Jau tried first to have Steinmetz thrown 
out of the university, but failed for the 
reason that he was the brightest student 
in the school] and had made himself service- 
able in bringing backward students up to 
grade through his tutoring. 

When young Steinmetz heard that he was 
to be arrested he wrote openly on a post- 
eard to a friend on the Austrian border 
that he would pay him a visit. This was 
to attract attention of the police. To throw 
the police off guard, however, Steinmetz 
beught a round trip ticket—which, noted by 
detectives. satisfied them that he would re- 
turn. Instead, Steinmetz went on to Zurich, 
Switzerland, beyond the extradition powers 
of Germany. But there he had a hard time 
to get into the polytechnic school, and then 
only on his signed promise not to take up 
permanent residence in the republic. They 
were afraid of his socialistic tendencies. 
Which was urnecessary. for the reason that 
Steinmetz already had decided he had enough 
of Socialism.

Qne country banker contrived an eleborate 
trap, which, when the robber tampered with 
the safe, would seize and hold him for the 
officers.. Needing some money to go to the 
city one night, the banker went to the safe, 
forgetful of the trap. When the heavily 
armed constable peeked in at the windows he 
paw the cashier fast, apparently captured 
while trying to rob hisown bank. The banker 
was able to explain, but he forthwith re- 
moved the trap, and now depends on burglary 
ingurance.

How to Prevent Robberies. 

From an old bank robber now doing a life 
sentence in the Kansas penitentiary a theory 
was procured that perhaps has prevented 
many robberies. he theory is that no at- 
tempt will be madcé to rob a bank when It is 
believed some one jis on guard. The looters 
do not want to commit murder; that would 
be too dangerous. So in many country places” 
plans are put into execution to give visitors 
an ‘impression that some one sleeps in the 
bank at nights. A cot is kept in plain view 
during the day, and after banking hours it 
is pulled out and a dummy placed on it—as 
if the watchman were asleep. Burgilars 
study conditions before venturing on their | 
work and always pass up unfavorable situa- 
tions. 

When bank robbing becomes dull the post- 
offices come in for attention, but that pas- 
time has been halted for the present. The 
coumtry postoffice hae little worth stealing 
except stamps. For two years the robbers 
did a thriving business and went uncaught. 
Then the federal officers got a clew. 

Studying the stamp sales of western cities 
and comparing them with the mail sent out, 
they found that Wichita, Kas., was sending 
out more postage than its purchase of stamps 
warranted. The busi firms were then 
investigated through the postoffice and those 
that evidently secured stamps from outside 
sources were located. From these it was 
found that they purchased stamps from a 
banker.

The banker got them from the chief of po- 
lice and he im turn got them from ea saloon- 
keeper who wae acting as a “ fence” for ¢ 
gang of bank and postoffice robbers, operat- 
ing in Kanses, Oklahoma, and Nebreska.

Hard Road at Beginning. 

When the guardian of Steinmetz’s friend 
ordered the friend to go to the United States, 
Steinmetz went with him. The two came 
in the steerage on a French liner in which 
eight congenial persons occupied the same 
room. As the electrician has said, it wag 
the pleasantest trip he ever had across the 
Atlantic—and he had made several! such trips 
in the first cabin of good boats. 

Steinmetz and his friend settled down in 
Brooklyn. In leaving the French port he 
knew no English, but he applied himself to 
it both In study and in speech with some of 
his English speaking fellow passengers. He 
carried two letters of introduction to two 
persons in the United States. Presenting 
on> of them, he received a distinct touch of 
frost. The other letter was directed to Mr. 
Eickemeyer of the Eickemeyer-Field elec- 
trical works at Yonkers. 

Even Eickemeyer invited him to cal) again 
some time. Steinmetz called and was asked 
to write a letter. reminding Elckemeyer of 
the application. He wrote—and waited 


When the applicant appeared the third time 
he was told to come to work the next morn- 
ing as a draftsman at $12 ea week. His first 
job at drafting was making an ass@embly for 
an American railroad car, and Steinmetz's 
fellows had to laugh and coach alternately 
in telling him to do the work in @ strictly 
United States manner. 

This beginning was in 1889. Steinmetz in- 
eists that if his employer, Bickemeyer, hadn't 
spilled aniline ink over his hands one day 
and come raging into the drafting room, he 
might have been far longer at hig.table. 
Steinmetz suggested to his employer that s 
certain diluted acid would remove the atains 
and when it did so to the last smear, Eicke- 
meyer was pleased. He began to talk occa- 
sionally with the young draftsman. He dis- 
covered that the email renegade from the Ger- 
man government might help him, and Stein- 
metz proposed an experimental laboratory. 
The laboratory was built, Steinmetz was 
given charge of it—and a comparatively few 
years later, when the General Electric com- 
pany bought out the Yonkers plant, people 
who knew said that Steinmetz was the most 
valuable of al) the assets of the institution. 

From the mathematical side of engineering 
Steinmetz soon drifted to the practical side— 
to constructive work with material materials. 
Probably the management of the General 
Electric corporation knew the Steinmetz ag- 
sets, for when it posted the prominent notice 
“No Smoking” over the factory at Lynn, 
Mass., Steinmetz went on smoking, just as 
he has continued smoking ever since. One 
cannot get a photograph of him unless with 
pipe or cigar in his mouth—and from the 
photos as evidence an average man would 
dodge a Steinmetz cigar.

Fish Loaf. ! 

Purchase a fresh codfish or haddock with 
the head left on.’ Remove the head, cut down 
the full length of the fish, on the side Oppo 
site the opening of the fish, on each side of 
the fine bones and pull out this narrow strip. 
Loosen the akin at the head end of the fish, 
first on one side and then the other. With a 
knife and the fingers push and cut the flesh 
from the large bone, first on one side and 
then on the other. In the absence of a “ fish 
sheet,’ flatten the edges of the cover of a 
tin cracker box; set this in a baking pan and 
on it dispose about three thin slices of fat 
salt pork. On the pork dispose & piece of 
fish to make a layer of fish suitable for serv- 
ing. Mix one cupful of soft, fine bread 
crumbs, a teaspoonful of dried sweet basil, 
crushed fine, one-fourth a teaspoonful each of 
Salt and pepper, and one-fourth a cupful of 
melted butter, bacon, or salt pork fat; spread 
the crumbs over the fish, first sprinkling it 
lightly with salt and pepper. Cover the 
crumbs with the other piece of fish, trimming 
and setting in place as is needed to make 
a compact loaf. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per, dispose three or four thin slices of pork 
above, and set to cook in a moderate oven. 
Reduce the heat as soon as the fish is seared 
a little and let cook slowly about thirty 
minutes. A few minutes before the fish is 
cooked, remove the pork from the top, cover 
the fish with a helf cupful of cracker crumbs 
mixed with three tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, and set into the oven to brown the 
crumbs. Serve with drawn butter sauce, to 
which a chopped “ hard cooked ’’ egg or two 
tablespoonfuls of capers may be added. Baste 
the fish four or five times during the cooking.

Desserts. 
Sponge Drops. 


Beat together until smooth and light the 
yolks of three eggs and one and one-half 
cupfuls of powdered sugar. Stir in lightly 
two cupfuls of flour, two scant teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, sifted together. add one- 
half cupful of cold water and the juice of 
half a lemon. Grease tins and drop batter 
in teaspoonfuls about three inches apart. 
Bake in a quick oven. 


Lady Fingers. 

Beat together until very light ten eggs, one 
pound of powdered sugar. Sift and stir in 
slowly one and one-eighth pounds of flour 
with one teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Then with a funnel of strong brown paper 
lay the mitxure out upon paper lined (but 
not greased) tins in biscuits three inches 
long, one-half inch thick, in the form of 
fingers. Sprinkle with granulated sugar and 
bake a light brown in a quick oven. When 
cool brush over the under side of the paper 
with water, remove the cakes, and join in 
pairs back to back. 


Orange Wafers. 

Stir together until smooth four ounces of 
white sugar, eight ounces of sifted flour, and 
the yolk of one egg. Add four ounces of 
soda dissolved in half a pint of sour cream, 
sweet milk, a large tablespoonful of orange 
flower water, and a pinch of salt. Beat 
lightly until well mixed. Butter.the inner 
surface of hot wafer irons, put in a table- 
spoonful of batter, close the irons, and cook. 
When cooked roll them on a small round 
stick, stand in a sieve and dry.

It is out of the question to have too many 
of the smali articles which come under the 
general head af difess accessories. But 
while these same things may be small in 
size, it by no means follows that they are 
insignificant im price. Quite tothe contrary, 
and if one attempts to lay in a generous 
number of ‘collars, jabots, stocks, ties, belts, 
girdies, collar and cuff sets, scarfs, fichus, and 
the like, she will soon find that a great many 
dollars will have to be expended, and even 
so one may pot have anything unnecessary. 

There is no branch of needlework more at- 
tractive than Mméking any one or all of the 
the things’ enumerated above, and the girl 
is wise who gradually gets her materials to- 
gether, her, pafterme and plans made as to 
which things she needs, for much of the work 
on these ‘prettyarticles can be done as pick- 
up work, whén alone or visiting with friends. 

The faphjons at present seem unusually 
well eeore to the-use of the fichu, and it 
lends an additiona]’ touch of quaintness to 
the light) symmer frock. Only sheer mate- 
tials are-used fortthem, such as fine ba- 
tiste or linen, marquisette and mull, and 
the fine; plain iqee.mesh nets, such as ma- 
lines, bobinette, or point d’esprit. The ker- 
chief past ig often cut like a large handker- 
chief, folded over diagonally, and worn about 
the shoulders, crossing in the front, surplice 
fashion, Fichus are being shown now which 
are hoflowed- out in the back at the neck, so 
as to lie shioothiy across the back.

It will, be a good idea to press outja piece 
of old muslin. leaving the dimensions amply 
large. and then draping it on the figure so as 
to have both the size and shape right. In 
the back it should come a little below the 
waist line, while in the front the ends are 
lopg end, should eross over in surplice effect. 
Across the back at the neck line hollow out 
ybled: material to fit the line there, 
and doipg this will allow of the fichu setting 
smoothly over the shoulders. 

After one has a satisfactory pattern made. 
the meterials and trimming caf be chosen. 
Any of the gbove named materials can be 
used. with, on the nets, a narrow plaited 
ruffle of the same material, plain or edged 
with row Valenciennes lace. Or if the 
batiste or linen ig chosen, nothing can be 
Gaintier than an embroidered edge. The; 
need not be ejaborate to be lovely, but the 
materja! must be-as sheer as possible, and 
the work beautifully done. 

The soft*nets lend themselves so well to 
foids that the shaping at the neck is not a 
necessity, as if ts for the other materials. 
sheer though they are. Embroidered batiste 


makes a hpautiful Gchu, and the broad, deep’ 


back can be cut separately, making it smooth 
fitting, and cutting it at the shoulder. 

Roll these edges ard whip to a strip of lace 
insertion—preferably Valenciennes—then cut- 
ting the fropts separately, they can be made 
slightiy fuller. Around al! the edges should 
sct a deep, finely plaited frill. First, the 
edges of the fichy can be finished with inser- 
tion, matching the shoulder strips, afid the 
frill set into this. | 

Scarfs show increased popularity, and de- 
servediy so, as they give a most becoming 
touch te many a toilette. Like all the other 
dainty’ belongings they can be made in » 
variety of materials, from- beautifully em- 
broidered, sheer French muslin to costly em- 
broidered nets, gauzes, and rea! laces. The 
right length is two and one-half yards ana 
the width from twenty-four to twenty-feven 
inches. 

Mousselines, marquisette, chiffon, all kinds 
of nets, etc., are used in their manufacture, 
and the ingenioug Woman has a wide field to 
choose fram. If one does not wish to spend 
much time and labor on one, the plain ma- 
terial can be useg, hemstitching across the 
ends and finishing with one of the beautiful 

ffinges which are so much in evidence now. 

Another pretty idea which comes from 
across the water.is to make the scarf of two 
thicknesses of mousseline de sole, a dark 
and a light shade, the light shade intended 
for a lining, The ends are finished with deep 
silk fringe, one of the kinds woven in a num- 
ber of different colors.

‘well to cut several collar patterns !m the first 
place, cutting them first from muslin and 
then from a rather stiff paper. ‘Two gsaflor 
collar patterns, one following the line of the 
matural neck line at the top, and a second 
one for the dress, which is cut @own in the 
front a ittle. Then there might be two pat- 
terns for the round or Détch collar, the dif- 
ference being that just described. 

An easy way to make these patterns és to 
take the front and back of a perfect fitting 
shirt waist pattern, laying it on a piece of 
paper which is perfectly smooth, and lapping 
‘ft on the shoulders so that the seam lines 
meet perfectly. Have the middle back of the 
pattern on a straight line ofthe paper. Trace 
the outline of the high neck, mark the depth 
desired in the middle of the back, then draw 
the line Straight across at the arms. 

After his straight line has been drawn, 
make @ new one raising ‘t siightly in the 
middie. The perfectly straight line across 
the back hag the appearance of dropping a 
little. Draw’ the line across the shoulders. 
and then shape the lower edge, square or 
pointed as desired, across the fronts. After

Miter it 
at each end so the strips will run up through 
the middle of the shoulders, and about two 
inches below the shoulders miter again, and 
this time run the lace off into the neck. Set 
insertion in on the fronts, starting the lace 
at the neck, parallel with the other and one 
inch above. 

After it has run beyond the turn in the 
other about one inch, miter the corner so 
the lace will run down, and, keeping it a 
good inch from the edge of the collar, let it 
run parallel to it, finally running into the 
upper edge near the bottom. Set an edge on 
to match, but not allowing it to ruffle at 
all. French knots will be pretty outlining 
the edge, and a scattering of smal single 
flowers over the linen wiil make a beautiful 
collar. 

The Dutch collars are lovely made of plain 
or embroidered Mnen or batiste and shaped 
in points at the bottom. Beginning in the 
middle of the back a strip of Valenciennes 
or any preferred lace can be set in straight 
up and down. The bottom in the middle of 
the back will come to a point. Divide the 
rest of the lower edge off so that there will 
be two points on each side. Set the inch 
wide lace in, running down to each of these 
points, and then where the edge slopes up 
between the points set in strips of insertion 
the same pattern but only half the width. 

The collar edge is finished with an inch wide 
lace, set on so it does not ruffle. Of course 
any and all of these collars are set into bands 
at the neck, and the bands turned down so 
they slip inside the neck of the gown. These 
bands are basted in position and stitched on 
by machine, but all the work on the collars 
should be done by hand. 

A beautiful collar and cuffs set to be worn 
on acoat can be made with but small expense. 
A linén showing embroidered dots should 
be chosen. or if one has the time a plain linen 
sailor collar can be cut, showing square 
corners back and front. On this plain linen 
it will take but little time to embroider me- 
dium sized dots at rather wide intervais. 
Mark the edge of the collar for embroidered 
scallops, being careful to get the corners 
perfect. 

In the middle of the back and on each corner 
set in square medallions of the real Irish 
crochet lace. Set these in so they take @& 
diamond shape. Make the cuffs quite deep— 
six or seven inches—and shape to a fleep 
point on the outside at the upper edge. This 
point should come directly in the mide on 
the upper side of the arm as it hangs at the 
side. Make exactly the same as the collar, 
scalloping the edge, embroidering a few dots 
and setting in a medallion.

one buys for a few cents at most any shop. 
If you take oliv pickles, or sweets, don't 
take such quantities that you bring half back 
with you. Consider your needs and prepare 
accordingly, and leave your “ empties’ on 
the field of battle. Don't make the mistake 
of baskets—good, sturdy boxes and strong 
string are so much better, and these, too, are 
left behind at the ena of the day. Every- 
body likes something hot, and tea, cdffee, or 
cocoa are easily prepared if you will have a 
little alcohol lamp among your belongings. 
Thege little “ gems" are eimply invaluable— 
cost about 20 cents, and last a lifetime. The 
denatured alcoho! is nonexplosive, and it, too, 
costs about 20 cent&S a quart. Except fora 
large crowd, a pint of alcohol is more than 
abundant, and hot water is soon prepared 
with nc fuss or danger The little lamps or 
stoves are about as big as a teacup. so take 
up littl room, ané are securely packed in 
boxes of their own. | 

I would also suggest boiling your water in 
a covered tin vessel and not an agate one, for 
the reason that the results are quicker and 
less tedious. It's lots of fun to prepare lunch, 
but one wants to eliminate unnecessary de- 
lays and keep the fun at high tide and free 
from tiresome waits.

The families of the bride and bridegroom ar- 
rive & few minutes before the bride and are 
seated in the front pews, on either side of 
the aise. At some weddings just before the 
bridai procession starts up the aisle two 
ushers stretch white satin ribbons from the 
door to the top pew. This Is done so that no 
one may pass out after the ceremony until 
the families of the bride and bridegroom have 
gone down the eisle. The bridemaide and 
maid of honor come before the bride, and 
wait for her in the 'veetibule of the church

Finally, when everything is in readiness, 
the organist is signaled, the wedding march 
bursts forth, and the procession passes up 
the aisle in the following order: The ushers, 
walking two. together; the bridemaids, two 
tcgether; the maid of honor, alone, and, last 
of all, the bride, with her father or her near- 


est male relative. At the foot of the chancel 
“eteps 


the ushers divide, half standing on 
one side of the altar and half on the other. 
The bridemaids do the same thing, standing 
{:. front of the ushers. The maid of honor 
stands at the left of the bride. 

As the first note of the wedding march its 
heard the bridegroom, with his best man, 
comes forward and, standing in front of the 
eltar, waits for the bride’s approach. Asshe 
is almost at the chancel steps the bridegroom 
steps forward and, taking her right hand 
with his right hand, walks up to the altar 
railing, where he stande at her rizht. The 


father in the meantime stands at the lett, a 


little back of the bride. After giving the 
bride away the father takes bis seat in the 
front pew with his family. ;

Just before the ring is placed on the finger 
the maid of honor steps forward and takes 
the bride's bouquet, holding it until the cere- 
mony is completed, and returning it to her 
just before she turns from the altar. The 
maid of honor eleo arranges the bride's train 
before she starts down the aisie again. 

In the return march down the aisle the 
order of the procession is reversed—the bride 
and bridegroom going first, the maid of honor 
following, and the bridemai<¢s and ushers fol 
tewing her in the order named. 


The order of the ceremony at a house wed- 
ding is identical with that of the ceremony 
at a church wedding. As the last blessing is 
given the white ribbons are hastily rolled up 
and the happy couple face the assembled 
guests, receiving first the congratulations of 
the clergyman, then of their parents and the 
bridal party, after which the guests advance 
in single file and offer them their best wishes

_ Cooking Now. a a Neglected Art.

Thig month and next some thousands of 
young women will launch their own little 
canoes out into the swift current of actual 
life. 

Practically every one of these can make 
perfectiy beautiful “Tfudge.”” About 1 per 
cem of them can make good biscuite and 
fewer still can make good wrens or cook 

@ roast. 

"when we look lite squarely in the face, omit- 
ting all frills and getting down to brass tacks, 
practically all these sweet girl graduates 
expect to make a brilliant marriage, or a 
marriage at any rate, and that being true, the 
knowledge of how to construct a decent 
biscuit is much more important than the 
correct number of minutes to cook “ fudge.” 

There is considerable discussion now re- 
garding the future status of women, but the 
real kernel in the shell of life to any normal 
woman is marriage. Evefy woman wants a 
cosy corner all her own—be that corner 
humble or handsome. Every woman who 
Goes not have the home longing is abnormal 
in some way and can safely be tossed into the 
Giscard of freaks. 

Home is made up of little things. One af: 
the largest of these little things is the ability 
to cook wholesome food. Sewing and music 
are next. A woman might be as homely asa 
gpecklied rag carpet, but if she can cook 
a good dinner, make a dress if need be, and

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Waging Battle 
Against Dust.

For some of us the vacuum cleaners have 
partly solved the dust problem, but where 
the broom and carpet sweeper still rule our 
daily siege with the duster goes on the same 
as ever. 

Ags a rule any (ne who wil) dust the furni- 
ture and shake the porieres before sweeping 
is Hable to contempt from the average good 
housekeeper. She may hint at absentminded- 
ness or utter lack of household experience, 
Still the most scrupulous housekeeper on rec- 
ord is guilty of this method. That is, she 
does genera) dusting before using the broom, 
and particular dusting after she is through 
with it. And dust is never perceptible in her 
domestic environment. 

If you live in a dusty city above a dusty 
thoroughfare, where visible films of dust 
collect on your furniture every few hours, 
this method. is quite correct. 

For after you are through with your gen-¢ 
eral sweeping and cleaning and the clouds of 
motes have had a chance to settle, a feather 
duster flipped over your furniture wiki only 
transfer the layer of dust to the floor again 
Then you say the room doesn’t look *‘ swept.” 

The right way is to give window and door 
draperies a good shake before the sweeping 
and wiping, and to run a feather durter with 
a few bold strokes over the wall paper, win- 
dow silis, and furniture. After your rugs 
have been shaken and the floor wiped with 
a damp cioth do your particular dusting not 
with a feather duster but with a square of 
outing flannel laid double—the soft surface 
exposed. The dust atoms will cling to thia 
instead of getting on the floor. 

The hard rough broom should be avoided 
for sweeping rugs and carpets. The finer the 
straw of the broom the less dust you will raise 
and the easier to get the dust out of the pile. 

Shaking the smaller rugs out of the window 
or over the porch is not enough. The duat 
has settled Into the fiber and a broom or car- 
pet sweeper applied vigorously is more ef- 
fective. 

A polished floor, unless the dust has been 
allowed to collect for several days, need not 
know the touch ofa broom. Rough brooms 
are apt to impair the luster or scratch the 
varnish. In most cases all that is necessary 
is to go over the floor with a damp cloth. Of 
course, fréquent applications of a wet cloth 
may dull the polish easily, and some have 
found a canvenient substitute. It consiste of 
a flannel cap fitted over the straw end of the 
broom, with the fuzz exposed. This is slight- 
ly moistened with olive oll or sweet oil. When 
the dust has been removed it is glanced light- 
ly over the floor and certainly improves the 
luster 

In dusting bric-a+Drac avold a torn or 
tattered cloth. The thing to be dusted will 
often get tangled up in it or catch in the 
tatters when you are working briskly, and 
the upshot is fragments and chagrin. 

A few discards in toilet chamois skins when 
washed In cold water and pulled until dry and 
sewed together squarewlse provide good pol- 
ishers for highly veneered furniture and 
costly woodwork. 

In dusting musical instruments, such as pi- 
anos and organs, use a fresh flannel cloth and 
first dust the keys and woodwork nearest the 
strings and open mechanism, and then close 
or let down the lids while you dust and polish 
on the outside. 
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If 1 haa a girl I'é teach her all the good 
things of books I could, but I would not 
forget the important things of actua) life, 
as most of the average schools do at present.

Yet there 
was the case of Tommy, one of the best boys I ever 
knew. And he married one of the best girls: but what 
@ mess they've made of it! It bas never yet failed) tc 
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occur to me that if Tommy. with all his equanimity 
and strength, couldn’t make a go of marriage I should 
have slight chance of steering through. There must be 
some dark inner spring at which the secret flower 
blooms, I reasoned. 

And then there are other thoughts. How much Is @ 
man making? I have been, happily, a little above the 
average man in income always. I have never been 
within the prospect of marriage without feeling that 
she and I might live in reasonable luxury on what I 
made. The place seemed permanent, health good, and 
prospects clear, yet there has always been the physical 
fear of the unexpected—of falflure, defeat, illness. 

These things trouble a man little when hes alone. 
But the day he marries a double responsibility pre- 
sents and obtrudes itself. For the first time he must 
think and plan. Then there is always the probability 
of a family. Can I give children all they ought to 
have, all the things that were given me, and all the 
things whose lack has often irked me? These are seri- 
ous thought—at least I have found them so. 

Again, I have sald to myself, “Am I a fit father?” 
One sees the hordes of children born of the slums, of 
disease, of low order parentagé and training, without 
qualm and fear. No’man has a right to approach this 
subject except with deepest gravity, the mental tem- 
perament of the rearer of children being, I think, 
as great a factor as any other. A fit character is as 
essential as a fit body, even if the former be somewhat 
dependent on the latter. 

So I have always hesitated, strained forward, halted, 
and retreated.

“the women of. today. will. compromise when they have 


failed to secure the happiness of marriage for a. great 
love. The reason is because this is the only condition 
under which they can be as comfortable, as free, oF 
as happy in working out. their.own mental and spiritual 
salvation alone. Women prize their freedom more than 
men do theirs, so why does tradition and social organ- 
ization ever seek to make them slaves? .Women are 
less conventional than men, and why does custom Sur 
round them with a wall of conventionality?

There is the dictate of the ages that woman shall 
stay in the home, and it has come tobe interpreted 
that she shall be. confined there.

stay in them as much as possible. There is the rule 
of convention that women shall not mingle to any ex- 
tent in public affairs, that they shall seldom be at the 
center of interest.

$150,00 a year and that-$500 is a day’s éarnings for 
Percy. Presuming that Jim and Perey have ‘been 
making the same relative apportionment of their 
incomes, Percy ought to have been jumped On just 
as hard at hom@® He was just &p foolish as Jim Was; 
he’s just as much out of pockét. 

The whole matter of the coh@uet 6f a household 
in ‘this mantier séttles down to the Simple, arithmet- 
ical problem involvéd fh ratio &h@ proportion. Pro- 
vided, however, that the samé proportionate expendi- 
tures are adopted in the tW6, the several, or the 
many housholds. Thése allétmentsS for expenditure, 
however, probably . névér have been mathematically 
the samé in ahy two households since time dbegatt: 
The situation is as impossible as it is. impossible to 
find two households pedpled by individuais éxactly 
alike in every physic&h mental, and témpéeramertai 
individuality. | ; : 

Two good friends, @ach with wife and childréi, 
living on the same amount of Salary paid éach of 
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the husbands by the same employer, may 
be renting two cottages at the same rental, 
and with only a back yard fence betweea 
them. But how may the wife of one of the 
friends say to her husband: 

“I don't see where they get the money 
to live and dress as they do!”’ 

Here at once is a suggestion of that social 
competition that may be ten times sharper 
and more insistent in the business of a home 
than it ever was in the business of two mer- 
cantile houses in a business street down- 
town. 

But as between friends a little question- 
‘ng and a little figuring may settle the ques- 
tion which the one wife may ask of her 
husband. Jones may be carrying $3.000 to 
$5.000 life insurance on the twenty year plan, 
and he may be compelled,to lay aside $75 
or $100 a year to meet the annual premium; 
Browne has no insurance at all. Jones may 


have @ savings bank book, while Mr. Browne , 


never thought of such & thing. Mrs. Jones 
may be.serving prime beef and cutting out 
the chotolates, the theater, and refusing to 
keep step with faShions; Mrs. Browne may 
serve chuck beef and indulge the other 
foible. 

There’s a reason! Mrs. Browne may never 
know what the cause of difference is, but 
it exists. | 

Trying to approach that approximate busi- 
ness apportionment of the household income, 
the environinent of the household must be 
considered. It takes a vast difference 
whether a family finds home in a city of 
80.000, or of 500,000, or 5,000,000 population.

Size of City Big Factor. 

In the city of 60,000 population probably 40 per 
cent of its residents easily may walk to their work 
or to the shopping centers ‘where a considerable pro- 
portion of the family income goes. But in the city of 
5,000,000 popiilation the itém of car fares in a family 
of four .persons may be surprisingly large in the 
aggregate at the end of a year. And generally 
speaking, there is doubt if the proportionate increase 
in income in the jatge city is arithmetically “in pro- 
portion.” 

“Don’t expend more than ope-fourth of your in- 
come in house rent,” has been a finding advocated 
by a numiber of sociological bodies of experts, most 
of which socteties naturally have been made up of 
bachelors and spinsters populating “neighborhood 
nouses.” 

In a thousand.6f the smaller cities it W06tild be 
absurd for & family to think for a moment of spend- 
ing as miich as One-fdilirth of the family ificoiie for 
house rent. O6 may find cities of 50,000 inhabitants 
where a Man earning $100 a month &f@ apéefding 

25 a month for rent would get a home 86 large 
and pretentious that it would eat up his #&lafy for 
two years in order to furnish the first fé6f fodms. 

But in the city of 2,500,000 to 5,000,000 popiilation 
the $100 a month «man today must skifmish far and 
wide in order to. find a flat in a deceit HBIgKhbErhood 
where he’ and his wife—and especially his ¢hildren— 
can get home accommodations for $25 & Mehth. Then 
it is likely that he is eut mites from his Work, with 
an average of 20 cents a day round tfip fare to and 
from his work.

Car Fare Large litem of Expense. 


That average family in the United States ten years 
ago was made up of more than four persons. That 
head of the family who is far out on the rims of 
the big city, where he pays $25 for his fiat, must 
count upon at least 210 trips a year to his work 
and home again. His extra trips, the car trips of 
his family of three, the fares which he pays for 
visititg friends—how easily théy run up to $860 a 
year, adding another $5 & month to his rent! And 
having his heated flat at $25 a mionth, how easily, 
before he knows it, he has another $5 a month 
piled upon his rent for fuel gas and é@lectric lights! 

Yet unless this head of the family @fid cashier de 
facto be of “business” G&¢tiinen hé may pride him- 
self upon the fact that hé has a fice flat at only $25 
a month—that he is keeping exae@tl¥y within the 
bounds of the best atithorities on housing conditional 
But he is out More thai oné-thira of his income for 
mere housing. 

He may say that fuel g48 and electric lights would 
be necessary in a flat & milé away from hié place of 
business. But he may 6vérlook the fact that, miles 
out and having to report for work at’ 8 o’élock to 
8:30 o'clock in the morning, there are sevéi months 
in the year, In Chicago, fof example, wheré the fieceés- 
sary early rising reqtiires additional morning light- 
ing. And if a nearness to a flat at $86 a month may 
cut the time of a trip half an hcur and cut the car 
fare half in two—which is the cheaper flat? 

There is the item of food in the family. Quantita- 
tively and qualitatively, so much depends upon family 
tastes and the number in the family, to say nothing 
of the Rroken tissues that must be restored through 
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nourishing foods, that Solomon in all his glory would 
have beer unable to prépate a-satisfactory general 
menu, adjusting itself cost and palatable heat 
units. .

Question of Food Perplexing. 


Marion Harland, long accepted as the literary die- 
ticlah of North America, always has been at sea re- 
garding the “cost of living”—in the kitchen seétse. 
Womeén by thousands have written how they feed a 
family of eight at a cost of $4.32 a weék, net, at 
which hundreds of good wives have written, pro- 
testing that in the dissemination of such “facts” 
theif lives become unbearable through husbands— 
Otherwise kind—asking: “Why can’t YOU do it?” 

Perhaps you have known families proud of the 
record made in the family commisésary, but, which 
évery year have a buhch of bulky doctors’ bills, re-" 
céipted in full of all demands. I’ve known such 
familiés. Persotially I prefer paying for food rather 
thah for medical atténtions. Still, a doctor's auto- 
tiobile in front of one’s door attracts quite a bit of 
neighborhood attention. It all depends, das already 
has béen said. 

Spédking from the most conservative experience, 
however, it is hard to see how the family of four 
dependent tipon $25 a weék can spéna@ less than §7 
upon comestibles. One can enter a grocéry and 
market, spend a dollar, and britig the stuff home in 
@ bandanna handkerchief, loosely tied. Thus, be 
tween the aggregate rent and the food supplies, our 
$100 a4 month family has only $85 left for the avérage 
month.

Little Left for * Luxuries.” 


For éasier disposition of this $35. monthly we 
shall lump it into a surplus of $420 for the twelve 
months of the year. 2 

There are four persons in the family and the per 
capita division allows to each member $105—which 
at a first appearance may seem large enough. But 
after rent and food and the inescapable “ fixed 
charges” of a household have been subttacted from 
the family $420, what is left? 


We are presunting now that this 18 the Jones 
family, protected by a twenty year endowment policy 
for $5,000, on which Jones Had to make an Annual 
payment of about $100. In & good company ihis is 4 
saving and somiething more, bat it cuts the available 
$420 surplus to $320 in a single payment. 

From Jan. 1 to another “happy New Year” is & 
long time, with a summer vacation, a Thanksgiving 
day, and a Christmas day between. Also spring, 
summer, fall, and winter clothing are semi-necessaries 
at the least. Then there’s the iceman, with a “short 
harvest” explainable either through the ice being t00 
thick or too thin. 

Honestly, now, we can’t go any further with this 
apportionment of $100 a month to a household with- 
out feeling that we are becoming too intimately in 
touch with the family life of thousands of people 
whom we've never met and never expect to meet— 
provided we stop right here. Otherwise, we have 
the fear of being kicked out of the Officé by a hus- 
band or walloped over the head with ah umbrella in 
the hand of an irate wife. 

Will you excuse us, please?

TO THE WIFE—ON A SILVER PLATTER. 


A married woman may receive, use, and pos- 
sess her own earnings and sue for the same in her 
own name, free from the interference of her hus- 
band or his creditors. 

Should either the husband or wife unlawfully 
obtain or retain possession or control of property 
belonging to the other, either before or after mar- 
riage, the owner of the property may maintain 
action therefor, or for any right growing out of the 
same, in the same manner and to the same extent 
as if they were unmarried. 

Neither husband nor wife shall be tntitled to 
recover any compensation for any labor performed, 
or services rendered for the other, whether in the 
management of property or otherwise. 

The expenses of the family and of the educa- 
tion of the children shall be chargeable upon the 
property of both husband and wife, or of either 
of them, in favor of creditors therefor, and in 
relation thereto they may be sued jointly | or 
separately. 

For all civil injuries committed by a married 
woman, damages may be recovered from her, 
alone, and her husband shall not be responsible 
therefor, except in cases where he wo : re 
ly responsible with her if the marriagé did not 
exist. :

NowW, taking up some of these provisions of the [lli- 
nois statutes in their relation to husband and wife, it 


appears to us, broadly, that every husband who doesn’t’ 


want to be bothered with milk bills, rents, laundry 
bills, grocer’s bills, and the billion and one household 
things affécted by the Aldrich tariff, should make the 
wife his official treasurer, auditor, and cashier. 

The chief. trouble, however, is that the husband 
ordinarily prefers the troubles of bills atid Keeping the 
cash in balance to giving over that old, strutting, long 
cherished idea that H® is thé “head of the family.” 
In this, too, the wife has contributed In hér age-long 
happy consciousness of satisfaction in “ going through” 
her husband’s pockets while he is snoring. For how- 
ever this second section of the extracts from the Illi- 
nois statutes may seem to read, it has been declared 
that a Wife isn’t stealing from hee husband when shé 
ransacks his pockets for change in thé purchase of bacon; 
hair switches, face créams, corn plasters, and tight 
shoes. But  shé takes a dollar bill from his pocket 
and pays it down on a two carat diamond with the 
“dollar a week” follow-ip system entailing, he may 
be able to restrain her after $150 worth of coyrt pro- 
cedure. , 

In a first paragraph of the statutes it is observ 
that @ wifé may edin money and keep it all herself, 
irrespective of how much her husband may need it, 
or héW much his creditors may try to get it. 

But in another paragrarh in the same list it is 
shown that if for any reason the family expenses be- 
come too great for hubby to stand he, too, can be sued 
as “particeps deadbrokebus.” In which case if it 
ean be proved that out of his wife’s weekly “ allow- 
aneé” he has managed to save @ little hiddén nest- 
ese of his own—all—all may be taken from him.

“ Disorderly Conduct” in Fifty-seven V arieties. 

You can’t find ’a@ line in the Illinois revised statutes 
which attempts to fix a charge of even disorderly 
conduct 6n the part of the wife who flies the domestic 
coop, with or without reascn. And when it comes to 
this term of “disorderly conduct” in the great state 
of Illinois, attorneys aré agreed that it covers the 
full fifty-seven varieties of éverything of less moment 
than disturbing the peace, and for which a warrant 
may issue for the perpétration of one variety, or for 
the non-perpétrating of another variety. 

Now get us, please, right heré. For example of dis- 
orderly  onduct, take the man who has left an $8 
dinner for two after the theater, and who enters an 
Oak Park elevated train, with the one-third of the 
°5 cent cigar which he didn’t consume in the most 
fashionable restaurant in the loop district. He is 
guilty of “disorderly conduct,” and upon conviction 
must be fined at least $1. 

Rut—there’s not a wife in Illindis who wants to 
rin away from home, and who does it good and plenty, 
Who cai bé charged with disordssly eondvet! On thé 
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other side Of the table, hovrever, see what the husband 


gets, a8 shown in one of the longest punitive para- 


grephs in all the statutes, out of which we have space 
to take ohly the barest core: 

_“ That every person who shall, without good cause, 
abandon his wife and neglect and refuse to maintain 
and provide for her . shall be deemed guilty cf 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be 
punished by @ fine of not less than $100 or more than 


-$500, or by tmprisofiment in the county jail, house of 


correction, or workhous® not less thahi oné month o 
more than twelve months; or by both such fine and 


imprisonment.” 


TO THE HUSBAND—ON A SHOVEL. 


That every person who shall, without good 
cause, abandon his wife and néglect and refuse 
to maintain and provide for her . . .. shall 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tiofi thefeof shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $100 or more than $500, or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail, house of correction, or 
workhouse not less than one month or more than 
twelve months, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment.

We used to know a man who turned all his salary 
over to his wife, and for each of the six working days 
in the Week she gave him a single silver, paper, or 
¢mall change dollar with which to get downtown, get 
his luncheon, and come back home on. The result was 
that this friend, working in a large place of business, 
made out a list of every acquaintance he had in the 
establishment, chalked against each person the largest 
“small” loan that could be expected, and started cas- 
ual “borrowings” according to the most approved of 
systems. 

This man was two years getting through that list 
As each individual came across with the amount the 
name was scratched off. Until an individual did come 
across he was on the open list, and was approached 
periodically until he made the loan to get rid of the 
dunning.

It is easier to compute the cost of divorce In money, 
If you have decided that you want a divorce and have 
agreed that there shall be no contest, and if you are 
just, a plain person who lives in an unobtrusive neigh- 
borhood, without ever having had any flare of trum- 
pets about you socially, you should get a lawyer to 
take your case for $50. The clerk’s fees and court 
costs will be from $20 to $30. But if your husband 
is rash enough to contest the case the expenses may 
run into $50 to $100 daily. Even the stenographers’ 
fees may run to $60 to $70 a day. 

Often a lawyer will not take your case without a 
good retainer fee, and even the average working woman 
who has been divorced will tell you that her “bifl of 
separation” has cost her $150. “And I never got a 
thing from him, not even one of my wedding presents,” 
said one Chicago woman, who was divorced at this 
rate, and who believed that her lawyer had handled 


her case badly. “I think it must have been because - 


“At any 


rate he got nothing for me, not even the expense 


money.”

Husband Pays the Cost. | 

The law in Illinois provides that the husband shall 
pay costs and fee for bringing the action, whether or 
not he is commanded to pay alimony. 

There are many cases told of by Chicago judges 
where the husband has to pay the costs for a suit for 
separate maintenance which is brought by the wife 
but dropped almost as soon as it comes up for trial. 
“It will be a case of nerves on the wife’s part.” said 
one Chicago jurist. “The real truth is that what 
she needs is a doctor instead of a lawyer, and soon 
after the case is begun it falls down without the 
shadow of anything to rest on. One Chicago man has 
had a bill of this kind to pay.on two different occa- 
sions, and the last time it ran up to between $400 and 
$500. The lawyer got all of this by filing the bill” 

The largest alimony that has been granted in Chi- 
cago was awarded lately in the Case suit. It was tried 
before Judge Cooper and the alimony was $100,000. 
The Love case at $50,000 was probably the next. 
John Fetzer paid his wife, Mrs. Mary Armstrong Fetzer, 
$35,000. One minute after the decree Mrs. Fetzer 
received a check for $20,000 and an agreement for the 
rest in yearly installments of $5,000. This arrange- 
ment was by agreement, as in Illinois a wife can obtain 
a lump sum for alimony by order of the court. The 
payment of alimony in a contested case is only award- 
ed by the month, although it can also be made in a lien 
on real estate. 

Where the husband has funds in the bank and the 
wife is expecting a contest her first plan is usually 
to tie up the funds, which she can do legally. “ People 
are getting wise as to the cost,” said one judge, “and 
are showing good business judgment in this as in 
other matters by letting their divorces go by default.”

They are so 
close allied that one may turn a little further on in 
the writings of the same playfellow who gave us 
Romeo and Juliet and find possibly the most striking 
account of this historic renwtnciation. By this time 
you have, guessed that the private life of Marcus An- 
tonius is to be dragged again from the musty pene- 
tralia of the past, lured into the sacrilegious sun, and 
devastated of its centuries of repose. This is, if one 
Gares offer the thought, one of the costs of loving 
beyond the ordinary conception of that term—that 
one’s followers through all the ages will drag out 
one’s dim, dead, dusk past and parade it for pleasure 
and penance.

Antony Sells Rome to Love. 


Antony came into the heritage of Rome by virtue 
of a March murder and an unpleasantness at Philippi. 
By special arrangement with Augustus Cesar he held 
the rich and great portion of the Roman empire in 
the east, leaving the young emperor suzerain over 
‘the west and over the city.

In the end we have the desolate picture Of the de- 
feated master of Rome whispering faintly to the beaten

I eam dying, Egypt, dying;

Augustus has seen the weakness of love, for even a8 
ell the world loves a lover so all the world takes 
advantage of his madness. Cesar’s galleons are 
freighted with the ruin of Antony, spelled out in blood, 
and gold, and slaves, and he who was a slim, sad 
youth is master over Rome's “ illimitable conquests.” 

But you know this story probably more eruditely 
than do L- It happened a long time ago in an era 
that has been gilded of distance and veiled of the fancy 
of unnumbered generations. Probably—as the same 
Prof. Ferrero hinted some years since—Cleopatra was 
mot the Helen of her day; nor the sweet, lotus eating 
siren one loves to fancy. One may even admit that 
she was fat, forty, and dingy as to color, but Antony 
was fain of her and gave the fruits of his armed 
Rome for her attentions. Perhaps it was even what 
Some term a sordid love—but one must doubt it in 
view of the price the lover paid.

Modern Instances Plenty. 


All this is history or legend, or something similarly 
remote. It is not essential to delve beyond the mere 
thin outer crust of events to demonstrate to the least 

ve that love is, past all argument, the costliest 
Pex in which man and‘his mate engage. 

Beginning in. Russia, there is the case of the Grand 

Duke Paul, who dared love an actress. At the out- 
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eet it is well to reflect that Russian grand duchies and 


the equipment of the theatrical dressing room present 


@ contrast vivid to painfulness. But this the grand oe 


duke could not see, nor could he be restrained by 
the consideration of his family, or the thought that 
he was already burdened with a wife. Station, wealth, 
and country’ made no difference to him, nor did the 
threat of the czar hold him back. He lives in Paris 
with his actress, an exile from his country, a poor 
man and a man without a name. 

Austria is famous for Vienna and its great crop 
of cases in point with this argument. There must 
some immediately to every recollection the strange 
case of the Crown Prince Rudolph, whose affair was 
not permitted to go to a decision—death, the supreme 
referee, intervening. Rudolph loved a woman far be- 
‘ow his station and refused again and still again 


to desert her in response to the parental wish and the — 


responsibility of an imperial crown. Finally in the 
little hunting lodge at Myerling came the decision. 
One morning they found the heir to the throne of 
the Hapsburgs, the son of a hundred kings, dead by 
the side of his countess. The thing has remained a 
mystery for all the years that have fied since this 
tragedy and no accepted solution has been offered even 
now. Yet, no matter what the truth may have 
been, the case remains one of the striking examples 
of g@ man’s sacrifice to his love.

Mystery of Salvatore. 


This is but one of Austria's cases. The world fa- 
mous mystery of the Archduke Johann Salvatore— 
generally referred to as John Orth—hinged on a set 
of circumstances very similar to thé foregoing. Sal- 
vatore was one of the brilliant officers of the Austrian 
army, a@ man whose succession to' the throne was by 
no means impossible and one of the wealthiest of the 
rich archdukes of the Austrian empire. 

He fell in love with an actress, was reprimanded, 
wrote a bitter attack on the army, and then renounced 
all titles and Austrian property to elope with the 
woman he loved. They set sail for South America in 
& small steamtr which was wrecked off the Brazilian 
coast, probably sending the exiled duke and his actress 
to their deaths. On the other hand it was always 
hinted that they had escaped and that he was in hiding 
in Argentina. At various times for thirty years he 
has been discovered, in this place and that—discov- 
ered in the fancy of some dreamer. His great éé- 
tates wait his return to Austria, for even yet he has 
not been declared legally dead. 

Much more recent in Austrian history is the case 
of Archduke Leopold, who, like Salvatore, gave up 
rank, title, and fortune to marry Fraulein Adamoviks, 
@ not too fascinating Viernese actress. They left 
Austria in disgrace, the duke calling himself Herr 
Woelfing, and, after some years of butterfly living, 
joined an esthetic colony where the duke began to 
Practice upon himself and wife various eccentric cult 
ideas. She finally was forced to leave him, where- 
upon he also deserted the cult and married Maria 
Ritter, a girl who had once been a servant in his 
family.

Other Princely Lovers. 


With a mere mention of the fact that Ferdinand, the 
present heir apparent of the Austrian imperial throne, 
married the poor Countess Chotek, and risked all Bis 
birth afforded in the marriage, the testimony from that 
end of the world may be dismissed. 

Prince Oscar of Sweden did no less than the Aus 
trians when he became enamored of Ebba Munck, & 
beautiful but lowly lady-in-waiting on his _ royal 
mother. By the intercession of that mother he was 
finally permitted to marry the girl, after expressly 
renouncing all rights to the throne. Some years 
later his father so far relented as to create him Count 
of’ Wisborg. Thus was the Prince of Sweden abased 
to the trifling nobility by his love. 

These are a few of the striking cases that stand out 
in the affairs of a generation. Grand Duke Michael 
of Russia and the Countess Torby may lIlkewise be 
mentioned in the same connection. And it is impos- 
sible to overlook the incorrigible Louise, crown princess 
of Saxony, who deserted her royal husband and het 
family of children to elope with the tutor Giron, who 
tired of her as readily as he had wearied of instruct- 
ing her stupid, diadem-wearing girls and boys.

EAR CHILDREN: LBvery boy 
and gir] who has lived in the coun- 
try knows that when a butterfly 
is handled, ever so gently, there 
comes off, on the fingers a substance 

that is much like dust: but perhaps al! do 
not know that this is the clothing which the 
butterfly wears. Through the micrascope 
this dust, when examined, shows particles 
which are curiously regalar and interest- 
ing and worthy of careful study. For 
each particle is of ftegwlar form, al- 
though from a single butterfly many dif- 
ferent forms may be obtained. The usual 
form found in the dust from a _ butter- 
fly’s wing is a scale, flattened, ribbed artis- 
tically, and having at one end a series of 
projecting teeth and at the other a single 
pedicle. Then, if you examine through the 
microscope the wing itself, from which the 
dust was taken, rou find that these scales 
overlap and lie in regular rows, just as reg- 
ularly as the shingles fit on the roof of a 
house. 

As a matter of fact these scales are hairs, 
which are short and wide instead of long and 
slender. And, like the hairs on the body, 
they haye several uses. First they make the 
delicate wings of the light and dainty but- 
terfly stronger. Also they render them more 


beautiful, and cause the wonderful colors | 
and markings which make the butterfly so 


lovely among the fiying creatures of the 
earth. And when they occur upon the in- 
sect’s body and limbs they serve as a kind 
of armor or protection. 

So when you are playing in the meadows, 
or when you find a sunny hued butterfly be- 
side the road, with its beautiful wings 
tempting you to touch them and see how 
velvety they feel, you must remember that 
if you rub from the delicate and shiny wings 
the fine dust which seems to you so useless, 
possibly because it is removed so easily, you 
really harm the lovely little insect, which 
knows no wav to defend itself against you.

Pussy does not know 
any better than to eat young birds, of 
course, but if she is carefully watched for 
the next few weeks many little bird lives 
will be saved. 


| No. 8—THE BRONZED GRACKLE. | 


The Bronzed Grackle is a member of the 
blackbird family. In fact, he is often calléd 
the crow blackbird, for he looks as black as 
the blackest crow. If you get close enough 
to him, however, you will see that he is not 
so black as he looks at first glance. His 
feathers have a glossy brownish color which 
makes him appear as if he had been bronzed, 
and his head shows a deep metallic blue 
when the sunlight falls uponit. The grackle 
is proud of his beauty, and struts around 
on the grass with his head up and his long 
tail stuck straight out behind. When he 
flies the tail spreads out and seems to act 
as a rudder to steer him where he wishes to 
go. Singing is not at all in his line, and all 
his calls are harsh and grating. Many of 
the grackles stay with us during the sum- 
mer and nest in the city parks and sur- 
rounding groves. The nests are built 
high up in forks of trees and are so large 
that they can easily be seen from below.

HEN Carter H. Harrison I. lived and 
reigned in Chicago one heard prac- 
tically nothing of the talk about vice 
conditions which now form so large 
a part of press and pulpit themes

It did not need regulation. ’ 

Chicago in the days of Carter I. was a good 
deal more of a *‘ wide open town than it is 
under Carter Il. The forms of vice which 
existed then were to all intents and purposes 
allowed to do about as they pleased. T 
pelice did not bother them, and the average 
citizen paid no attention. If the promoters 
dié not bother him he’ would not bother them 
and said promoters took precious good care 
not to bother him. They carefully kept out 
of the territory where the average citizen 
lived or had business. and if he wanted to find 
them he had to hunt them up. 

The disorderly flats which are now the bane 
of the residence districts of Chicago were un- 
known. Perhaps it was because flats of any 
kind were practically unknown, people lived 
in’ detached houses. But! even detached 
houses to which exception could be taken 
were never found outside of certain well de- 
fined Mmits. They were not scattered all 
over the city. isorderly saloons were not 
found im any districts. There were two or 
three “ roadhouses,” but they were so far 
eway from any settled territory their ex- 
istence was known only to the initiated. 
‘Sunnyside,’ at the corner of what is now 
North Clark street and Sunnyside avenue, 
the resort which Theresa Sturlata left to hunt 
up Charlie Stiles the morning she murdered 
him, was the best known one. It was eo far 
out on the prairie that a visitor had to have 
a conveyance to get to it.

Long Walk to Civilization. 

It developed on the trial that the thing 
which wrought her up to 4 state of mind 
which resulted in killing was that, after a 
quarrel, he had taken the hack which carried 
them there and come back to the city, leaving 
her to walk home through the mud and rain.

She was so enraged 
when she reached civilization about 9 o'clock 
in the morning she went straight to Stiles’ 
room in the Palmer house ané shot him to 
death.

But the one thing which made what vice 


there was in those days less objectionable anc , 


certainly less obtrusive than it is now was 
that women were never seen in saloons. 
There were only two saloonsin the downtown 
district \n which women were allowed, even 
with escorts, and no woman withthe least 
claim to respectability was ever seen in 
either of them. They had no music and did 
but little buginess. One of them, “Appetite 
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Bill's ’’ place, at the corner. of Dearborn street 

and Calhoun place (Gamblers’ alley), was 
also a restaurant, and it wert out of businggs 
shortly after Jere Dunn murdered Jimmy 
Elliot In it. Its entire life did not cover more 
than two years. , 

The Germans of course took thefr families 
to beer gardens and similar resorts, where 
they could drink beer and listen to music in 
aceordance with the custems of the father- 
land, but other nationalities seldom patron, 
ized them and ho woman whose reputation 
was even shady ever thought of enteting one 
alone. Her absence would have been politely 
requested had she attempted such a thing. 
There were also only two restaurants where 
women of the town were tolerated, Batchel- 
Yer’s and Smith's, both in what was then the 
outskirts of the levee district. And even in 
these two places, run exclusively for this 
trade, the women had to go upstairs, and no 
men were allowed on the second floor unless 
they came \in with female escorts. Unat- 
tached masculinity had to stick to the open 
barrooms on the first floor, where no women 
were allowed. 

a 
Osly Course Then Profitable. 

None of this was the result of police orders. 
It, was so because no Other course would have 
been profitable to the saloonkeepers. They 
might keep open”al] night if they wanted to 
and permit all sorts of male custom, but if 
they catered to women, that ended them. 
They might as well quit business. 

So it was: with the restaurants. «a woman 
did not need a male escort to enter the most 
exclusive. eating house in those days, be- 
cause no woman against whom such a pre- 
caution was necessary dreamed of entering. 
If she did: slip in once in a while she kept a 
close watch over her behavior. She never 
ordered any alcoholic drink because such a 
procedure would have advertised her af once, 
afid the drink probably would be refused her. 
No woman who made any pretense to re- 
Bpectability crank in public in those days— 
with the exceptian noted among the Germans 
and some. other foreigmers—and for one to 
have done so in any American restaurant 
would have excited instant gossip 

As far as that went no man ever dreamed 
of smoking in a restaurant entered by women. 
Any attempt to light a cigar or cigaret would 
have aroused protest, and if persisted in re- 
sulted In the summary ejectment of the 
would-be smoker. Neither would a man who 
made any claim to good manners smoke on 
the street when he was accompanied by a 
woman. Itis a common enough practice now, 
but it still gets on to the nerves of old fash- 
ioned people accustomed to show more re- 
spect to their women folk. 

The change came about the time auto- 
mobiles came in. Not that there was any 
cause and effect about the matter, but one 
seemed to play into the hands and be a com- 
plement of the other. Respectable women be- 
gan patronizing restaurants where the checks 
often showed larger charges for drink than 
for food, and the disreputable ones naturally 


came along with them. With both classes 
Going the same things, far as outward 
practices went, it was i ble or impolitic 
to exclude anybody. Then it was an easy 
step to the saloons and restaurants where 
no attempt at res tability was made and 
present condi were the natura) outcome. 
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Vv of People Changed. 

If one is to be perfectly fair, however, he 
must acknowledge that a great deal of the 
change due to the changed habits and 
views of life of people who cl#im for them- 
selves superior morals. In older days they 
would not patronize any of the places whose 
existence now forms the excuse for their 
natural children, the levee saloon and restau- 
rant. ‘Why don't you close up ? Itisno 


‘petter than I am”’ is the instant answer of 


the proprietor of the levee place when spoken 
to. Were people who either are or claim to be 
respectable to let the resorts which now cater 
to all kinds and conditions of patrons alone 
they would have to change their ways at once 
or go out of busifess. The openly disrepu- 
table places could not survive by them- 
selves, 

Chicago is not alone in this change of hab- 
its in the last twenty years. New York shows 
the same transition. The cafés of Broadway 
and their imitators in the “ Tenderloin ” are 
all comparatively new. The same is true of 
other cities, except San Francisco. It never 
was any different. 

It is possible also that part of the degene- 
ration in the saloon business is due to the 
constantly increasing ownership by brew- 
eries of saloon properties. Twenty and thirty- 
years ‘ago almost every saloonkeeper owned 
his saloon. He bought his beer where he 
pleased and paid for it. He was an independ- 
ent merchant. -Now the brewery practically 
owns the saloon and the keeper is not much 
more than an agent for thé sale of that par- 
ticular kind of beer. The brewery runs @ 
real estate department which keeps a lookout 
for any lease which may be in the market, 
and having grabbed the property fits it up 
and stocks it and provides the license, and 
then makes a nominal sale of it to anybody 
who has $100 or’so, taking a purchase mort- 
gage to protect itself and making such terms 
with the nominal proprietor he has but little 
ohance of profit. If he avoids foreclosure he 
is lucky.

Result of Brewery Ownership. 

The result is the establishment of saloons 
throughout the residence districts, where no 
responsible man who was investing his own 
capital would think of locating, and these 
new saloonkeepers are often so hard pushed 
to make both ends meet they allow things in 
theff\saloons and encourage a class of trade 
which the old time independent saloonkeep- 
er would have nothing to do with. He did 
not hdve to, but his successor often does if 
he is to avoid the sheriff. 

The dance halls connected with saloons, 
such a pernicious form of vice as at present 


* 


conducted, are comparatively a new inver- 
tion. But they are thick ‘all through those 
sections of the city where the poorer classes 
live and often furnish the working boys and 
girls their only chance for amusement. How 


“many broken hearts they have resulted ip 


can never be told exactly, but the toll this 
form of vice has taken is something to be 
shuddered at. It should be possible to sub- 
stitute dances where liquor was absent, but 
it. has not been done yet, and the saloon- 
keeper who is willing to cater to that kind of 
business will continue to furnish the hall 
and music and make his profit off the beer 
he sells until the substitutes are provided. 

. Twenty-five years ago there were but two 
places in Chieago where cances were held 


every night and anybody who hed money | 


could enter, They were ‘‘ the Buckingham,”’ 
in Third avenue just north of Harrison street, 
and Joe Suits’, at the corner of Harrison 
and Third avenue. They did comparatively 
little harm. No innocent girls ever went 
to them or would have been allowed in them 
had they attempted. Both the men and 
women who patronized them had passed the 
‘time when tif®re was much for them to learn 
in the vice curriculum. It was a rare thing 
to see a young man in either place, and never 
@ young woman. 


Jam on Boy's Face 
as Trade Attractor. 


BOY who gets jam al! over his 
face .from eating is the cause

They are made tn duplicate, 
folded together, all being numbered and sent 
out to the offices in ser_es of 100 each, so that 
there is a check on each one. The clerk 
does not write the amount on the certificate, 
but punches the numerals out of’the margin 
so that there is no chance for mistake or false 
entries.. The certificate shows the name and

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Streets of Chicago 
Paved with Jewels. 


HICAGO'S streets are paved with jas- 
per, moonstones, and rare opals. The 
opals are the rarest, but they are 
being burted in the loop streets. 

This fact became known. a few days 
ago when a craft worker was showing toa 
group of friends a necklace which had just 
been sold for $40, and the opal in it, which 
was a fine specimen, had been picked up by 
the artist some weeks before in the loop. She 
was crossing the street just after a pile of 
crushed ‘stone had been dumped and her eye 
spied it among the thousands of others, and 
the result was that a fine opal in the rough 
was disclosed. Such occurrences as these 
around Chicago’s streets and suburbs are 
common, for the city ie full of hidden treas- 
ure. 

The lake is responsible for the few opals 
that are here, when ages ago it covered the 
ground on which Chicago stands. But. it is 


to. the first ané second glacial periods that] 


the city owes thesé deposits, as the immense 
glaciers brought them from the far north 
and, melting, left them here: 

Along.the lake shore on the south side lie 
numbers of stone of quartz with iron. Cor- 
nelians can be picked up all over the city and 
it is a fad with many people who “know” 
stones to have*them set and wear them as 
other people with more money wear dia- 
monds, 

Normal and Hamilton Park sections of the 
city are the heart of the moonstone deposits, 
and thousands lie along the boulevards, in 
the gardens, and on the lawns, tossed and 
kicked about a dozen times a day by people 
unconscious of their hidden value. 

Any stone placed in water which gives off 
brilliant colorings is one worth more than 
to be merely thrown at the neighbors’ chick- 
ens. 

From Walden south, along the ridge 
through Morgan Park, and west to Palos 
Park, the glacier deposits are many. Jasper 
in brown, yellow, and red is common. Quartz 
with variegated .jasper can be picked up in 
the paths. Near the northern outskirts of 
Morgan Park volcanic deposits of burnt am- 
azonite are found. 

At the gravel pits south and west of the 
city the stone hunters find many stones not 
common in this part of the country. 

Any stone of pretty colors when cut and 
polished and set in a harmonious design is 
pretty. and many people of Chicago remem- 
ber the places of their visits by a collection 
of stones. Some even go so far as to make 
presents to their intimate friends of the 
stones when set rather than bring back a 
“stock " gift from the town. 

Some Waldenites carry a bottle of water 
on their walks. The stones which they pick | 
wp are dropped into the water,and if the 
result is a brilliance of coloring they keep it, 
otherwise it is d ded.

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Rapid Handling of Mail at 


F interest to the worker in Chicago is 
the conveniences that have been pro- 
vided for them on an unusual scale in 
the new $23,000,000 passenger terminal 
of the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 

poad to be opened to the public on June 1. 
These conveniences not only extend to 


workers in the employ of the railroad, but 


to government clerks handling the United 
States mails. More than that they extend in 
@ greater degree than heretofore to the work- 
ers who hail from foreign lands and are en 
route to the new scenes of labor and to new 
homes in many different parts of this coun- 
try. They are the emigrants who speak in 
many different tongues and are in Chicago 
to be distributed to the west, southwest, and 
northwest. 

‘The postoffice substation in the new depot is 
@ model mail handling suite of rooms and 
compartments. It is on the street level ex- 
tending clear across from Clinton to Canal 
street. Mail is supplied to this substation by 
tube, the delivery ahd dispatching room 
being in the basement. The wagon drivew 
extends half way across, permitting l 
to be delivered on both sides. The furniture 
and working tables and the iumination are 


_ planned for great working ‘facilities, the 


plans being largety suggested by Frank H. 
Galbraith, superintendent of mails of the 
Chicago postoffice. The subpostal station is 
located between the suburban concourse and 
Washington street. Unusual toilet conven- 
fences are provided for the workers’ use, and 
there is a mail workers’ lounging room. 

, a. 

Four Conveyors for Mail. 

In the great train sheds near the main cross 
eoncourse are four mail conveyors, endless 
belts, power driven to carry the mail instead 
of loading it on trucks and then wheeled by 
man power. Two of these conveyors are 242 
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feet long and the others are over 500 feet in 
length. 

From the basement up to the fourth floor 
there are all kinds of conveniences for work- 
ers, both men ahd women. The women em- 
ployés have their locker, toilet ,and rest room 
in the basement, and the women workers in 
the offices on the third floor have a retiring 
and toilet rooms. The conductors’ general 
room and locker room are on the fourth floor, 
and besides they have a train box and locker 
room on the street level floor. 

The emigrants have a main waiting room, 
toilet rooms for both men and women, a 
‘woman's bathroom, a lunch room, and @ 
kitchen. There is also a laundry and a dryer 
connected with these rooms.

There are electric elevators for handling 
mail, baggage, and express, and there is 
even a new departure in the matter of load- 
ing a corpse on train, so that the conven- 
lences are for the dead as wel! as the living. 
There is an entrance on the Clinton street 
side by which an entire funeral, including 
the coffin, may be taken through the station 
and loaded on a train in the shed without 
any other class of passengérs knowing what 
is going on. A special electric elevator is 
used to elevate the coffin from the lower floor 
or driveway to the track level.

Man’s hair has held no great place in history, 
hitherto.- There was the tragedy of Absalom, 
aught in the toils of his own abundant tresses ; 
there was the golden hair of Queen Berenice, which 
came [0 be a constellation, a sheen of glory made 
immortal in the skv; there Was Samson, rett of 
iocks and strength by the shears of Delilah; there 
were the Roundheads, whose close-cropped polls 
rebuked the luxurious curls ot the Cavaliers; there 
was Godiva. who rode clothed only in chastity and 
in the veil of her tresses, But in none of these 
instances was there aught of especial import in the 
history of the world —only things terrible, or 
sonderful and beautiful to the heart. 

It is otherwise with the passing of the queue from 
the heads of the Chinese. This change in the nation 
is of vital significance, not only to the Mongolian 
see itself, but, as well, to Europe and to America. 
The future of the four hundred and thirty-three 
uillions of Chinese can be no negligible factor in 
the concourse of nations. Were nothing beyond a 
form of hair-trimming involved, the queues might 
ome or go without the least concern to any out- 
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sider. But a radical change in the character of a 
mighty race is thereby indicated. 

Of all races, the Chinese is by far the most 
conservative. This people is conventional to an 
amazing degree. From the cumbersome ceremonial 
of etiquette to the rituals of religion, the scheme of 
life is zealously guarded according to the laws of 
precedent. The integrity of the family, the defer- 
ence accorded to age, the worship of the dead, are 
all but effects of a constant and consistent devotion 
to custom, of a whole-hearted obedience to tradi- 
tional law. 

Now, abruptly, this people, thus rigid in holding 
to its every tenet of the past, is swiftly abandoning 
the queue, a racial peculiarity that had endured for 
centuries.

It was Noorhachu, the Manehu conqueror, who 
imposed the queue on the Chinese. He issued an 
ediet: each Chinaman must wear the hair thus, as 
a badge of submission to the Manchu invaders. The 
first promulgation of the decree 
was at the siege of Leaouyang, in 1621, when it 
was commanded that the Chinese with shaved heads 
and braided hair should be spared from slaughter. 
Thereafter, until all China the 
queue was the sole recognized emblem of )immunity 
from massacre by the invaders. It is a_ rather 
eurious fact, that it is not known whether or not 
the Manchus themselves originally wore the pigtail. 
It is likely, however, that they did; and thus 1m- 
posed their own custom on the vanquished, as the 
token of loyalty. 

The Chinese accepted this change in the style of 
wearing the hair with that stolidity which 1s 
characteristic of the race.

as horses always must be in the theater, 
because they are so big and strong and able 
to do so much damage and nobody had the 
least fear of them.

So, the dwellers 
in Nippon offered to the Chinese 
students an object lesson that was of 
tremendous effect in molding opinion. 
Its influence was the more extensive 
because the Japanese, who delight in 
stirring up dissensions among their 
neighbors, lost no opportunity to rail 
at the valueless and ugly character of 
the queue, The students returned 
home, indignant and ashamed. Forth- 
with, they waged energetic war against 
the inherited nuisance. . . . That 
warfare accomplished much. 

Another class soon caused its in- 
fluence to be felt in opposition to the 
old custom. This was made up of 
those who went abroad to toil in the 
humblest capacities. The coolies, work- 
ing indefatigably in strange lands, 
found themselves objects of ridicule 
and derision, because of the queues 
they wore. Usually, the Chinaman 
seemed to pay no heed whatsoever to 
stares and jibes; but soon he coiled the 
pigtail tightly on the head, and hid it 
beneath a ¢ap. 

Lastly, the laborers left at home, in 
their turn, came to hate the queue — 
because they feared it! As machinery 
became introduced generally through- 
out the kingdom, the peril to those 
employed about it steadily increased; 
and the feeling against the dangerous 
rope hanging from the head grew 
correspondingly. The queue was coiled 
away, as tightly and as securely as 
might be, on the skull; yet somehow — 
often— it became loosened from its 
fastenings, to fall, to eatch in belt or 
in cogs, and thus to draw its wretched 
victim to untimely and frightful death. 
In this manner, the introduction of 
machinery into China caused a wide- 
spread and virulent detestation of the 
old fashion of wearing the hair. 
. « The sum total of impulses was 
sufficient to arouse a nation from its 
phlegmatie acceptance of a convention. 
The many first doubted, then grew 


' convinced. The revolution throve. 


On the other hand, the more con- 
servative, who remained at home. and 
were not workers in occupations where 


the fashion incommoded, or threatened 
disaster, made sturdy defense of this 
national institution. They argued 
piously that their forebears had been 
content with the custom, that to ques- 
tion its propriety were to blaspheme 
the judgment of those ancestors whom 
they worshiped. In addition, they 
pointed with sneers to the unkempt 
effect produced by hair growing over 
all the head. The shaven poll, relieved 
only by the queue, was clean; the 
skull showed immaculately groomed. 
Now, with a tangle of hair over all 
the surface, there could be neither 
dignity nor cleanliness. 

The objectors have completely failed 
in their efforts to stem the tidal wave 
of reform. The conservatives are 
forced to confess defeat. Already, the 
revolt has grown to stupendous pro- 
portions. In Hong Kong, a elub of 
eight members was established to ad- 
vocate the abandonment of the pigtail. 
Within a single week, the roll jumped 
to nearly two thousand. There have 
been solemn functions, with venerable 
elders set upon a dais, there to have 
their queues cut off in the presence 
of a respectful multitude of lesser 
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folk, who watched with reverence, and 
went home to imitate the example of 
the fathers. One editor of a paper in 
Pekin, an enthusiast in behalf of the 
reform, visited his old home in the 
provinces, after a continuous absence 
of many years. There, he preached 
the doctrine of emancipation from the 


thraldom of the queue. He was a 
zealot; he was convincing; he 
seized the psychological moment. He 


promptly cut off the pigtails of all 
who would consent to the deprivation. 
On his return to Pekin, he exhibited 
with much pride a huge blister on his 
right thumb, raised by plying the 
shears. He had clipped off eighty 
queues in a single day. 

From the outset, ordinary folk 
dared to lop off the encumbrance, be- 
cause they were well aware that the 
Prince Regent was not averse to the 
reform. For the matter of that, he 
would undoubtedly have issued an 
edict commanding the sacrifice of all 
queues, an exact reversal of Noor- 
hachu’s decree, had it not been for 
the ultra-conservatism of the attitude 
maintained by the older women of the 
Royal Household. Unhappily for his 
benevolent intentions, many of the old 
ladies are exceedingly bitter in their 
denunciation of what they deem icono- 
clasm of the most hideous sort. So, 
the Prince Regent, being wise in his 
generation, issued no edict — instead, 
he merely let the people know his mind 
in the matter. By this simple, yet 
adequate, device, he remained at peace 
with his womankind; while the noise 
of shears clashing was heard througli- 
out the land. 

There are not wanting other in- 
stances, besides the revolt against the 
pigtail, to witness to the changing 
temper of the Chinese. Of these, the 
rapid abandonment of foot-binding by 
the women is especially impressive. 
Today, it is evident that the future 
generations of Chinese girls will be 
spared the suffering that fashion forced 
their mothers to undergo. 

The awakening of China is evi- 
denced, too, by the sudden and tre- 
mendous growth of sentiment against 
opium, which has long lain as an 
incubus upon the land. It is almost 
a certainty that the use of opium 
in any form will soon be prohibited 
throughout the empire.

Mary A. Frazier, 
Lebanon, Pa.; and Helen Cody, Ripon, 
Wis.; all of which would have been 
in the running, had they not blundered 
in this one respect. 

A large number of competitors of- 
fered their solutions in the form of 
a letter from Bianea to Hartley: 
while very few considered it probable 
that the former would visit the dead 
painter’s friend, in order to clear up 
the mystery. Only two or three ex- 
plained her being able to gain admis- 
sion to Chester’s studio, by stating 
that she discovered his keys where he 
had dropped them on the floor of the 
eastle; and our readers were about 
evenly divided in thinking that Chester 
might have himself told her about his 
unfinished masterpiece, or that she 
learned about it by overhearing the 
comments of his friends after they 
had found his dead body.

Persons who 
earefully oil sewing machines and 
heavy engines, seem to expect a watch 
to run and keep perfect time, year 
after year, without a drop of oil, 
though the wheels of the larger 
machines do but a small fraction of 
the work performed by those of the 
watch. 

A simple statement of figures does 
not, ordinarily, carry much force, but 
some idea of what a running watch 
performs in the way of a wheel-revolu- 
tion can be gained from the following: 

The main wheel makes 4 revolutions 
in 24 hours, or 1460 in a year. The 
second, or center, wheel, makes 24 
revolutions in as many hours, and 7760 
in a year. The third wheel, revolving 
192 times in 24 hours, has registered 
69,080 by the end of the year. The 
fourth wheel, which carries the second 
hand, must make 1440 revolutions in 
24 hours, or 525,600 in a year, while 
the fifth, or seape-wheel, revolves 12,- 
964 times in each 24 hours, making a 
yearly total of $728,400 revolutions. 
The number of beats or vibrations is 
988,800 per 24 hours, or 141,812,900 
in a year.

to Mr. Horton, his familiar friend for 
twenty years. If, as all the other 
actions of Mr. Horton on the night of 
the murder and on the day following 
indicate, he desired to direct suspicion 
to Miss Clayborne, this is the weapon 
he would most surely have selected 
for the crime. 

“Tt seems to me that we can afford 
to disregard this statement of Miss 
Clayborne’s, made under the stress of 
great nervous excitement, which has 
had the effect of bringing prominently 
to her consciousness the fevered visions 
of her delirium. Besides,” he con- 
cluded, “her statement stands abso- 
lutely uncorroborated. No one else 
has seen or heard of such a man as 
she describes. There has not been 
found the slightest trace of his pres- 
ence. He seems to have come like a 
phantom, and to have departed like 
one; and in my opinion that is what 
he was.”

He 
explains the clearest of the footprints in 
the flower bed by exhibiting Violet’s shoe, 
which is marked inside with the imprint 
of a man’s thumb and fingers; and declares 
that Horton pressed the shoe into the loam.

@ warrant is issued for Horton, who, it ts 
learned, has taken a train for Windward 
Harbor.

Violet 
declares Horton innocent, and announces 
that she knows the person who is guilty of 
the murder.
